Special 
acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  invaluable  assistance  rendered  by 
the  late  Mrs.  James  G.  Tanner  for  her  untiring  efforts  in  creating 
among  the  scattered  Ruckers,  interest  in  collecting  family  history. 
Finally,  acknowledgment  is  made  to  Mrs.  Ellen  Theisz  for  years 
so  graciously  expended  in  compiling  some  of  the  records  used  in 
this  book. 

If  those  members  of  the  family  into  whose  hands  this  volume 
may  come,  shall  find  in  it  something  of  interest  and  of  value,  the 
writer  will  feel  amply  repaid  for  the  time  and  labor  expended.

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CHAPTER  ONE 

Peter  Rucker 

Peter  Rucker,  first  of  the  name,  settled  in  Virginia  about 
1690.  The  tradition  is  that  he  was  a  French  Huguenot,  ship¬ 
wrecked  near  the  mouth  of  the  James  River,  and  that  he  swam 
ashore,  living  there  for  a  time. 

A  search  in  the  land  office  does  not  show  that  he  patented 
land  there  nor  in  Essex,  where  he  was  living  in  1704,  and  paying 
tythes  on  500  acres  of  land  (Quit  Rent).  If  he  patented  this 
tract  of  500  acres  of  land,  it  was  never  recorded  in  the  land  office. 
Since  no  deeds  appear  in  Essex  County,  he  may  have  divided  this 
land  between  his  children  before  his  death,  for  he  does  not  divide 
it  in  his  will.  In  1743,  his  son,  William,  sold  193  acres,  “land 
received  by  inheritance.” 

Peter  Rucker  may  have  been  a  French  Huguenot,  for  he  was 
naturalized  with  a  number  of  Frenchmen.  We  know,  too,  that 
his  children  were  protestants.  His  son,  John,  in  1732,  assisted  in 
locating  an  Episcopal  Church. 

There  is  in  The  Legislative  Journal  of  the  Council  of  Colonial 
Virginia,  Vol.  1,  page  390,  Monday,  April  24,  1704,  “The  petitions 
of  Peter  Rucker,  Cypian  Prou,  John  James  Veillon,  Teliffe  Alver- 
ton,  Peter  Fouyeilles,  Francis  Colonis,  Jacqueline  Jaque,  Bartholo¬ 
mew  Depucy,  Isaac  ffiguier,  and  John  Rossett,  praying  for  nat¬ 
uralization,  were  read  and  ordered  to  be  recorded  ;  the  same  to  be 
referred  to  the  confederation  of  The  House  of  Burgess.” 

Also,  in  The  Journals  of  the  House  of  Burgess,  1702-12,  page 
74,  Monday,  May  8,  1704,  “Upon  consideration  of  the  report  of 
the  said  committee,  upon  the  petition  of  Peter  Rucker,  Cypian 
Prou,  and  others — praying  to  be  naturalized,  the  House  agrees  to 
the  naturalization.” 

From  Brook’s  Emigrants,  “Many  emigrants  from  France  and 
Holland  went  to  London  first,  where  the  expense  of  the  transpor¬ 
tation  to  America  was  borne  by  the  Relief  Committee  of  London. 
They  settled  along  the  Potomac,  Rappahannock,  and  James  Rivers. 
The  French  Huguenots  were  exempt  from  taxes  for  fourteen 
years.”  Peter  was  paying  tythes  in  1704,  therefore  if  he  were 
from  France  or  Holland,  he  must  certainlv  have  been  here  by 
1690. 

Taken  from  The  German  Element  in  America  by  Herrmann 
Schuricht,  Vol.  1,  p.  43,  in  reference  to  the  French  and  German 
migration,  “Numerous  migrations  of  French  Huguenots  and  Cal- 
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vanists  from  Alsace  and  Lorraine  came  to  America,  settling  in 
tidewater  Virginia/’ 

A  careful  search  in  London  does  not  show  that  Peter  Rucker 
lived  in  London  before  coming  to  America  c.  1690.  Mr.  C.  E. 
Lart,  of  London,  an  authority  on  the  French  Huguenot  emigration, 
says  the  name  is  certainly  German  or  Dutch.  He  tried  to  locate 
Peter  Rucker  through  the  Walloon  Church  Records  in  Leyden, 
without  success. 

A  superficial  search  has  been  made  in  Berlin  among  the 
“Deutschen  Hugenottenvereins”  with  no  result. 

Dr.  F.  C.  Wieder  of  the  Biblintheek  der  Rijks  Universitiit, 
of  Leyden,  Holland,  says  there  is  a  very  full  list  of  the  Walloons, 
who  passed  through  that  port,  but  the  Rucker  name  does  not  ap¬ 
pear  until  1725,  too  late  for  our  family. 

Frederick2  Coghill  (James1)  and  wife  Sara  leased  to  Peter 
Rucker  56  acres  of  land  on  Cockleshell  Creek  on  the  Rappahan¬ 
nock  River  in  1707.  Later,  Frederick  deeds  this  56  acres  to  John, 
son  of  Peter  Rucker,  for  “love  and  affection”  (see  John2  Rucker). 

Richard  Booker,  of  Essex  County,  for  “love  and  affection  for 
John  Pemberton”  deeded  50  acres  of  land  near  “Peter  Rucker’s 
line”  (D.  B.  17,  p.  140),  Feb.  19,  1723,  Essex. 

Elizabeth,  wife  of  Peter  Rucker,  may  have  died  in  1752, 
the  year  when  his  slaves  were  divided.  “Thomas  Rucker,  Wil¬ 
liam  Rucker,  William  Offell,  and  Shem  Cook,  agree  to  legacies” 
paid  by  James  and  Ephraim  Rucker,  executors  of  Peter  Rucker, 
dec’d,  “out  of  his  estate  to  each  a  slave”  and  also,  to  Isaac  Tinsley 
and  Ephraim  Rucker  (D.  B.  1,  p.  400),  Feb.  21,  1752,  Orange. 

Will  of  Peter  Rucker,  dated,  June  18,  1743;  probated,  Feb. 
23,  1743  (W.  B.  1,  p.  299),  Orange: 

In  the  name  of  God  amen  I  Peter  Rucker  of  Saint  Marks 
Parish  in  the  County  of  Orange  planter  being  weak  in  body  but 
of  pursued  mind  and  memory  knowing  that  it  is  appointed  for  all 
men  once  to  die  do  make  and  ordain  this  my  Last  will  and  Tes¬ 
tament  in  manner  following :  Imprimis  I  do  order  that  all  my 
Just  Debts  and  funeral  charges  be  paid  and  satisfied.  Item  I  lend 
unto  my  beloved  wife  Elizabeth  Rucker  all  my  Estate  both  real 
and  Personal  During  her  natural  life  and  after  her  Decease  to  be 
Devided  in  the  following  manner.  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  unto 
my  beloved  Daughter  Margaret  Tinsley  and  my  Son  In-law  Isaac 
Tinsley  a  negro  boy  named  yerkshire  to  them  and  their  heirs  for¬ 
ever.  Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  Son  Ephraim 
Rucker  a  negro  Girl  named  Phillis  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 
Item  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  Daughter  Ann  Cook  and 
my  son  in  law  Shem  Cook  a  negro  girl  named  Jeney  to  her  and  her 
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increase  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever.  Item  I  do  Desire  that 
all  the  Remainder  of  my  Estate  both  real  and  personal  after  my 
wifes  Decease  as  aforesaid  to  be  sold  by  my  Exr.  hereafter  named 
at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder  on  six  months  credit  for 
Current  Money  the  Buyer  giving  Good  Security  and  the  money 
arising  by  Sale  to  be  Equally  Devided  amongst  my  beloved  Chil¬ 
dren  by  name  as  followeth  Thomas  Rucker,  Elizabeth  Pierce, 
William  Rucker,  Mary  Offell,  James  Rucker,  Ephraim  Rucker, 
and  ann  Cook  and  to  their  heirs  forever,  and  lastly  I  do  Consti¬ 
tute  and  appoint  my  beloved  Sons  James  Rucker  and  Ephraim 
Rucker  to  be  my  Whole  and  sole  Executors  of  this  my  last  will 
and  Testament  hereby  revoking  and  Disannuling  all  other  Tes¬ 
taments  and  wills  by  me  made  Confirming  this  and  no  other  to 
be  my  Last  will  and  Testament  in  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto 
set  my  hand  and  Seal  this  18  day  of  January  1743.

CHAPTER  TWO 

John  Rucker 

1.  John2  Rucker  (Peter1)  appears  first  in  Essex  County. 
Later  he  moved  to  Orange,  now  Madison,  and  died  there  in  1742, 
still  a  young  man.  His  wife,  Susanna,  may  have  been  the  daughter 
of  Frederick  and  Sarah  Coghill,  of  Essex  County,  who  “leased 
to  Peter  Rucker  and  wife  Elizabeth,  56  acres  of  land  on  a  branch 
of  Cockleshell  Creek,  adjoining  Wm.  Scott’s,  Frederick  and  James 
Coghill’s,  and  is  part  of  1000  acres  granted  to  said  Coghill’s  father, 
James”  (D.  B.  13,  p.  90),  Jan.  28,  1707,  Essex. 

The  same  day  (p.  91),  “Frederick  Coghill  and  wife  Sarah 
of  Essex  Co.  for  2000  lbs.  of  tobacco  paid  by  Peter  Rucker,  and 
for  the  ‘kind  love  and  affection  I  owe  unto  John,  Peter,  and 
Thomas  Rucker,  sons  of  said  Peter  Rucker,’  convey  unto  John 
Rucker  the  land  leased  to  Peter  Rucker,  and  in  default  of  heirs 
to  John,  to  go  to  Peter,  and  if  Peter  dies  without  heir,  to  go  to 
Thomas.

John  Rucker  was  appointed  constable  from  the  Rappahan¬ 
nock  River  to  the  Parish  line,  including  the  South  Mountains 
(O.  B.  1730-38,  p.  35),  May  4,  1731,  Spotsylvania. 

Peter,  John,  and  Thomas  Rucker  of  Spotsylvania  Co.  sold 
to  Edw.  Murrough  of  Essex,  for  25  lbs.  sterling,  56  acres 
of  land  in  St.  Anne’s  Parish,  Essex,  on  the  south  side  of  the  Rap- 
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pahannock  River  on  a  branch  of  Cockleshell  Creek,  adjoining 
Wm.  Scott’s  line,  and  James  Coghill’s  patent,  and  was  a  part  of 
said  patent.

Elizabeth,  wife  of  Peter  Rucker,  and  Susanna,  wife  ot  John 
Rucker,  by  William  Beverly,  attorney  for  said  Susanna,  signed 
the  deed  (D.  B.  19,  p.  229),  March  13,  1731,  Essex. 

John  Rucker  began  buying  land  in  1725.  From  that  we  as¬ 
sume  that  he  had  just  come  of  age.  On  May  29,  1725,  James 
Taylor,  of  St.  Stephen’s  Parish,  King  and  Queen  Co.,  sold  to 
John  Rucker  of  the  same,  100  acres  part  of  a  patent,  dated  1722, 
on  a  branch  of  North  Anna  River,  adjoining  Edward  Tinsley’s 
land. 

John  Rucker  of  St.  George  Parish  patented  977  acres  of  land 
in  the  same  parish  on  the  lower  side  of  a  run  of  the  Rappahannock 
River,  adjoining  that  of  Michael  Holt  (L.  Gr.,  Yol.  13,  p.  161), 
Aug.  17,  1727. 

He  was  a  witness  to  a  deed,  July  6,  1731,  when  William  and 
Ann  Phillips  sold  land  to  John  Davis  (Spotsylvania).  He  was 
one  of  the  witnesses  on  May  4,  1731,  when  John  and  Mary  Rowse 
sold  land  to  William  Edding  of  St.  George  Parish  in  Spotsyl¬ 
vania  Co. 

John  Rucker  of  Spotsylvania  Co.  sold  to  Philip  Stockdale 
of  St.  Anne’s  Parish,  Essex,  703  acres.  150  acres  of  this  was  part 
of  a  patent  granted  to  said  Rucker  in  August,  1729,  out  of  977 
acres,  and  533  acres  was  part  of  a  patent  granted  Thomas  Rucker 
on  June  19,  1730,  and  sold  to  John  Rucker  by  deed,  Feb.  5,  1732, 
in  Spotsylvania  Co.  Susanna,  wife  of  John,  relinquished  her 
dower  right,  May  5,  1733  (Spotsylvania). 

Thomas  Rucker  of  Caroline  Co.  sold  to  John  Rucker  of 
Spotsylvania,  for  £20,  476  a.  of  land  in  St.  Mark’s  Parish,  part  of 
a  patent  granted  to  said  Thomas.  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Thomas, 
signed  the  deed. 

Witness:  Thomas  Chew,  Joseph  Hawkins,  Robert  Turner. 

Meade’s  Old  Churches,  page  94,  mentions  some  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church  in  Orange,  St.  Mark’s  Parish,  including  the 

Vawters,  Whites,  Burtons,  Ruckers,  - .  This  church  was 

built  at  “The  two  springs  on  the  Germanna  Road.”  In  Slaughter’s 
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St.  Mark’s  Parish  Notes,  the  author  mentions  this  church  near 
Ruckersville.  “A  church  was  built  convenient  to  the  South  West 
Mountain  road,  on  the  first  run  below  the  chapel.  John  Light- 
foot  and  John  Rucker  were  to  pitch  on  a  place  near  to  some  good 
spring.”  John  Rucker  may  have  been  one  of  the  church  wardens, 
being  chosen  to  select  the  location  of  this  church,  which  was 
built  in  1732. 

John  Rucker,  of  St.  Mark’s  Parish,  Spotsylvania,  deeded  420 
acres  of  land  to  Peter  Rucker  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  for  their  nat¬ 
ural  lives ;  afterwards  to  be  divided  between  Peter  Jr.  and  Ephraim 
Rucker  by  a  line  drawn  from  William  Rucker’s  line  running 
south  to  William  Hall’s,  then  to  Philip  Stogdale’s,  land  now  in  the 
actual  possession  of  said  Rucker  out  of  977  acres  patented  by  John 
in  the  forks  of  the  Robinson  River,  adjoining  Isaac  Tinsley’s, 
William  Hall’s,  William  Rucker’s,  and  Peter  Rucker  Jr’s.  (D.  B. 
B,  p.  493),  Feb.  5,  1734,  Spotsylvania.  John  deeded  this  land 
to  his  parents  and  his  two  younger  brothers. 

John  sold  to  William  Rucker,  both  of  Spotsylvania  Co.,  for 
£20,  200  acres  of  land  in  St.  Mark’s  Parish,  adjoining  that  of 
Michael  Holt. 

Witness :  Thomas  Chew,  Wm.  Crosthwait,  Wm.  Bartlett. 
June  4,  1734. 

John  of  Spotsylvania  Co.  in  behalf  of  himself  and  others, 
exhibited  a  proposition  for  the  division  of  this  county,  which  was 
admitted  and  ordered  to  be  certified,  1734. 

This  same  year  he  was  paid  700  lbs.  of  tobacco  for  7  wolve’s 
heads. 

In  1734,  he  deeded  to  his  sister,  Mary,  wife  of  Wm.  Offall, 
100  acres  of  land  in  St.  Mark’s  Parish,  Spotsylvania,  beginning 
at  Anne  Rucker’s - to  Michael  Holt’s  and  to  John  Ruck¬ 

er’s  line  (D.  B.  B,  p.  496),  Spotsylvania. 

John  Foster  of  Spotsylvania  Co.  sold  to  John  Rucker  of 
Orange  599  acres  for  £75,  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  Rapidan 
River,  on  Maple  Run,  in  the  first  forks  of  Rappahannock  River. 
Isabell  signed  the  deed  (D.  B.  1,  p.  54),  June  16,  1735,  Orange. 

Witness :  Thomas  Chew,  Richard  Winslow,  Wm.  Philips. 

John  Rucker  of  Orange  deeded  to  Isaac  Tinsley  and  wife, 
Margaret,  100  acres  adjoining  that  of  said  John  Rucker. 

Witness:  G.  Holmes,  William  Philips,  Robert  Martin  (D. 
B.  1,  p.  290),  May  17,  1736,  Orange. 

The  trustees  of  Fredericksburg  sold  to  John  Rucker  of 
Orange,  Gent.,  for  £5,  5  shillings,  “ y2  acre,  or  a  lot  of  land  No. 
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5,  in  the  town  of  Fredericksburg,  situated  on  the  Rappahannock 
River,  being  one  of  the  river  side  lots.”  Others  were  “on  one 
of  the  Great  Streets  of  the  town,  called  Sophia,  and  on  two  of 
the  lesser  streets,  called  William,  and  George.”  Signed :  Hen. 
Willis,  John  Waller.  Aug.  2,  1737. 

He  was  appointed  surveyor  of  the  road  in  Orange  Co.,  in 
June,  1735,  in  the  “room  of  John  Lightfoot  dec’d.” 

In  1736,  Henry  Downs,  John  Rucker,  and  James  Cowherd 
viewed  the  road  that  Joseph  Philips  cleared. 

John  Rucker  was  paid  50  lbs.  of  tobacco  for  the  county 
stamp  (O.  B.  1734-39),  Oct.,  1734,  Spotsylvania. 

Zachary  Taylor,  Gent.,  of  St.  Mark’s,  sold  to  John  Rucker, 
for  £ 5 ,  27  acres  adjoining  the  latter’s  land,  Orange  (D.  B.  3), 
Aug.  21,  1738. 

John  of  Orange  sold  to  Thomas  Rucker,  599  acres  for  £50, 
on  the  north  side  of  the  Rapidan  River,  on  Maple  Run,  land 
bought  of  Foster  (D.  B.  3,  p.  171),  May  23,  1739,  Orange. 

John  applied  for  a  grant  of  land,  in  1739,  containing  5850 
acres  of  land  in  Goochland  Co.  on  the  north  side  of  the  James 
River,  on  Harris  Creek  and  the  Tobacco  Row  Mountains.  How¬ 
ever,  he  died,  in  1742,  three  years  before  this  grant  was  recorded 
in  the  name  of  his  son  and  executor,  Peter  Rucker,  who  divided 
it,  in  1751,  among  his  six  brothers  “according  to  the  will  of  his 
father”  (Va.  L.  Gr.,  Vol.  22,  p.  596). 

John  Rucker,  Gent.,  was  sworn  as  Commissioner  of  the  Peace 
of  Orange  Co.  on  Nov.  23,  1741  (O.  B.  1741-43,  p.  51). 

John  Rucker,  Gent.,  having  “taken  ye  Oath  as  appointed  by 
act  of  Parliament,  and  subscribed  ye  test,  was  sworn  to  his  mili¬ 
tary  commission  of  Captain  for  Orange  Co.”,  May  22,  1740  (O. 
B.  1738-41,  p.  163). 

“Peter  Rucker,  executor  of  John  Rucker,  dec’d,”  claimed, 
on  Aug.  23,  1744,  2000  lbs.  of  tobacco  for  carting  arms,  Wm. 
Lucas  guarding  them  (Orange  Co.).  John  evidently  was  in  active 
service. 

He  was  certainly  interested  in  politics,  judging  from  the 
scrap  that  took  place  at  an  election  in  Orange  Co.  The  following 
is  copied  from  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Burgess  of  Virginia, 
1742-47,  p.  50-69:  “On  Saturday,  June  5,  1742,  Mr.  Richard 
Winslow,  Sheriff  of  Orange  Co.,  John  Rucker,  John  Burk,  John 
MacCoy,  Honorious  Powell,  John  Snow,  and  Timothy  Terrell, 
are  found  guilty  of  Great  Misdemeanours.  The  said  John  Rucker, 
during  the  time  of  the  election,  gave  several  large  bowls  of  Punch 
among  the  people,  crying  out  for  those  persons  who  intend  to 
vote  for  Mr.  Slaughter,  to  come  and  drink  his  punch. 
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The  sheriff  stayed  the  Poll  and  said  he  would  not  have  any 
Punch  drank  on  the  Bench,  but  would  have  a  fair  election,  to 
which  Mr.  Chew  replied  that  he  would  have  Punch  and  drink  it, 
and  that  the  sheriff  should  not  hinder  him. 

As  soon  as  the  tumult  ceased,  the  candidate  and  sheriff  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Court  House.  Proceeding  to  take  the  Poll,  Mr. 
Jonathan  Gibson  and  John  Newport  stood  at  the  doors  with  drawn 
swords.  After  the  undersheriff,  John  Newport,  was  placed  at  the 
door,  one,  Mr.  John  Rucker,  came  to  the  door,  and  demanded 
entrance,  which  he  had,  and  then  the  said  Rucker  threw  the  under¬ 
sheriff  and  another  person,  headlong  out  of  the  door.  The  said 
Rucker  insisted  to  clear  the  doors,  that  every  one  might  have  free 
entrance.  He  seized  the  undersheriff’s  sword  with  both  hands, 
endeavoring  to  break  it,  which  the  undersheriff  prevented  by 
drawing  it  through  his  (Rucker’s)  hands.  One,  John  Burks, 
came  to  the  said  Rucker’s  assistance  and  laid  violent  hands  on 
the  undersheriff,  who  was  rescued  by  the  bystanders.  There  was 
so  much  disturbance  that  the  sheriff  closed  the  poll  til  eight  of  the 
clock  the  next  morning,  Saturday,  June  19,  1742.” 

A  petition  of  John  Rucker,  John  McCoy,  Honorious  Powell, 
and  Timothy  Terrell,  setting  forth  that  “they  had  surrendered 
themselves  being  truly  sensible  of  their  offences,”  was  presented 
to  the  House  and  read.  After  being  reprimanded  from  the  Chair 
and  paying  fees,  they  were  discharged. 

Six  months  after  this  occurrence  in  the  court  house,  John 
Rucker  died,  a  young  man. 

A  final  settlement  of  his  estate  occurs  in  1797,  £94  being 
left  to  each  of  the  children  of  his  son,  John.  “To  each  of  John 
Rucker’s  grandchildren,  children  of  John  Rucker  of  Amherst, 
to  receive  their  share  of  their  grandfather’s  estate,  each  of  the 
nine  legatees  to  receive  £94.  Jan.,  1797.  (W.  B.  3,  p.  436), 

Amherst. 

The  following  is  the  will  of  John  Rucker,  dated,  Jan.  11, 
1742,  and  recorded,  Jan.  28,  1742  (W.  B.  3,  p.  436),  Orange: 

“In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  I,  John  Rucker  of  Saint  Marks 
Parish  in  the  county  of  Orange,  Planter,  being  weak  in  Body, 
but  of  perfect  mind  and  Memory  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed 
for  all  men  once  to  Dye  Do  make  and  ordain  this  my  last  will  and 
Testament  in  manner  and  form  as  following.  Imprimis  I  do  order 
that  all  my  Just  Debts  &  funeral  Charges  be  paid  and  satisfied. 
Item,  I  give  to  my  well  beloved  wife  Susanna  Rucker,  four  ne¬ 
groes,  namely  Bristol,  Tony,  Doll  &  Sue  and  one  third  part  of 
my  household  Furniture  &  Stock,  Horses  excepted,  one  horse  I 
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give  to  my  wife  named  Roger,  the  mentioned  negroes  to  remain 
my  wife’s  no  longer  than  her  widowhood  after  to  be  sold  and 
divided  as  the  rest  of  my  Estate  hereafter  mentioned.  Item,  I 
give  to  my  son  Peter  Rucker  one  black  horse  called  Jockey  and 
his  choice  of  my  guns.  Item ,  I  give  to  my  son  John  Rucker  one 
Gray  horse  Called  Oglesby  and  a  gun  the  next  choice  after  his 
brother.  Item,  I  give  to  Thomas  Wright  Belfield  one  lot  in  Fred¬ 
ericksburg  No.  5  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever.  My  desire  is 
that  one  half  my  land  on  the  Branches  of  James  River  may  be 
sold  by  my  Ex’rs  for  six  months  Credit  to  the  highest  bidder, 
likewise  my  Wagon  and  five  horses  &  horse  kinds  in  the  same 
manner  in  order  to  pay  my  debts,  I  likewise  leave  My  dwelling 
house  and  Land  thereunto  Adjoining  to  be  sold  at  the  direction 
of  my  Ex’rs,  if  my  debts  can’t  be  complied  with ;  if  they  can  be 
the  dwelling  house  and  land  to  remain  my  wife’s  during  her 
widowhood.  If  she  marry  to  be  sold  by  way  of  Auction.  Item, 
I  give  to  my  well  beloved  sons  Peter  Rucker,  John  Rucker,  Am¬ 
brose  Rucker,  Benjamin  Rucker,  Rueben  Rucker,  Isaac  Rucker, 
Anthony  Rucker,  and  to  their  heirs  forever  half  the  land  I  hold 
on  the  Branches  of  James  River  to  be  equally  divided  between 
the  seven  brothers,  the  rest  of  my  estate  I  desire  equally  divided 
among  my  beloved  children  as  follows.  Peter  Rucker,  John 
Rucker,  Sarah  Rucker,  Winifred  Rucker,  Ambrose  Rucker,  Ben¬ 
jamin  Rucker,  Rueben  Rucker,  Isaac  Rucker,  Anthony  Rucker, 
Mildred  Rucker,  Phebe  Rucker  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever. 
Item,  I  give  to  my  Daughter  Margaret  Smith  one  Shilling  Sterling 
and  lastly  I  do  constitute  and  appoint  my  beloved  wife  Susanna 
Rucker  my  Ex’r  and  my  beloved  son  Peter  Rucker  and  my  be¬ 
loved  friend  George  Taylor  my  whole  and  sole  Ex’rs  of  this  my 
last  will  and  Testament,  hereby  revoking,  Disannuling  all  other 
Testaments  and  wills  by  me  made.  Confirming  this  and  no  other 
to  be  my  last  will  and  Testament.  In  Witness  whereof  I  have 
hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  XI  day  of  January  1742. 

John  Rucker  (Seal) 

Signed,  Sealed,  and  Published  in  presence  of :  Robert  Seayre, 
Joseph  Hawkins,  Richard  Cross.” 

At  a  Court  continued  and  held  for  Orange  County  on  Friday 
the  28th  Day  of  Jan.  1742: 

“This  the  last  will  and  Testament  of  John  Rucker  Gent.  Dec’d 
being  presented  into  Court  by  Susanna  Rucker  his  widow  and 
Relict,  &  Peter  Rucker  his  son,  two  of  the  Ex’s  therein  named 
who  made  oath  thereto  according  to  Law  and  being  proved  by  the 
Oaths  of  Robert  Seayre  and  Richard  Cross  two  of  the  evidences 
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thereto  who  also  made  oath  that  they  saw  Joseph  Hawkins  sign 
the  same  as  an  evidence  the  said  will  is  admitted  to  Record  on 
motion  of  the  said  Ex’rs,  and  their  performing  what  is  usual  in 
such  cases  Certificate  is  granted  them  for  obtaining  a  Probate 
thereof  in  due  form  and  the  said  Susannah  and  Peter  Rucker  to¬ 
gether  with  Anthony  Head,  Michael  Holt  and  James  Picket  their 
securities  acknowledged  their  bond  for  the  said  Susannah  and 
Peter  Rucker — faithful  and  true  Ad’mon.  of  the  Estate  of  John 
Rucker  Dec’d  which  bond  is  admitted  to  Record.

1.  Peter3  Rucker  (John2,  Peter1)  lived  and  died  in  1794,  in 
what  is  now  known  as  Greene  County,  married  1st  Elizabeth  Ter¬ 
rell,  2nd  Jemima  Crawford,  of  Orange,  Jan.  3,  1773. 

He  was  the  executor  of  his  father’s  will,  and  divided  the  land 
in  Albemarle  (now  Amherst)  among  his  six  brothers  “according 
to  the  will  of  his  father”  on  Nov.  11,  1751  (D.  B.  1,  p.  357),  Al¬ 
bemarle. 

Peter  sold  204  acres  of  the  above  5,850  acres  of  land  pat¬ 
ented  by  his  father  in  1739  in  Albemarle,  to  David  Rosser,  ad¬ 
joining  the  land  of  Bernard  Gaines,  dec’d,  and  Ambrose  Rucker, 
in  1751. 

Witness:*  John  and  Ambrose  Rucker,  Geo.  McDaniel  and 
William  Miller. 

Elizabeth  signed  the  deed  (D.  B.  1,  p.  356),  Albemarle. 

Peter  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  of  Orange,  sold  460  acres  of  land 
in  Albemarle  Co.  to  John  Goff,  for  £200.  All  of  this  tract,  known 
as  “Rucker’s  Lot”,  was  sold  except  10  acres  adjoining  Robert 
Rose’s  line. 
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Witness:  John  Rucker,  William  Miller,  Geo.  McDaniel,  Da¬ 
vid  Rosser.  Xth  of  Nov.  1751  (D.  B.  1,  p.  382),  Albemarle. 

He  and  his  mother,  Susanna  Rucker,  executors  of  John 
Rucker,  dec’d,  figure  in  a  suit  against  Thomas  Chew.  The  case 
was  referred  to  Goorge  Wythe  and  Zachary  Lewis,  Mch.  28, 
1747  (D.  B.  9,  p.  140),  Orange. 

For  £40,  Peter  bought  60  acres  of  land  in  Orange  from  Wil¬ 
liam  Doneaugh,  who  had  bought  it  from  Zachary  Taylor.  Mch. 
22,  1749  (D.  B.  11,  p.  179),  Orange. 

Signed  Peter  Rucker. 

He  bought  115  acres  from  John  Gough  of  St.  Mark’s  Parish, 
Orange,  at  the  South  Mountains,  adjoining  the  land  of  Susanna 
Rucker,  John  Baylor,  William  Golding,  and  Tinsley  Crosswaite. 
Nov.  21,  1750  (D.  B.  11,  p.  217),  Orange. 

He  was  paid  416  lbs.  of  tobacco  in  1746,  for  viewing  the 
tobacco  fields  of  Orange. 

Peter  Rucker  of  Orange  sold  to  Ambrose  Booten  of  Cul¬ 
peper  (1st  cousin),  210  acres  of  land  in  Culpeper,  on  a  branch  of 
Elk  Run,  in  the  forks  of  the  Rapidan  and  Robinson  Rivers,  all 
buildings,  stock,  etc.,  the  land  adjoining  John  Stockdale’s. 

Signed :  Peter  Rucker. 

Witness:  Wm.  Vawter,  Robert  Gaines,  Lewis  Booten.  Aug. 
14,  1767  (D.  B.  E,  p.  395),  Orange. 

He  sold  to  Andrew  Shepherd  for  £85,  115  acres  of  land, 
“land  he  now  lives  on,”  bounding  Susanna  Rucker’s,  Col.  John 
Baylor’s,  William  Bell’s,  and  Erasmus  Taylor’s.  Jan.  26,  1769 
(D.  B.  15,  p.  23),  Orange. 

Susanna  Rucker,  late  of  Orange  County,  and  Peter  Rucker 
of  the  same,  executors  of  the  “Last  will  and  testament  of  John 
Rucker,  dec’d,  for  £70,  sold  130  acres  of  land  that  Susanna  had 
formerly  lived  on,  adjoining  that  of  Col.  John  Baylor,  Thomas 
Bell,  and  Wm.  Moore.  Signed :  Susanna  Rucker,  Peter  Rucker. 
May  27,  1769  (D.  B.  15,  p.  94),  Orange. 

Peter  Rucker  of  Orange  Co.  deeded  to  Benjamin  Rucker 
526  acres  of  land  beginning  at  Benjamin  Rucker’s  line,  and  ad¬ 
joining  Robert  Rose’s  (D.  B.  C,  p.  24),  October  6,  1769,  Amherst 
Co.  Witness:  Anthony,  John,  and  Ambrose  Rucker. 

In  1770,  he  bought  372  acres  of  land  in  Orange  from  Chris¬ 
topher  Singleton  and  wife,  Sara,  of  Caroline,  for  £100,  adjoining 
the  land  Peter  “now  lives  upon,  on  the  main  road”  (D.  B.  15, 
p.  206),  Orange. 
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The  following  year  he  sold  the  above  372  acres  of  land  to 
Thomas  Burbage  of  Culpeper,  for  £100  (D.  B.  15,  p.  430),  Or¬ 
ange. 

His  wife,  Elizabeth,  may  be  deceased ;  she  signs  no  deeds 
after  1751.  In  the  will  of  her  father,  Robert  Terrell,  dated  1786, 
she  is  mentioned  as  deceased. 

Peter  and  his  second  wife,  Jemima,  sold  land  on  the  Moun¬ 
tain  Road  in  1789,  for  £160.  He  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  had 
bought  these  tracts  at  the  South  West  Mountain  and  on  the  Main 
Road  (Mountain).  (D.  B.  19,  p.  452),  Orange. 

On  Aug.  27,  1783,  in  Orange,  Peter  bought  400  acres  from 
Joseph  Wood  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  of  Brumfield  Parish,  for 
£40. 

They  sold  245  acres  of  this  tract  in  1787,  to  Thomas  Her¬ 
ring  for  £100.  Witness:  Wm.  Ballard,  Elijah  Ballard,  George 
Berry  (D.  B.  19,  p.  119),  Orange. 

On  April  4,  1786,  Peter  and  wife,  Jemima,  sold  302  acres 
for  £120,  to  James  Doughany.  This  land  Peter  had  purchased 
from  the  executors  of  Littlepage’s  Estate.  Witness:  Jeremiah 
White,  May  Burton,  Joseph  Chapman,  Oliver  Crawford  (D.  B. 
17,  p.  404),  Orange. 

Peter  died  in  1794,  leaving  a  will  in  which  he  only  mentions 
two  children.  Jemima  was  still  living  in  1807,  for  she  was  pay¬ 
ing  a  personal  tax  on  two  slaves  until  then. 

Peter  Rucker’s  1st  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  dec’d  before  1786. 
Her  children  are  mentioned  in  her  father’s  will. 

Will  of  Robert  Terrell  dated  Feb.  13,  1786,  Orange  Co.: 

To  sons  Robert,  John  and  William  Terrell ;  to  dau.  Mary  Hud¬ 
son,  and  grandson,  Rush  Hudson ;  to  dau.  Sarah,  widow  of  Joseph 
Towles ;  to  heirs  of  dau.

Claiborne4  Rucker  with  Elizabeth  Ballard  patented  970  acres 
of  land  in  Greenbrier  Co.  (Land  Grants). 

In  1799,  and  until  1806,  Claiborne  paid  a  personal  tax  in 
Monroe  County,  W.  Ya.  In  1801,  he  paid  taxes  on  118  acres  as 
his  own  land,  and  on  970  acres  jointly  owned  with  the  Ballard 
Estate.  This  970  acres  was  divided  up  in  1810,  Claiborne  re¬ 
ceiving  225  acres  on  Turkey  Creek,  adjoining  Samuel  Ewing’s 
land. 


1.  Ephraim4  Rucker  (Peter3,  John2,  Peter1)  moved  to  Henry 
County  before  1782.  The  personal  tax  books  in  that  county  show 
that  he  was  paying  a  tax  on  one  slave,  from  1783  until  1791. 

On  Oct.  2,  1788,  he  gave  the  power  of  attorney  to  his  brother, 
Rueben,  of  Orange,  to  sell  170  acres  of  land  bought  in  1786,  from 
John  Hawkins  and  wife  Ann,  for  £170.  This  land,  called  “Black 
Level”,  was  adjoining  that  of  John  Scott  and  James  Madison. 
Witness:  John  Scott  and  Jonathan  Cowherd  (D.  B.  19,  p.  185), 
Orange. 

2.  Rueben4  Rucker  (Peter3,  John2,  Peter1)  m.  Dec.  28,  1785, 
Mary3  Foster  Terrell  (Edmund2,  Robert1)  in  Orange.  It  is  re¬ 
corded  there  in  the  land  tax  books  of  1786,  that  he  was  paying 
taxes  on  170  acres  of  land  which  he  had  bought  from  John  and 
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Ann  Hawkins  in  Orange  and  Albemarle,  for  £170,  Sept.,  1786 
(D.  B.  17,  p.  15),  Orange.  This  same  land  he  sold  in  1791,  to 
Colby  Cowherd,  for  £160  (D.  B.  20,  p.  47),  Orange. 

In  1787,  he  was  paying  a  personal  tax  in  Orange,  on  2  horses 
and  3  head  of  cattle.  It  was  continued  until  1797. 

Rueben  and  his  wife,  Mary  Foster,  in  1795,  sold  to  John 
Daniel,  for  £350,  185  acres  of  land  in  Albemarle  and  Orange 
Counties,  adjoining  that  of  Waddle,  Walker,  and  Terrell. 

In  1793,  he  paid  his  first  tax  on  189^4  acres  of  land  in  Albe¬ 
marle  Co.  He  continued  it  for  2  years  only.  180  acres  of  this 
was  acquired  from  Oliver  Towles. 

Oliver  Towles  of  Spotsylvania  Co.  sold  to  Rueben  Rucker 
and  John  Terrell  Jr.  of  Albemarle  County,  370  acres.  (This 
land  was  conveyed  to  Oliver  Towles  by  John  Whittaker  Willis 
and  wife,  Ann,  of  Spotsylvania  Co.,  Feb.  25,  1791  (D.  B.  20, 
p.  481),  Orange. 

In  1829,  Rueben  acquired  20  acres  of  land  in  Madison  Co. 
on  the  Rapidan  River.  He  paid  a  tax  on  this  land  for  only  one 
year.  There  are  no  personal  taxes  recorded.  He  shortly  moved 
to  Boone  County,  Ky.

2.  John3  Rucker  (John2,  Peter1)  (c.  1720-1780),  d.  in  Revo¬ 
lutionary  service,  lived  in  Amherst  Co.,  and  m.  Eleanor  Warren, 
d.  1797  (dau.  of  James,  who  was  living  in  Goochland,  later  Am¬ 
herst,  as  early  as  1735).  John  may  have  gone  there  when  his 
father  patented  land  in  1739.  However,  no  record  of  it  is  found 
there.  Yet,  from  a  deed  made  by  Eleanor’s  brother,  John  War¬ 
ren,  of  Amherst,  in  1749  (see  Warren  line,  Part  III),  we  know 
that  they  were  already  married.  They  lived  in  Lexington  Parish, 
on  the  east  side  of  Tobacco  Row"  Mountain,  on  land  extending 
to  Paul’s  Mountain.  His  eldest  son  was  born  in  1746.  John 
was  born  in  Orange  and  was  grown  in  1742.  The  following  court 
order  proves  he  was  of  age : 

Ordered  that  John  Rucker,  Gent.,  with  his  own  people  clear 
the  road,  and  make  “bridges  and  cawseys”  from  the  road  half  a 
mile  from  his  race  grounds,  into  the  road  called  the  Court  House 
Road,  and  that  he  be  exempt  from  all  other  roads.  March,  1742 
(O.  B.  1741-43,  p.  122). 

In  the  division  of  the  5,850  acres  of  land  patented  by  his 
father,  in  1739,  John  received  on  Nov.  10,  1751,  318  acres  on 
Harris  Creek,  adjoining  the  land  of  John  Gough,  Ambrose  Rucker, 
William  Miller  and  John  Harris  (D.  &  W.  B.  1,  p.  355),  Albe¬ 
marle. 

This  318  acres  was  devised  by  John3  to  his  son,  Dr.  Isaac4 
Rucker,  in  his  will,  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  Eleanor.  John 
patented  124  acres  of  land  in  Bedford  on  Apr.  6,  1769,  on  West 
Branch  of  Elk  Run,  adjoining  David  Crew’s  and  Woodrow’s  land. 
At  the  same  time  he  patented  97  acres  on  the  east  point  of  Elk 
Run,  on  the  spur  of  “No  Business  Mountains”. 

John  bought  285  acres  in  Bedford  Co.  in  1768,  from  Martin 
King  on  Elk  Run,  at  Penn’s  Corner  in  Hardy’s  line,  to  the  end 
of  Fleming’s  Mountain  (D.  B.  3,  p.  182),  Bedford  Co.,  Va. 

On  July  25,  1772,  he  bought  51  acres  on  Elk  Run,  adjoining 
his  own  land,  from  John  Crew  for  £17  (D.  B.  4,  p.  329),  Bedford. 

On  July  4,  1772,  John  Rucker  and  wife,  Eleanor,  of  Am¬ 
herst,  deeded  to  James  Rucker,  their  son,  for  “love  and  affection”, 
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196  acres  in  Bedford  Co.,  adjoining  Thomas  Thorpe,  Daniel  Crew 
and  said  Rucker  (D.  B.  4,  p.  330),  Bedford. 

This  same  month,  John  had  sold  to  Thomas  Thorpe  of  Bed¬ 
ford,  for  £60,  12 y2  acres,  a  part  of  Rucker’s  tract  (D.  B.  4,  p. 
327),  Bedford. 

Sept.  6,  1762,  David  Rosser  of  Bedford  Co.,  sold  to  John 
Rucker  of  Amherst,  for  £40,  204  acres  adjoining  Bernard  Gaines’ 
and  Ambrose  Rucker’s  land.  Witness:  John  Goff  and  Ambrose 
Rucker  (D.  B.  A,  p.  64),  Amherst.  Eleven  years  later,  John  and 
Eleanor  Rucker  deeded  202  acres  of  this  land,  adjoining  Gaines’ 
in  Amherst,  to  their  son,  John.  This  land  was  bought  by  Rosser 
in  1751  from  Peter  Rucker  out  of  the  5,850  acre  tract,  patented 
by  his  father,  John. 

John  and  Eleanor,  in  1772,  sold  to  Ambrose  Rucker  9  acres 
of  land.  The  same  day,  Ambrose  Rucker  and  wife,  Mary,  sold 
to  John  and  Eleanor  9  acres  of  land. 

John  and  Eleanor  Rucker,  for  love  and  affection  to  son,  John, 
202  acres  of  land  in  Amherst,  adjoining  Gaines’  line,  May  3, 
1773  (D.  B.  C,  p.  524),  Amherst. 

From  the  Colonial  Records  of  North  Carolina,  Vol.  4,  p.  196, 
we  learn  that  John  Rucker  was  a  dispatch  bearer  during  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  War. 

The  following  is  taken  from  a  letter  written  by  Captain  Rich¬ 
ard  Henderson  to  Gov.  Caswell,  in  reference  to  the  Virginia 
troops : 

“Greenville,  N.  C., 
Aug.  15,  1779. 

- I  shall  set  off  tomorrow  in  order  to  keep  the  gentle¬ 
men  from  Virginia  from  returning.  The  expense  on  our  state  will 
be  great,  without  the  least  benefit,  and  Virginia  will  be  complain¬ 
ing  with  just  cause.  The  bearer,  Mr.  John  Rucker,  will  wait 
your  excellency’s  leisure,  and  bring  such  dispatches  as  may  be 
delivered.” 

Cabells  and  Their  Kin,  p.  103,  “The  General  Assembly  passed 
an  act  to  embody  militia  for  the  relief  of  South  Carolina.  The 
proportion  from  Amherst  was  135  men.  The  militia  for  South 
Carolina,  and  the  continentals  for  General  Washington  were  fur¬ 
nished  by  Amherst,  without  being  drafted.” 

Hening's,  Vol.  7,  p.  204,  mentions  John  Rucker  as  “furnish¬ 
ing  provisions  to  the  continental  army,  in  1755,  from  Albemarle 
County.” 
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Hardesty’s  Historical  and  Genealogical  Encyclopaedia  of  Am¬ 
herst  County  mentions  John  as  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  “died  in 
service.” 

The  will  of  John  Rucker  of  Lexington  Parish,  Amherst  Co., 
dated  Dec.  1,  1779,  probated  Sept.  4,  1780  (W.  B.  I,  p.  529)  : 

To  wife,  Eleanor,  4  negroes,  one-half  the  bedding,  and  all 
the  rest  of  the  household  furniture  plantation  tools,  and  one-half 
of  the  land. 

To  my  son,  William,  one  horse,  new  saddle,  feather  bed,  and 
furniture,  rifle  gun,  one  half  my  tract  of  land  on  Elk  Creek,  Bed¬ 
ford  County. 

To  son,  George,  the  other  half  of  land  on  Elk  Creek. 

To  daughter,  Nelly,  one  slave,  etc. 

To  daughter,  Betty,  one  slave,  etc. 

To  daughter,  Suckey  Coward,  a  tolerable  cow. 

Son,  Isaac,  one-half  the  tract  I  live  on,  and  all  at  his  mother’s 
death;  James  and  John  each  have  had  a  horse;  also  George,  Wil¬ 
liam,  and  Isaac,  one  each. 

Each  of  the  children:  James,  Sarah  Pendleton,  John,  Sucky 
Coward,  George,  William,  Nelly,  Betta,  and  Isaac  nine  slaves  and 
residue  of  estate  to  be  divided  among  them.  Executrix:  wife, 
Eleanor;  sons:  James  and  John;  Brother,  Isaac.  Witness:  Am¬ 
brose  Rucker,  Rueben  Rucker,  William  Whitten. 

Isaac,  James,  John,  Ambrose,  and  Anthony  Rucker,  and  John 
Penn  went  security  for  the  executors  of  the  will  of  John  Rucker, 
dec’d,  to  the  extent  of  £100,000,  Sept.  4,  1780  (W.  B.  1,  p.  532), 
Amherst. 

George  McDaniel,  David  Tinsley,  and  John  McDaniel  ap¬ 
praised  the  estate  of  John  Rucker,  dec’d,  on  Nov.  6,  1780.  The 
valuation  of  personal  property  in  Amherst  was  £78,407  (W.  B. 
2,  p.  1)  and  in  Bedford,  £414.  In  this  inventory  was  mentioned 
one  gold  sword. 

In  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  John  Rucker,  dec’d,  after 
the  death  of  Eleanor,  his  wife,  by  sons  James,  John  and  Isaac 
Rucker,  executors,  this  John  Rucker,  executor,  signs  himself  “the 
elder”.  John  Rucker’s  estate  was  not  fully  divided  until  June 
19,  1797,  when  each  of  his  nine  children  received  £94,  their  share 
of  their  grandfather’s,  John  Rucker’s,  estate  (W.  B.  3,  p.  436), 
Amherst.

Rucker  of  Woodford  County,  Ky.,  his  attorney  to  divide  into 
two  parts,  400  acres  of  land  in  that  county  (D.  B.  9,  p.  354), 
Bedford. 

The  will  of  James  Rucker  of  Caldwell  Co.,  Ky.  (W.  B.  A,  p.

John  Rucker  and  wife,  Sarah,  of  Amherst,  sold  to  Ambrose 
Rucker  of  same,  202  acres  for  £280,  land  on  Harris  Creek  (north 
branch),  down  Harvey’s  Road,  adjoining  David  Woodroof’s,  and 
to  Ambrose  Rucker’s  line  near  the  old  store.  Sept.  16,  1795 
(D.  B.  G,  p.  207). 

John  was  in  Revolutionary  service  ( Hardesty's  H.  and  G. 
Encyclopaedia  of  Amherst  County  and  State  Historical  Register 
of  Kentucky,  p.  62).  The  application  for  pension  of  John 
Rucker  of  Woodford  County,  Kentucky,  is  found  in  the  Virginia 
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list  of  Revolutionary  soldiers  compiled  by  the  State  Auditor,  1910- 
11,  p.  363,  and  also  in  Mr.  Alexander  Brown’s  list  of  Amherst 
Revolutionary  soldiers  and  Adjustment  Rev.  Claims  of  Amherst, 
1781. 

John4  Rucker  died  in  Fayette  County,  will  dated  June  18, 
1812,  and  probated  in  May,  1814  (W.  B.  C,  p.  136).  He  left  to 
his  wife,  Patsy,  50  acres  during  her  widowhood.

He  wrote  that  he  was  raised  in  the  midst  of  the  children  of  John 
and  Eleanor  Rucker,  his  grandparents,  who  had  settled  on  the 
south  side  of  Paul’s  Mountain.  This  land  John  had  given  to  his 
five  sons,  and  the  equivalent  to  his  daughters  in  slaves.  John 
was  born  in  1720,  and  died  in  1780,  in  his  sixtieth  year,  “much 
beloved”.  He  married  Eleanor  Warren  (1728-1798),  who  died 
in  her  seventieth  year.  Ahmed  wrote  that  he  knew  her  very 
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well  and  corresponded  with  her  after  he  had  moved  to  Kentucky. 
His  own  mother  was  Sally  Plunkett,  daughter  of  John  and  Mil¬ 
dred  (Hawkins)  Plunkett  of  Orange.  Mildred  later  married 
Capt.  Isaac  Rucker,  and  moved  to  Amherst.  The  Hawkins  fam¬ 
ily,  Rachel  Garrett,  Sarah  Morton,  Lucy  Moore,  Benjamin  Wil¬ 
liams,  and  James  Hawkins  moved  to  Kentucky  with  the  Ruckers.

Dear  Nephew  Isaac : 

You  may  be  somewhat  surprised  at  receiving  a  letter  from 
me  and  more  especially  so  when  I  inform  you  that  I  am  now  in 
the  State  of  Louisiana,  where  I  have  come  to  spend  the  winter 
with  my  two  daughters  Mary  E.  Noulen  and  Josephine  W.  Smith. 
One  object  of  ths  communication  is  this ;  when  I  started  out  on 
a  visit  to  my  relations  in  the  year  1856  (the  time  myself  and 
brother,  William,  were  at  your  house)  my  youngest  daughter, 
Josephine,  wishing  to  have  a  record  of  all  the  children  and  grand 
children  of  all  my  brothers  and  sisters,  and  as  I  forgot  at  the  time 
I  was  at  your  house  to  get  the  record  of  your  family  we  wish  now 
to  get  it  in  order  if  we  can  to  complete  the  record  up  to  the  first  of 
Jan.  1856.  You  will,  therefore,  please  to  send  me  the  full  names 
with  the  date  of  the  birth  of  all  of  your  children  and  grand  chil¬ 
dren,  also  the  names  of  the  husbands  of  your  married  daughters. 
I  also  wish  you  to  give  me  the  date  of  your  own  birth.  The  ob¬ 
ject  of  this  record  is  that  when  she,  my  daughter  Josephine  or 
any  others  of  my  family  hears  of  the  name  of  Rucker  they  may 
know  what  kin  or  relation  they  are  to  our  family ;  we  have  already 
on  the  records  upwards  of  two  hundred  names  and  there  are  quite 
a  number  more  yet  we  wish  to  get  and  amongst  them  your  brother, 
James  Willis’s  family  and  I  should  like  to  know  his  post  office 
address,  so  I  can  write  to  him.  It  may  not  be  of  much  interest  to 
you,  but  I  will  give  you  the  names  of  all  my  children  who  are 
living  beginning  with  the  eldest,  Henry  Louis,  born  Dec.  6,  1809; 
Susan  Martha,  born  Aug.  1,  1817;  Mary  Elizabeth  Noulen,  b. 
Aug.  23,  1819;  Edward  Augustus,  b.  Jan.  24,  1822;  Sophronia 
Louisa  Root,  b.  Jan.  29,  1824;  Joseph  Wm.,  b.  Feb.  1827;  Hen¬ 
rietta  Louise  Aiken,  b.  June  1,  1829;  Josephine  W.  Smith,  b. 
Mar.  3,  1834;  which  is  the  youngest  of  my  children.  I  was  born 
May  23,  1786;  so  you  see  that  I  was  71  years  old  last  May.  All 
my  children,  except  eldest  daughter  and  two  youngest  are  mar- 
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ried  and  all  are  doing  well  so  far  as  the  goods  of  this  world  is 
concerned,  I  mean  as  to  property.  My  daughter,  Mary,  by  the 
death  of  her  husband,  Dr.  Elias  P.  Noulen  last  June  is  a  widow 
with  two  children,  the  eldest  of  which  a  daughter  about  16  is 
now  in  Chicago,  getting  her  education,  her  principal  studies  now 
are  the  French  language  and  music.  I  will  inform  you  why  I 
am  here  to  spend  the  winter.  In  the  last  three  or  four  years  I 
found  that  the  cold  winters  of  the  north  in  Chicago  and  my  health 
has  been  seriously  affected,  and  I  am  troubled  with  what  is  called 
dry  asthma,  sometimes  a  wheezing  and  difficult  of  breathing.  My¬ 
self  and  wife  and  dau.  Susan  and  grand  daughter,  Marie  Louise 
Rucker,  came  down  here  and  spent  the  last  winter,  and  I  found 
my  health  so  much  improved  that  I  concluded  to  try  it  again  this 
winter  and  think  it  necessary  for  my  health  for  me  to  spend  the 
future  winters,  I  may  be  permitted  to  live  in  this  or  some  other 
climate.  I  could  say  much  more  I  shall  be  pleased  to  receive  a 
letter  from  you  either  here  before  the  middle  of  April  or  after 
that  at  Chicago,  Ill.,  where  I  expect  to  be  by  first  of  May. 

Please  present  my  love  to  all  your  family.

Again,  in  1804,  he  bought  from 
John  North  and  wife,  Lucy,  and  Susanna  North,  285  acres  of 
land  on  Elk  Creek,  and  96  acres  in  1813. 

George  also  owned  land  in  Bourbon  and  Woodford  Counties, 
Ky.  In  1806,  he  appointed  his  brother,  John  Rucker,  of  Wood¬ 
ford  Co.,  and  Thomas  Camady,  of  Bourbon  Co.,  his  attorney  to 
collect  rents  from  Benjamin  Penn  of  the  above  counties  (D.  B. 
11,  p.  253,  Bedford  Co.). 

He  built  his  house  on  an  elevation  at  the  foot  of  No  Busi¬ 
ness  Mountain,  extending  to  the  west  overlooking  a  beautiful 
valley  called  Pleasant  Vale  through  which  flows  Elk  Creek,  at 
the  foot  of  Rocky  and  Buck  Mts.  toward  the  east.  Further  down 
this  valley  is  to  be  seen  the  place  where  his  brother,  William,  lived. 
This  was  inherited  by  his  son,  Bernard.  The  family  burying 
ground  is  near  the  old  place  of  George  Rucker’s,  now  owned  by 
his  great-grandson,  Waller  Rucker. 

George  Rucker  and  wife,  Martha,  of  Bedford,  sold  his  part 
in  the  estate  of  Drury  Tucker,  Feb.  5,  1807  (D.  B.  K).  See 
Tucker. 
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He  was  ordained  a  Baptist  minister  in  1803.  On  Dec.  25, 
1803,  he  officiated  as  minister  at  the  marriage  of  his  niece,  Nancy 
Rucker,  and  John  Douglas. 

There  was  a  George  Rusher,  son  of  Andrew,  of  Bedford  Co., 
that  is  sometime  confused  with  George  Rucker  of  the  same  County, 
the  following  court  record  is  the  service  of  Rusher  and  not  of 
Rucker  (O.  B.  1774-82),  Sept.  28,  1774,  Bedford  Co.  George 
Rusher  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  that  he  had  served 
in  Col.  Byrd’s  campaign  in  1760  and  that  he  had  never  trans¬ 
ferred  his  claim  to  any  land  he  was  entitled  to  for  that  service, 
which  was  ordered  to  be  certified  in  the  Register  Land  Office. 

He  was  a  private  in  the  Battle  of  Point  Pleasants  in  1774. 
See  Campbell’s  History  of  Virginia ,  p.  582;  Wayland’s  History 
of  Rockingham,  p.  450;  Dunmore’ s  Wars,  p.  405,  and  Atkinson’s 
History  of  Kanawha  County,  p.  34,  state  that  the  Bedford  troops 
at  the  battle  of  Point  Pleasants  were  under  Capt.  Buford. 

W.  B.  5,  p.  229,  Bedford  County,  October  Court  1818.  Estate 
of  George  Rucker  appraised:  16  slaves,  6  horses,  15  head  sheep, 
28  hogs,  15  head  cattle,  12  dishes,  40  plates,  3  bowls,  1  set  white 
ware,  6  silver  table  spoons  and  12  tea  spoons,  7  Windsor  chairs, 
2  looking  glasses,  8  beds  and  furniture,  3  spinning  wheels,  etc. 
His  estate  was  divided  in  November,  1818.  The  legatees  were: 
William  Ballenger,  Susan,  Daniel,  and  Mrs.  Rucker.  Jonathan 
and  William  B.  were  administrators. 

George  Rucker  and  Martha,  his  wife,  were  mentioned  in  the 
settlement  of  the  estate  of  his  father-in-law,  Drury  Tucker,  in 
Amherst  (W.  B.  4,  p.  25;  1798-1801).  See  Tucker. 

Martha  d.  Nov.  26,  1840.  The  appraisement  of  her  estate 
was  recorded  Dec.  12,  her  son,  Wm.  B.  Rucker  being  one  of  the 
administrators.  Legatees  in  the  appraisement  were :  Capt.  Nelson 
Thompson;  heirs  of  Elizabeth  Hatcher,  dec’d ;  heirs  of  Daniel 
Rucker,  dec’d;  and  James  and  William  Ballenger  Rucker.

Daniel  was  paying  taxes  in  Bedford  in  1819,  later  he  moved  to 
Bourbon  Co.,  Ky.  A  deed  signed  by  Daniel  Rucker  and  his  wife, 
Elizabeth,  of  Bourbon  Co.,  Oct.  13,  1825,  to  a  sale  of  47  acres  on 
Rocky  Mts.  for  $100  to  Lee  Milner  of  Bedford  Co.,  is  on  record. 
This  land  was  bought  by  Daniel  on  Nov.  1,  1813,  from  Tammer- 
lane  Davis  and  wife,  Jane,  for  $75. 

His  health  was  failing  so  he  decided  to  visit  his  old  home  and 
family  in  Bedford  Co.,  Va.  Below  is  a  part  of  a  letter  written 
to  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  but  addressed  to  Stokley  Rion  in  Ky. 

Bedford  Co.  Va.  October  16th,  1832. 

My  Dear  Wife :  Iv’e  set  down  to  write  you  and  family  a  few 
lines  to  let  you  know  my  situation  and  health  every  since  I  left 
home  till  the  present.  I  traveled  by  myself  till  the  fourth  day 
before  I  got  with  any  company  and  then  overtook  two  gentlemen 
that  were  traveling  to  Virginia  from  the  Mo.  County  and  found 
them  very  agreeable  companions.  I  overtook  them  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Big  Sandy  River  on  the  state  line  and  we  continued  to¬ 
gether  till  we  got  to  Charlestown  on  the  Kanawha  River  and 
there  we  overtook  General  Andrew  Jackson  and  Young  Mr.  Breth- 
ert,  his  company  keeper.  Brethert  is  a  brother  of  our  present 
Governor  of  Ky.  We  all  traveled  together  for  several  days  until 
we  got  to  the  White  Sulphur  Springs  and  there  we  parted  from 
each  other.  I  found  the  old  gentleman  to  be  very  much  a  gentle¬ 
man  indeed,  and  so  was  Mr.  Brethert,  so  that  we  spent  the  time 
with  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  together.  I  am  much  better 
pleased  with  the  general  than  I  was  before,  if  possible.  He  is  a 
plain  old  gentleman  and  smokes  his  pipe  and  converses  freely  on 
different  subjects,  not  on  polytics,  but  other  subjects. 

Tell  Mr.  Mitchell  and  his  friends  to  still  persevere  in  the 
good  cause  of  Liberty  and  for  to  be  sure  and  attend  at  the  election 
and  the  victory  is  ours  without  a  doubt.  No  more  on  that  sub¬ 
ject.  I  arrived  at  mothers  on  Saturday  the  13th,  which  made 
me  eleven  days  on  the  road,  and  have  enjoyed  better  health  than 
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I  could  have  expected,  but  am  not  well  as  yet,  but  think  that  I 
am  still  mending  and  have  gained  in  flesh  some  since  I  left  home 
but  still  retain  some  misery  in  the  brest  and  shoulders  at  times, 
but  I  hope  nothing  very  serious.  My  appetite  has  remained  very 
good  every  since  I  started.  I  expect  to  start  to  Mr.  Carter’s  to¬ 
morrow  morning  and  Brother  William  will  go  with  me.  I  am 
told  that  your  Brother  William  has  bought  land  in  Nelson  County 
near  New  Glasgow  and  is  living  there,  but  not  married  as  yet. 
My  horses  performed  very  well,  Ned  took  the  Destemper  on  the 
road  and  has  reduced  some  and  so  had  Kit  reduced  some,  but  not 
very  much.  Jose  is  about  the  same,  but  have  done  nothing  with 
them  as  yet  but  intend  to  bring  Jose  back  with  me  if  he  lives.  I 
found  my  friends  all  on  Elk  Creek  tolerable  well  except  my  old 
mother,  which  is  very  poorly  indeed  at  the  present,  but  she  tells 
me  that  she  is  much  better  than  she  has  been,  she,  by  the  help  of 
her  cain,  can  get  to  the  front  porch  to  look  out  but  with  much 
difficulty.  She  is  low  in  flesh  and  very  weak  and  has  lost  the  use 
of  one  of  her  hands  entirely  and  shows  old  age  but  I  think  she 
bears  up  under  her  difficulties  more  than  could  be  expected  of  a 
person  in  her  situation. 

Sally  appears  to  enjoy  a  moderate  portion  of  health  and  has 
not  broke  much.  William  and  Family  are  tolerable  well,  I  have 
not  as  yet  seen  Jonathan  nor  James.  Captain  Thomas  and  Fam¬ 
ily  are  all  well.  Have  not  been  to  Jermiah  Hatchers  as  yet.  Mon¬ 
roe’s  and  James’  two  eldest  children  are  going  to  school  from 
Mothers  at  this  time. 

I  am  at  a  loss  to  say  when  I  shall  be  at  home.  As  yet,  I  have 
done  none  of  my  business  but  shall  be  there  as  soon  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  will  admit.  I  want  you  to  tell  Will  to  attend  to  busi¬ 
ness  and  let  nothing  be  neglected  on  his  part  while  I  am  absent. 
Also  tell  all  the  rest  of  the  blacks  the  same,  especially  Isaac  and 
Stuban.  Tell  John  Row  that  I  want  him  to  use  all  the  care  that 
he  possible  can  with  my  horses  and  wagons  as  I  don’t  mean  that 
he  shall  loose  anything  by  me.  Be  careful  of  fire  in  the  houses, 
particularly  in  the  hitching  and  tobacco  houses.  I  hasten  to  a 
close,  hoping  that  these  lines  find  you  and  all  my  family  well. 
Tell  my  children  all  houdy,  Robert  included  with  the  rest.  Give 
my  love  to  S.  Rion  and  Marthann  and  N.  Rion  and  Mr.  Joseph 
Mitchell  and  Mrs.  Mitchell,  Mr.  Wheat  and  family  and  all  of  my 
beloved  neighbors  that  inquire  after  me.  Mother  and  Sally  send 
their  love  to  you  and  all  of  my  children,  Mr.  Rion  and  Marthann. 
Tell  Stokely  that  I  want  him  to  attend  to  my  business  as  much  as 
he  can  conveniently.  I  begin  to  want  to  see  you  all,  so  fairwell. 
I  remain  your  friend  and  husband  till  death.

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The  following  letter  is  written  by  Phebe  Bourne,  the  wife 
of  Joseph  R.  Carter,  of  Amherst,  to  her  sister,  Elizabeth  B. 
Rucker,  of  Ky. 

Amherst  County,  Va.  April  24th  1841. 

Dear  Sister, 

It  has  been  a  long  time  since  we  have  received  a  letter  from 
you  or  heard  anything  particularly  about  you  until  two  days  past 
we  were  visited  by  Wm.  Estill,  your  son-in-law.  We  were  highly 
pleased  at  his  visit  (though  it  was  very  short)  and  to  hear  from 
you,  your  children,  etc.  We  were  not  informed  whether  you  re¬ 
ceived  a  letter  from  us  by  Brother  Creed,  on  his  return  to  Mo. 
some  four  years  ago,  or  not,  in  which  we  gave  you  the  number 
of  children  and  other  particulars,  and  presuming  that  that  letter 
was  not  received,  we  will  state  that  we  have  nine  children  their 
names  are  as  follows  commencing  at  the  eldest :  Robert  Abram 
Henry,  Susan  Mary,  Amanda,  Elizabeth  Ann,  Sarah  Agnes  and 
Malinda  Frances  twins,  William  Bourne,  Leanna  Jane  and  Joseph 
Creed  the  youngest  nearly  five  years  old.  Susan  Mary  has  been 
married  about  four  years,  she  married  William  M.  Davis  son  to 
Francis  S.  K.  Davis  Deed.  She  has  two  children,  a  daughter 
whom  they  call  Mary  Elizabeth  and  a  son  named  Joseph  Francis, 
they  and  our  eldest  son  went  to  Missouri  last  fall,  we  have  re¬ 
ceived  several  letters  from  them  since  their  arrival  there  from 
which  we  learn  that  they  are  pleased  with  the  country  and  seem 
to  be  satisfied.  Brother  Wm.  Bourne  is  still  living  a  widower, 
he  was  well  on  Monday  last.  He  lives  about  twenty  miles  from 
us  in  Nelson  County.  He  has  four  children  living  one  son  and 
three  daughters  all  grown,  his  eldest  daughter  married  a  man  by 
name,  Nathaniel  Mantiply  she  is  dead  left  one  child  a  son,  who  is 
living  with  his  Grand  Pa.  Bourne,  his  name  is  Wm.  Henry.  It 
has  been  something  like  fifteen  years  since  we  received  a  letter 
from  Brother  Henry  until  about  two  months  ago,  he  is  living  in 
Elbert  County,  Ga.  and  should  you  write  to  him  direct  to  Cooks 
Law  Office,  He  writes  that  in  1833  he  married  the  Widow  Mary 
Hearce,  since  which  time  they  have  had  four  children  two  are 
living  viz  Henry  William  and  Pawhatan  Barnard,  Henry  is  six 
years  old  and  Pawhatan  going  on  three.  He  owns  some  5  or  6 
thousand  acres  of  land  about  18  slaves,  and  stands  unrivaled  in 
his  profession,  some  years  ago  he  fought  a  duel  with  broad  swords 
with  a  man  of  superior  strength  and  got  worsted.  Step  Mother 
Bourne  is  living  within  about  six  miles  of  us  with  her  Brother 
Peter  Cashwell,  I  have  not  seen  her  for  something  near  two  years. 
She  does  not  enjoy  good  health.  Hannah  the  black  woman  and  her 
son  left  her  by  Father,  are  both  dead.  Milly  Cashwell  is  also 
dead.  The  Widow  Hansard  is  living  near  Step-Mother.  Sister 
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Nancy  Bourne’s  children  are  all  married  except  John  Benjamin 
the  youngest  son.  Wm.  Henry  married  Mary  Drummond  and  has 
several  children.  Mary  Ann  married  John  Cruse,  they  have  two 
children,  both  daughters.  They  live  near  Lynchburg.  He  fol¬ 
lows  a  very  profitable  Business.  Father  and  Mother  Carter  are 
both  living,  his  age  is  78  years,  she  is  seven  years  younger,  they 
enjoy  tolerable  health  for  persons  of  their  age.  Brother  Robert 
has  never  married,  he  lives  with  them.  We  omited  to  mention  in 
a  proper  place  that  Jane  Bourne,  the  youngest  daughter  of  Bro. 
John  married  a  man  by  the  name  of  John  Bailor,  they,  we  be¬ 
lieve  live  in  Augusta  County  in  this  state,  and  have  one  child  a 
son.  Brother  John  Davis  lives  within  a  mile  of  us,  is  the  Pastor 
of  the  Baptist  Church  to  which  we  belong,  his  family  is  well. 
Sister  Davis  desired  to  be  remembered  in  love  to  you,  she  has 
three  daughters  and  5  sons.  Two  of  her  daughters  are  married, 
one  of  them  a  Dr.  Gibson  who  is  practicing  medicine  in  this  neigh¬ 
borhood  with  success.  Dr.  C.  B.  Gilbert  is  also  a  near  neighbor 
of  ours.  He  married  his  cousin  Martha  Dibell.  They  have  four 
children  2  sons  and  2  daughters.  Wm.  Estill  only  staid  with  us 
some  two  or  three  hours,  but  he  has  promised  to  bring  you  and  his 
wife  on  a  visit  to  see  us  next  fall  come  year,  and  should  the  Lord 
spare  us  until  that  time,  I  will  anticipate  a  happy  meeting,  and 
should  it  not  be  in  his  good  pleasure  to  permit  us  to  see  each  other 
in  this  world  we  have  a  hope  through  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  that  we  shall  be  permitted  to  enjoy  his  presence  and  praise 
his  name  forever  and  ever,  for  which  let  us  pray  continualy. 
Our  children  unite  with  us  in  love  to  you,  to  your  husband,  to 
Wm.  Rion  and  cousin  Martha  and  her  children  and  to  cousin 
Cordelia.  Farewell.

After  Daniel  Rucker’s  death  in  Ky.  and  that  of  his  mother, 
Martha,  in  1840  in  Bedford,  the  heirs  in  Ky.,  in  1841  demanded 
a  quick  settlement  judging  from  the  following  record  found  in 
Bedford. 

“1841  Stokeley  T.  Rion  and  William  Estell,  the  heirs-at-law 
of  Daniel  Rucker,  deceased,  late  of  the  County  of  Bourbon,  State 
of  Kentucky,  who  was  a  son  and  heir-at-law  of  George  Rucker  of 
the  State  of  Virginia,  gave  Power  of  Attorney  to  Benjamin  Estell 
of  said  County  of  Bourbon  to  demand,  sue  for  and  receive  from 
Jonathan  Rucker  of  Bedford  Co.,  Va.,  personal  representative  of 
George  Rucker,  deceased,  and  from  all  others  such  sums  of  money, 
slaves  and  other  property  including  land  as  was  due  to  said  Daniel 
Rucker  in  his  life  time,  in  order  to  obtain  for  us  the  whole  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  the  said  George  and  Daniel  Rucker  and  also  to  execute 
a  Deed  for  land  already  sold.” 
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Daniel  certainly  had  two  daughters,  the  wives  of  Stokeley 
T.  Rion  and  William  Estell,  and  possibly  more  children.

These  children 
died  and  were  buried  in  his  father’s  grave  yard  near  the  house. 

William  B.  sold  his  land  in  Bedford,  buying  at  Pleasant  View 
in  Amherst  Co.  on  Horsley’s  Creek,  and  building  his  home  facing 
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the  valley  on  three  sides  (with  the  Tobacco  Row  Mt.  to  the  south 
east)  at  the  foot  of  Turkey  Run  Mts.  to  the  north  west.  They 
attended  New  Prospect  church  about  a  mile  distant. 

Now,  the  farm  has  been  sold,  and  fifteen  farmers  own  it. 
The  house  tract  is  owned  by  the  great  niece  of  Mr.  Barnes,  who 
was  the  overseer  for  William  Ballenger  Rucker.  The  grave  yard 
is  back  of  the  house  in  the  usual  state  of  old  burying  grounds. 
There  may  be  as  many  as  one  hundred  sunken  graves  with  un¬ 
marked  stone  markers.  Only  three  have  marble  stones,  Wm.  B. 
Rucker,  his  wife,  Mary  Ann  Dawson  Rucker,  and  a  child  of  their 
only  dau.,  Susan  Smith,  named  Mary  Willie  Smith.  William5  B. 
died  of  typhoid  fever  contracted  from  nursing  his  son,  William 
Ambrose,  in  Aug.,  1861,  who  had  taken  it  in  the  army. 

William  B.  Rucker  was  a  very  successful  business  man,  own¬ 
ing  about  nine  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Amherst,  654  acres  home 
tract  and  two  others  containing  114J4  and  136^4  acres.  The 
writer  has  a  tax  receipt  from  Amherst  County,  dated  May  21, 
1866,  for  $28.42  paid  on  905  acres  of  land  for  the  estate  of  Wil¬ 
liam  B.  Rucker;  signed  Jas.  P.  Barlouey,  Collector. 

William  B.  was  very  deaf,  always  carrying  a  slate  and  pencil 
with  him.  He  was  a  private  under  Capt.  James  Leftwich,  of 
Bedford  Co.  militia  in  the  war  of  1812  (Archives,  Richmond, 
Va.),  was  paid  for  services,  allotted  to  the  command  of  Maj. 
Woodford,  of  Bedford,  3  Sept.  1814,  served  with  John  Rucker. 

Will  of  William  Ballenger  Rucker,  Amherst  Co.,  Va.,  dated 
Dec.  27,  1860,  probated  Feb.  17,  1862.  I  give  to  my  wife,  Mary 
Ann  Dawson,  12  negroes  during  her  natural  life,  also  my  manor 
house  tract  of  land.  To  sons  Addison  C.,  Daniel  A.,  and  William 
A.  Rucker,  and  dau.  Susan  M.  Smith.  Executors:  “My  Friend”,

William  A.  Rucker  joined  the  army  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war  and  was  sent  at  once  to  Fairfax.  He  was  in  the  2nd  Vir¬ 
ginia  Cavalry,  Company  E,  under  Col.  Radford,  later  under  Col. 
Thomas  E.  Mumford.  The  original  officers  were  Edgar  White- 
head  as  captain;  Thomas  Whitehead  and  Valentine  Rucker,  1st 
and  2nd  lieutenants,  and  William  Ambrose  Rucker,  sergeant  of 
company  E.  William  A.  Rucker  was  in  both  battles  of  Manassas 
and  in  the  Valley  Campaign  under  Stonewall  Jackson. 

He  was  a  Master  Mason,  belonging  to  the  Warren  Lodge, 
No  33,  of  Amherst  County.  The  writer  has  his  letter  of  trans- 
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fer  from  this  lodge,  dated  Apr.  29,  1872,  to  Fauquier  Co.  (See

Among  the  Amherst  Co.  Rev.  Service  Claims  in  the  Archives 
at  Richmond,  Va.,  is  the  following,  to  “William  Rucker — for  531 
lbs.  of  pork  furnished  to  the  British  Prisoners”,  Feb.  14,  1782. 

His  father,  John  Rucker,  of  Amherst,  bought  and  deeded  to 
him  land  in  Pleasant  Vale,  Bedford,  adjoining  the  land  of  his 
brother,  George4,  between  Nobusiness,  Rocky,  and  Buck  Mts.  on 
Elk  Creek. 

William  Rucker  bought  258  a.  of  land  on  Elk  Creek  on  Feb. 
22,  1813,  for  $100  from  Edward  G.  Watkins  (D.  B.  13,  p.  823). 

On  Apr.  24,  1819,  William4  and  wife,  Sally,  sold  to  the  heirs 
of  George  Rucker,  dec’d,  for  $40,  14}4  acres  on  Elk  Creek,  “part 
of  the  land  where  William  lives.”  Again  on  Oct.  10,  1822,  they 
sold  to  Barnett  Rucker  for  $2,300,  233  acres,  willed  to  William, 
Sr.,  by  his  father;  said  William  resides  on  60  acres  and  sold  all 
to  Barnett  (D.  B.  17,  p.  341).

Peter,  in  compliance  with  the  will  of  his  father,  John  Rucker, 
deeded  to  Ambrose  Rucker  a  tract  of  land  laid  off  for  him  in 
Albemarle  County,  out  of  a  tract  of  5,850  acres  taken  up  by  John 
Rucker,  deceased,  and  patented  by  Peter,  executor,  containing 
324  acres  with  the  exception  of  four  acres  for  use  of  David 
Rosser,  adjoining  John  Harvie  and  David  Rosser.  Witness:  John 
Rucker,  George  McDaniel  and  William  Miller. 

Ambrose’s  land  lay  east  of  the  Tobacco  Row  Mountains, 
south  of  Bears  Mountains,  to  the  south  of  Harris  Creek  on 
Rucker’s  Run,  a  branch  of  Harris  Creek. 

The  following  year,  Feb.  27,  1752,  Ambrose  Rucker  was 
in  Orange  County,  a  witness,  and  was  paid  £25  for  attending  Court 
in  a  suit  of  Medley  vs.  Joseph  Eve  (W.  B.  1,  p.  357,  Albemarle 
County). 

He  moved  to  Amherst  County  between  the  years  1752  and 
1766.  At  this  time  he  produced  a  commission  to  be  lieutenant 
of  a  company  of  militia  from  Amherst  County.  This  Commis¬ 
sion  was  entered  on  the  Order  Book  of  Amherst  County,  June 
2,  1766. 

“November  24,  1766  (O.  B.  1766,  p.  1),  Amherst  County, 
Va.,  Ambrose  Rucker,  Gent.,  produced  a  commission  as  lieu¬ 
tenant  of  a  Company  of  Militia  of  Amherst  County,  and  took  the 
oath  to  his  Majesty’s  person  and  government  and  the  abjuration 
oath,  repeated  and  subscribed  the  test.” 

In  November  of  1766,  Ambrose  Rucker  was  appointed  a  Jus¬ 
tice  of  Peace  of  Colonial  Virginia,  Amherst  Co. 

Battaile  Harrison,  Ambrose  Rucker  and  George  McDaniel 
were  ordered  to  view  a  way  for  a  road  from  Daniel  Bur  ford’s 
into  Stovall’s  Road,  which  is  between  Megans  and  Tye  River 
Road,  Dec.  1,  1768  (O.  B.  1766-69,  p.  90). 
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George  McDaniel,  John  and  Ambrose  Rucker  ordered  to 
view  a  way  for  a  road  from  the  head  of  Harris’s  Creek  into  Har- 
vie’s  Road  and  make  report  (O.  B.  1766-69,  p.  90),  Dec.  1,  1766, 
Amherst. 

The  first  court  at  which  Ambrose  Rucker  appeared  as  a  Jus¬ 
tice  is  in  the  1st  volume  of  Court  orders  (preserved).  The  oath 
of  a  Justice  was  administered  to  him  by  William  Cabell,  Jr.,  Feb. 
2,  1767  (O.  B.  1766-69,  p.  91). 

A  certificate  according  to  law  from  Ambrose  Rucker,  Gent, 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  presented  in  court  by  Benjamin  Rucker, 
certifying  that  said  Ambrose  Rucker  had  weighed  for  said  Ben¬ 
jamin  2676  lbs.  of  merchantable  hemp,  water  and  winter  rotted, 
dry,  bright  and  clear.  Ordered  certified  to  the  Governor  (O.  B. 
1766-69,  p.  101).  John  Rucker  raised  696  lbs.  of  hemp. 

5  May,  1767,  Ambrose  Rucker,  Gent,  was  appointed  to  take 
list  of  tithables  between  the  Tobacco  Row  Mountains,  Buffalo 
River,  Lynches  Road  and  Fluvanna  River  (O.  B.  1766-69,  p. 
146). 

8  Nov.  1768,  Ambrose  Rucker  administrator  of  estate  of  John 
Goff,  deceased,  vs.  Anne  Goff  and  George  McDaniel ;  said  Rucker 
to  recover  £24-11  and  costs  (O.  B.  1766-69,  p.  435). 

June  Court,  1783.  Ambrose  Rucker  to  take  list  of  tithables 
in  his  usual  bounds  (O.  B.  5,  p.  127). 

March  Court,  1783,  Ambrose  Rucker,  Gent,  appointed  to 
take  list  of  tithables  in  the  6th  hundred  in  this  county  and  deliver 
to  the  clerk  of  this  county  before  the  1st  Monday  in  May  next 
(O.  B.  1782-84,  p.  79,  Amherst). 

Nicholas  Cabell,  John  Diggs,  Ambrose  Rucker  and  Gabriel 
Penn,  Gent,  are  appointed  to  collect  and  state  from  the  best  proof 
the  case  will  admit  of,  the  various  losses  and  injuries  both  private 
and  public  which  have  been  sustained  within  this  county  during 
the  war  from  the  Depridations  of  the  enemy  in  their  several  in¬ 
vasions,  and  to  state  the  same  under  as  many  different  heads  as 
such  losses  and  injuries  may  consist  of,  and  return  their  pro¬ 
ceedings  therein,  together  with  the  proofs  made  in  support  thereof 
to  the  court  in  order  to  be  by  them  laid  before  the  next  assembly 
(O.  B.  1782-84,  p.  96,  Mch.,  1783). 

He  was  appointed  sheriff  of  Amherst  County,  16  March,  1778 
(O.  B.  E,  p.  142). 

The  Auditor’s  Books  paid  him  for  the  service  of  Captain  for 
militia  service. 

The  Tax  books  of  1782  mention  him  as  “Colonel  Ambrose 
Rucker”.  In  the  will  of  his  father-in-law,  Edward  Tinsley,  he 
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is  mentioned  as  “Col.  Ambrose  Rucker”,  and  frequently  in  the 
county  records  he  is  mentioned  as  “Colonel”,  and  also  in  Revo¬ 
lutionary  settlement  claims  for  supplies  furnished  the  armies. 

Chalkley’s  Abstracts,  Vol.  2,  p.  482,  1779-1780:  “September 
3,  1832  James  Harrison  of  Amherst  County  made  a  declaration 
that  he  was  drafted  and  had  served  under  Captain  Ambrose  Rucker 
of  Amherst  County. 

McAlister’s  Virginia  Revolutionary  Militia,  section  112,  p. 
112-1832. 

Lynchburg  Paper,  May  20,  1884,  a  list  of  Revolutionary  Sol¬ 
diers  of  Amherst  County,  prepared  by  Mr.  Alexander  Brown, 
Nelson  County:

Ambrose  Rucker’s  Company  was  out  in  service.” 

Virginia  Historical  Magazine,  Vol.  9,  mentions  Major  Rucker 
of  Amherst  County,  1779. 

Ambrose  Rucker  served  as  Captain  of  the  Amherst  Militia 
until  1779,  then  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant  Colonel.  (See  the 
public  claims  of  Fluvanna  Co.)  From  these  claims  it  was  evident 
the  Amherst  and  Bedford  Co.  militia  served  at  Yorktown.  All  of 
the  following-  references  are  to  be  found  in  the  Archives  in  the

At  a  Court  continued  and  held  for  Fluvanna  County  on  Fri¬ 
day  the  2nd  of  May,  1783.

Register  of  General  Assembly  of  Virginia,  by  Severn,  Ses¬ 
sions  May  7,  June  23,  Oct.  1,  1781  to  Jan.  5,  1782,  mentions 
William  Cabell  and  Ambrose  Rucker  as  delegates  of  Amherst  Co. 

June  4,  1781,  he  was  in  the  House  of  Delegates,  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Legislative  Body  in  Charlottesville  when  General  Tarle- 
ton  raided  the  town.  The  account  of  his  escape  is  given  by  his 
great-granddaughter,  Mrs.  Ellen  Rucker  Theisz,  as  it  was  told  by 
her  grandfather,  Isaac  Rucker,  son  of  Ambrose  Rucker. 

“When  General  Tarleton  appeared  at  Charlottesville,  the  Leg¬ 
islative  body  then  in  session  (1781)  dispersed  rather  hastily.” 

He  claimed  that  his  life  was  saved  by  his  horse,  which  was  a 
powerful  hunter,  and  trained  to  jump  fences  which  he  did  suc¬ 
cessfully  this  June  day  although  his  rider  weighed  over  300  pounds. 

Ambrose  Rucker’s  name  was  upon  a  great  many  petitions 
from  Amherst  County — religious  papers  division  of  parishes  and 
counties ;  for  building  a  town  at  Lynch’s  Station  or  Ferry,  which 
was  named  Madison.  He  was  also  a  Trustee  to  establish  an  Acad¬ 
emy  at  Warminster. 

Hening’s  Statutes,  Vol.  13,  p.  296 — A  petition  “That  50  acres 
of  land,  the  property  of  John  Lynch,  adjoining  the  ferry  in  Am¬ 
herst  shall  be  invested  in  Samuel  Meredith,  Samuel  Jordan  Cabell, 
Ambrose  Rucker,  Benjamin  Rucker,  David  Woodruff,  Powha- 
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tan  Bolling,  and  David  Tinsley,  Gentlemen,  Trustees,  land  to  be 
laid  off  in  lots  and  establish  a  town  by  name  of  Madison.” 

Hening’s  Statutes ,  1791.  “Benjamin  Rucker,  Ambrose  Ruck¬ 
er,  David  Tinsley,  etc.,  were  selected  to  find  a  suitable  site  for  a 
town  in  Amherst  County,  to  be  called  Madison.” 

Hening’s  Statutes,  p.  315:  An  act  was  given  to  build  an 
Academy  at  Warminster,  Amherst  County — Money  to  be  raised; 
one  of  the  Trustees,  Ambrose  Rucker.” 

1791 :  “A  petition  was  granted  to  Ambrose  and  Benjamin 
Rucker  to  establish  a  tobacco  warehouse  in  Amherst  County.” 

June  5  1775:  A  petition  for  a  ferry  in  Amherst  County  over 
Rivanna  River.  Signed:  Ambrose,  Benjamin  and  John  Rucker.” 

The  first  Episcopal  Church  called  Rucker’s  Church  built  in 
Amherst  County  was  built  by  Ambrose  Rucker  of  logs.  In  the 
last  few  years  this  old  log  church  was  pulled  down  and  taken 
to  Sweet  Briar  College  using  the  logs  to  build  a  corn  crib. 

The  location  is  not  far  from  the  above  college  on  land  be¬ 
longing  to  William  Ogden.  The  sunken  graves  surrounded  by  a 
low  wall  is  in  evidence,  also  the  outlines  of  the  church  foundation. 

Anthony  Rucker  in  his  will,  1821,  set  aside  one  acre  sur¬ 
rounding  this  church  for  “Public  worship”. 

Ambrose  Rucker  was  one  of  the  church  wardens  of  St. 
Mathews  Church,  June,  1779,  Lexington  Parish. 

At  a  vestry  held  for  the  Parish  of  Lexington,  held  at  the 
house  of  Ambrose  Rucker :  Gentlement  present :  Ambrose  Rucker, 
Josiah  Ellis,  William  Horsley,  Isaac  Tinsley,  Isaac  Rucker. 

Lexington  Parish,  1840:  Resolved  that  the  salary  of  $600 
be  paid  to  our  pastor,  John  W.  Griffin,  to  be  thus  proportioned:

Rucker’s  Church  was  also  called  St.  Mathews  Church. 

The  Parish  of  Lexington  was  to  be  divided  into  districts: 
one  was  to  begin  at  the  Parke’s  Road  to  Gabrill  Penn’s  Quarter, 
along  Tobacco  Row  Mountain,  and  the  ridge  that  divides  the 
waters  of  the  Harris  Creek  from  the  waters  of  Hogs  and  Rutledge 
Creeks  to  Harvey’s  Road.  Isaac  Rucker  and  Daniel  Burford, 
Jr.,  were  to  procession  one  certain  district. 
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Vestrymen  of  Lexington  Parish,  1779-1780,  Church  War¬ 
dens:  Richard  Ballinger  and  Gabriel  Penn. 

Vestrymen:  Hugh  Rose,  Ambrose  Rucker,  Joseph  Goodwin, 
David  Woodroof,  James  Dillard,  Daniel  Gaines,  gentlemen. 

Tames  Higginbothan  surveyed  for  Ambrose  Rucker  160  acres 
23  Oct.  1766. 

William  Cabell,  Jr.  surveyed  for  Ambrose  Rucker  350  acres 
on  branch  of  Harris  Creek  on  South  side  of  Bear  Mountains,  2 
Feb.  1765  (Survey  Book  1761-1803,  Plat  Book,  Amherst  County, 
Va.). 

Ambrose  Rucker  and  wife,  Mary,  sold  to  John  Houchins  of 
Amherst,  90  acres  for  £5,  land  granted  to  Ambrose  Rucker  10 
Sept.  1767.  Witness:  Benjamin  Pollard,  7  Nov.  1768  (D.  B.  B, 
p.  389),  Amherst. 

He  patented  in  Amherst  County  262  acres  of  land  at  head  of 
a  branch  of  Harris  Creek,  July  20,  1767,  adjoining  Lunsford  Lo¬ 
max,  and  90  acres  in  Graham  Cove  the  same  year.  Also  2000 
acres  in  1781,  a  Treasury  Warrant  No.  9117,  adjoining  George 
Douglas,  William  Camden,  Jesse  Clements,  and  his  own  line  on 
Harris  Creek  (Survey  Books,  Land  Office,  Richmond,  Va.). 

Mch.  14,  1774  Ambrose  Rucker  had  375  acres  of  land  sur¬ 
veyed  for  him  as  “Captain  Rucker”.  This  land  ran  to  the  top  of 
the  Tobacco  Row  Mountains,  adjoining  Robert  Johnson  and 
Henry  McDaniel.  It  was  surveyed  by  William  Cabell  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Pendleton  (Survey  Book  2,  p.  260). 

He  patented  about  4000  acres  of  land  in  Va.  and  1480  acres 
in  Fayette  County,  Ky. 

Ambrose  was  one  of  the  twenty-one  (21)  members  chosen 
from  Amherst  County  on  the  Committee  of  Safety  in  1775. 

Cab  ells  and  Their  Kin ,  p.  100,  July- August,  1775.  The  Com¬ 
mittees  under  the  Continental  Association  August  1774  had  not 
been  uniformly  organized  as  to  their  numbers,  etc.,  and  there  was 
no  definite  limit  as  to  their  term  of  service.  Therefore,  the  Con¬ 
vention  of  July- August  ordained  that  they  should  thereafter  be 
composed  of  twenty  (20)  members  to  be  elected  annually,  in  No¬ 
vember,  for  a  one-year  term. 

The  second  Committee  for  Amherst  was  elected  at  November 
Court,  which  was  held  the  first  Monday  of  the  month,  1775.  This 
Committee  was  composed  of  twenty-one  of  the  most  discreet,  fit 
and  able  men  of  the  said  County,  viz :

George  McDaniel  and  wife,  Margaret,  and  Reuben  Harrison 
and  wife,  Peggy,  sold  to  Ambrose  Rucker  for  £15,  land  on  North 
branch  of  Harris  Creek,  adjoining  Thomas  Lucas.  6  July  1778 
(D.  B.  E,  p.  5,  Amherst). 

William  Goode  of  Powhatan  sold  to  Ambrose  Rucker  of 
Amherst,  400  acres  of  land  on  Rocky  Creek  of  Buffalo  River,  be¬ 
ginning  at  John  Warren’s  to  James  Warren’s,  all  houses  gardens, 
etc.,  4  Oct.  1784  (D.  B.  E,  p.  563,  Amherst).  This  400  acres 
was  given  to  his  son  Isaac  Rucker. 

Ambrose  Rucker,  executor  of  Thomas  Lucas,  dec’d  (his 
widow  Martha  Lucas  gave  up  all  claim  to  her  dower  to  the  eldest 
son  of  said  Thomas)  in  1791  (D.  B.  G,  p.  111). 

James  Morton  of  Kentucky  and  Ambrose  Rucker  of  Amherst 
sold  83  acres  on  Rutledge  Creek,  and  Pauls  Mountains,  30  Oct. 
1793  (D.  B.  G,  p.  327). 

Ambrose  Rucker  was  appointed  Guardian  to  Daniel  Cole¬ 
man,  orphan  of  John,  with  William  Tinsley,  Jesse  Carrell,  sec., 
before  William  Cabell,  Ambrose  Rucker,  James  Dillard  and  Wil¬ 
liam  Warwick,  Gentlemen,  Justices  of  Amherst,  22  Apr.  1794 
(W.  B.  3,  p.  297). 

Inventory  of  the  estate  of  Ambrose  Rucker,  deceased,  by 
Isaac  Rucker,  1807  (W.  B.  5,  p.  549). 

To  Charlotte  Rucker, 

To  Ambrose  Rucker,  son  of  Reuben  Rucker,  deceased.

It  is  said  that  Ambrose  Rucker  married  twice,  1st  to  Mary 
Headley.  He  married  Mary  Tinsley,  daughter  of  Edward  (W.  B. 
2,  p.  118,  Amherst  Co.). 
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Mary  Tinsley,  wife  of  Ambrose  Rucker,  d.  1818,  at  which 
time  the  estate  was  divided. 

(W.  B.  4,  p.  479),  Amherst  County,  Virginia:  Will  of  Am¬ 
brose  Rucker,  written,  signed  and  sealed  December  3,  1803,  pro¬ 
bated  December  21,  1807. 

Item :  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son,  Ambrose  Rucker,  the 
new  survey,  or  the  upper  part  on  the  North  side  of  my  Mountain 
Plantation  containing  200  odd  acres,  with  the  addition  of  one 
hundred  acres  taken  off  the  land  formerly  contested  between 
Lucas  and  myself,  which  said  one  hundred  acres  of  land  last  men¬ 
tioned  is  a  part  of  tract  left  my  wife,  and  all  the  land  on  the  South 
and  West  side  of  the  road  that  leads  from  the  head  of  Harris’ 
Creek,  with  two  negroes,  viz :  Sarah  and  Crease ;  the  former  be¬ 
ing  now  in  his  possession ;  with  all  other  things  that  I  have  given 
him  heretofore,  or  let  him  have,  except  the  Ore  Bank  on  the  high 
peak  of  the  Tobacco  Row  Mountain,  to  him  and  his  heirs  for¬ 
ever. 

The  Ore  Bank  land  containing  375  acres,  with  one  other  tract 
adjoining  is  to  be  sold  at  the  discretion  of  my  executors  and  di¬ 
vided  equally  among  my  children  and  grand-children. 

I  give  to  my  son,  Isaac  Rucker,  three  hundred  acres  of  land 
from  the  upper  side  of  my  Rocky  Creek  Plantation,  running  quite 
across  the  creek  from  one  side  of  the  creek  to  the  other;  also  a 
negro  woman  named  Anna  and  her  children,  also  Betty  and  her 
increase.  The  said  negroes  now  being  in  his  possession,  and  also 
all  other  things  I  have  heretofore  given  him,  to  him  and  his  heirs 
forever. 

Item:  I  give  to  my  son,  Benjamin  Rucker,  three  hundred 
acres  of  land,  it  being  the  tract  of  land  my  son  Isaac  now  lives 
on,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  storehouse  and  my  barns,  also 
a  horse,  saddle  and  bridle  and  a  good  feather  bed  and  furniture ; 
two  negroes,  viz :  Caleb  and  Rhoda,  two  cows  and  calves,  two 
sows  and  pigs,  my  rifle  gun,  and  three  sheep,  to  him  and  his  heirs 
forever. 

Item :  I  give  and  have  given  to  my  son,  Reuben  Rucker,  de¬ 
ceased,  equal  two  hundred  pounds ;  also  fifty  pounds  more  in  prop¬ 
erty  to  his  heirs  forever. 

I  give,  and  do  give  unto  the  heirs  of  Peggy  McDaniel,  de¬ 
ceased,  one  hundred  pounds  in  property,  and  they  are  to  be  paid  by 
executors  (from  my  estate)  in  property,  one  hundred  pounds 
more  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever. 

I  do,  and  have  given  unto  Franky  Lee  two  negroes,  viz :  Lydia 
and  Creasy,  and  sixty  pounds  in  property,  making  in  the  whole 
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to  her  two  hundred  pounds,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever.  I  have 
given  to  Mollie  Burford  one  negro  woman  named  Solelin,  and 
other  things  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  pounds,  and  my  exec¬ 
utors  are  to  pay  her  from  my  estate  one  hundred  pounds  more 
in  property,  so  that  her  first  portion  will  be  made  two  hundred 
pounds  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

I  give  to  Elizabeth  Marr,  and  have  given  her  two  negroes, 
viz :  Dilsey  and  Tiller  now  in  her  possession,  and  other  things 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds,  and  my  executors 
of  my  estate  are  to  pay  her  in  property,  out  of  my  estate,  forty 
pounds  more  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

I  lend  to  Sophia  Rucker,  now  Sophia  Jennings,  five  negroes, 
viz:  Lelia,  Doll,  Creasy,  Betsa,  and  Daniel,  during  pleasure,  and 
at  her  death  they  are  to  go  to  the  heirs  and  issues  of  her  body  for¬ 
ever.  Also  I  give  to  my  daughter,  Sophia,  fifty  pounds  cash, 
which  said  sum  I  desire  my  executors  to  pay  her  personally. 

I  give  to  my  daughter,  Caroline  Hansford,  two  negroes,  viz : 
Jane  and  Nancy,  and  other  things  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds,  and  my  executors  are  to  pay  her  from  the  estate 
and  property  fifty  pounds  more,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

I  give  Matilda  Marr  two  negroes,  viz :  Anna  and  Charlie, 
and  other  things  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  pounds 
more,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 

I  give  to  Charlotte  Rucker  two  negroes,  viz :  Caroline  and 
Dicey,  a  good  feather  bed  and  furniture ;  a  horse,  saddle  and 
bridle  worth  twenty  pounds,  and  the  said  negroes  valued  at  one 
hundred  and  twenty  pounds,  and  the  bed  and  furniture  valued 
at  fifteen  pounds,  making  in  all  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds, 
and  my  executors  are  to  pay  her  out  of  my  estate  forty-five  pounds 
in  property  to  make  her  legacy  two  hundred  to  her  and  to  her 
heirs  forever,  which  said  legacy  is  to  be  disposed  of  to  the  use  of 
my  daughter  at  the  discretion  of  my  executors. 

I  give  to  my  daughter,  Sallie  Marr,  two  negroes,  viz :  Delphia 

and  Little  Lucy,  or  Yellow  Lucy,  at  the  quarter  valued  at  one 
hundred  and  fifty  pounds ;  a  horse,  saddle  and  bridle  at  twenty 
pounds ;  a  feather  bed  and  furniture  valued  at  fifteen  pounds,  and 
other  things  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine  pounds 
and  nineteen  shillings,  and  my  executors  are  to  pay  her  one  shill¬ 
ing  to  make  her  legacy  two  hundred  pounds  in  all  to  her  and  to 
her  heirs  forever. 

And  finally  all  my  land  and  other  things  not  herein  willed 
are  to  be  sold  and  put  to  value  to  pay  the  legacies.  After  they 
are  paid  the  remainder  of  my  estate  both  real  and  personal,  that 
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is  not  willed  away,  is  to  be  equally  divided  among  my  children 
and  grand-children,  viz ;  the  children  of  Reuben  Rucker  one  share ; 
the  children  of  Winifred  Plunkett  one  share;  the  children  of 
Margaret  McDaniel  one  share ;  Mollie  Burford  one  share ;  Am¬ 
brose  Rucker  one  share;  Isaac  Rucker  one  share;  Sophia  Jen¬ 
nings  one  share ;  Caroline  Hansford  one  share ;  Betsy  Marr  one 
share ;  Sally  Marr  one  share ;  Charlotte  Rucker  one  share ;  Ben¬ 
jamin  Rucker  one  share,  and  their  heirs  forever. 

I  give  to  Benjamin  Rucker,  Sr.;  Anthony  Rucker  and  their 
heirs,  and  representatives  of  Isaac  Rucker,  deceased,  their  due 
share  of  all  lands  patented  in  my  name  in  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
agreeable  to  contract  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  I  reserve  half  an  acre  of  land  for 
a  graveyard,  where  the  graveyard  is  now  fixed  to  belong  to  my 
family  forever.  And  lastly  I  do  appoint  my  beloved  wife,  Mary 
Rucker,  and  beloved  sons  Ambrose  Rucker  and  Isaac  Rucker 
whole  Executrix  and  Executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  affixed 
my  seal  this  3rd  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  three.

I  hereby  direct  that 
it  be  sold  on  credit,  three  annual  payments,  and  the  money  to  be 
divided  agreeable  to  my  will.

At  a  Court  held  for  Amherst  County  the  21st  day  of  De¬ 
cember,  1807,  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Ambrose  Rucker 
was  proved  by  the  oaths  of  John  Cooney,  and  Anthony  Rucker, 
two  witnesses  thereto,  and  ordered  to  be  recorded.  Isaac  Rucker, 
one  of  the  Executors  named  in  the  said  will,  personally  came  into 
Court  and  qualified  according  to  law  and  entered  into  bond  with 
Anthony  Rucker,  David  Tinsley,  John  McDaniel  and  Benjamin 
Rucker,  Jr.,  his  sureties,  in  the  penalty  of  $50,000.00,  amount 
of  money  conditioned  as  the  law  directs.  Certificate  is  granted 
to  him  for  obtaining  a  probate  thereof  in  due  form.

Alex¬ 
ander  Brown’s  statement  that  Reuben  was  killed  in  active  service 
during  the  Revolution  substantiates  the  tradition  handed  down  by 
the  family. 

Reuben  bought  322  acres  from  Robert  Cash  for  £500  on 
Apr.  1780  (D.  B.  E,  p.  226,  Amherst  Co.). 

Letters  of  administration  were  granted  to  Ambrose  Rucker, 
George  McDaniel,  Isaac  and  Anthony  Rucker,  to  settle  the  estate 
of  Reuben  Rucker,  dec’d,  4  Mch.,  1782  (W.  B.  22,  p.  36).  (Also 
O.  B.  2,  p.  36,  Amherst). 

H.  and  G.  Ency.  of  Amherst  also  gives  his  name  among 
the  Revolutionary  soldiers. 

His  name  appears  in  the  first  tax  list  of  Amherst  in  1782,  as 
dec’d  and  his  estate  pays  on  320  acres. 

Nine  years  after  Reuben’s  death,  Margaret,  his  widow,  m. 
Apr.  14,  1791,  Philip3  Burford,  son  of  John2  Burford.  John’s 
will  dated  1807,  mentions  his  son  Philip  as  dec’d  but  gives  the 
names  of  his  children.

Ambrose  Rucker  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  sold  to  George  Mc¬ 
Daniel,  Sen.  of  Amherst,  322  acres  for  £200,  land  on  the  head 
forks  of  Pedlar  River,  adjoining  James  Smith,  15  Dec.  1800 
(D.  B.  I,  p.  179).  (This  was  the  land  his  father,  Reuben  bought 
in  1780). 

He  lived  in  Graham  Cove  on  the  South  branch  of  Harris 
Creek,  on  land  adjoining  his  grandfather,  Col.  Ambrose  Rucker. 
His  grandfather  George  McDaniel  also  owned  land  in  this  cove, 
which  he  patented  adjoining  Duncan  Graham. 

Ambrose  was  appointed  commissioner  of  the  revenue,  Sept. 
1811.  In  1832  Ambrose  and  Isaac  Rucker  were  Justices  of  the 
Peace  of  Amherst  County. 

Isaac  Tinsley  of  Amherst  County  about  “To  remove  to  the 
state  of  Tennessee”  appointed  Ambrose  Rucker  of  Amherst  his 
attorney  to  sell  land  on  the  waters  of  Otter  Creek  (D.  B.  M, 
p.  272,  1812,  Amherst). 
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In  1804  he  was  appointed  Guardian  to  William  Tinsley,  son 
of  William  Tinsley,  dec’d  (his  wife’s  nephew)  with  Reuben  Pen¬ 
dleton  and  James  Waugh. 

In  1811  he  was  appointed  Commissioner  of  the  Revenue. 

His  father  died  when  he  was  five  years  old  and  his  mother, 
Margaret,  married  again  when  he  was  fourteen,  after  which  event 
he  made  his  home  with  his  grand-father,  George  McDaniel. 

Ambrose5  attended  the  Methodist  Church  at  Elon.  He  and 
his  family  are  buried  on  his  old  home  place  at  the  foot  of  the 
Tobacco  Row  Mountains.  The  old  residence  was  pulled  down, 
after  the  death  of  his  grand  son,  Valentine  Rucker,  and  rebuilt, 
but  carved  in  a  twelve  inch  beam  was  an  “M”  possibly  for  Mc¬ 
Daniel,  which  the  writer  saw  in  1926. 

The  chimney  of  the  original  house  is  still  standing.  This 
tract  of  land  passed  out  of  the  possession  of  the  Rucker  descend¬ 
ants  about  1910,  after  being  in  the  Rucker  family  six  generations, 
being  part  of  the  5850  acres,  patented  by  John  Rucker,  1739.  In 
the  graveyard,  enclosed  in  a  rock  wall,  which  is  falling  into  decay, 
is  to  be  seen  the  following  graves  with  inscriptions : 

Two  handsome  marble  slabs  mark  the  graves  of  Ambrose  and 
his  wife,  Elizabeth  Parks.  Some  of  plain  marble  and  the  others 
'  millgranite  stones.  Some  cannot  be  identified.

“Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  we  Ambrose  Rucker, 
(Minor)  and  Martin  Parks  are  held  and  firmly  bound  unto  James 
Wood,  Esq.,  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  for  the  time  being  and  to 
his  successors  in  office  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the 
sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars,  which  payment,  well  and 
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truly  to  be  made.  We  bind  ourselves  and  heirs,  &c.,  this  the  29th 
day  of  July,  1799. 

The  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such  that  since  there 
is  a  marriage  intended  shortly  to  be  had  and  solemnized  between 
Betsy  Parks  (Spinster)  and  the  above  bound  Ambrose  Rucker. 
(Minor)  and  if  there  should  be  no  legal  cause  to  obstruct  the 
said  marriage,  then  the  above  obligation  is  to  be  void  or  else  to 
remain  in  full  force  and  virtue.

Will  dated  June,  1824,  probated  Oct.,  1824,  of  Samuel  Burks, 
father  of  Nancy  Burks  Rucker,  left  property  to  her  and  to  her 
children. 
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Tinsley  Rucker  was  living  in  Louisville,  and  wrote  the  fol¬ 
lowing  letter  to  his  brother-in-law,  Martin  Parks  Burks,  of  Bed¬ 
ford  (letter  now  in  possession  of  Mrs.  H.  W.  Dillard,  of  Lynch¬ 
burg. 


“Louisville,  Kentucky,  Nov.  28,  1830. 

Mr.  Martin  P.  Burks — 

Dear  Sir : 

This  will  inform  you  that  myself  and  family  are  all  well. 

My  three  boys,  Samuel,  Ambrose  and  Bob  are  all  getting  on 
well,  at  their  trade.  Samuel  has  grown  pretty  stout.  Bob  is  small 
for  his  age,  he  is  something  like  you,  full  of  fun. 

Ambrose  has  progressed  well.  I  received  a  letter  from  Tom 
dated  the  first  of  last  month,  Shullsburg,  Ill.  Lead  Mines.  He 
had  when  he  wrote  a  spell  of  fever  and  ague. 

I  have  not  heard  from  Samuel  Burks  for  several  months. 
He  is  residing  two  or  more  hundred  miles  below  where  Tom  is 
on  the  Mississippi. 

My  brother,  Garland,  sent  his  little  daughter,  July,  last  to  my 
house,  where  she  is  at  present.  He  wrote  me  a  few  lines  in  August, 
since,  I  have  not  heard  from  him.  Mary  and  P.  live  with  me — 
both  in  fine  health.  My  Brother’s  Mary  will  be  full  in  size ;  she 
is  much  taller  than  my  daughter  who  is  nearly  double  her  age.  I 
would  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you,  and  how  the  health  of  your 
mother  is,  and  where  she  resides,  of  Jane  and  Robert  and  how 
all  of  the  family  is  getting  on. 

Please  remember  me  to  your  mother  and  all  of  the  family, 
and  accept  of  my  good  wishes  for  yourself.

In  1826  Thomas  evidently  took  a  trip  on  horseback  west, 
judging  from  a  letter  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  H.  W.  Dillard, 
of  Lynchburg,  written  to  his  uncle  in  Bedford : 

“Boatyard,  Tennessee,  June  24,  1826. 

Dear  Uncle, 

This  will  inform  you  of  my  arrival  to  this  place  about  one 
hour  since,  and  that  I  am  at  present  having  good  health  and  hoping 
this  will  find  self  and  family  as  such.  My  horse  seems  to  hold 
up  pretty  well  so  far,  and  I  hope  he  will  be  able  to  perform  the 
journey.  I  have  two  hundred  and  sixty  miles  yet  to  travel,  for 
which  I  hope  I  shall  be  able  to  perform  in  seven  days  more,  and 
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on  my  arrival  I  will  again  write  you.  I  left  Uncle  Garland’s  last 
Monday  morning. 

From  your  obliging  nephew, 
Thomas  C.  Rucker. 

You  will  please  give  my  best  love  and  compliments  to  Mr. 
Skinner.

Anthony  Rucker  paid  a  personal  tax  in  Henry  County  for 
one  year  only,  1830. 

At  the  January  Court  of  Amherst  County  in  1833  the  “Court 
was  satisfied”  that  Ambrose5  Rucker,  administrator  of  James 
Marr’s  estate,  was  dead,  and  appointed  Anthony5  Rucker.  At  the 
March  Court  of  the  same  year,  Anthony  was  appointed  Executor 
of  Ambrose5  Rucker’s  estate. 

With  the  marriage  bond  of  Anthony  Rucker  to  Peggy  Hardy, 
there  is  a  note  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  to  issue  the  license.  This 
note  is  signed  by  William  Hardy,  father  of  Peggy  Hardy,  dated 
Jan.  1,  1816.

Isaac4  paid  his  first  land  tax  on  400  acres  in  1807,  but  paid 
a  personal  tax  first  in  1796. 

James  Morton  of  Woodford  County,  Kentucky  and  Ambrose 
Rucker  of  Amherst,  sold  to  Isaac  Rucker,  Jr.  91  acres  of  land  on 
North  side  of  Pauls  Mountain,  on  Harris  Creek  at  Thoroughfare 
on  top  of  Pauls  Mountains,  3  Oct.,  1793  (D.  B.  G,  p.  319). 

Isaac  Rucker  and  wife,  Mary  Ann,  sold  400  acres  of  land  to 
Wiley  Campbell,  Mch.  2,  1811  (D.  B.  M„  p.  104). 

Isaac4  Rucker  with  Ambrose  Rucker,  security,  was  appointed 
guardian  to  Henry5  P.,  Ambrose5,  Isaac5,  William5  B.  and  C.5 
Rucker,  infants  of  said  Isaac4  Rucker,  16  May,  1814  (W.  B.  5, 
p.  430). 

Isaac4  Rucker  deeds  to  his  daughter,  Martha  P.  Rucker,  a 
negro  girl,  with  Samuel  P.  Christian,  Trustee,  19  Oct.,  1812  (D. 
B.  M,  p.  275). 

Ambrose  Rucker  Sr.  to  son,  Isaac  Rucker  of  Amherst,  400 
acres  of  land  on  Rocky  Run  (both  sides),  adjoining  John  Campbell 
and  Nathan  Wingfield,  to  Frederick  Fultz’s,  15  March,  1806 
(D.  B.  K,  p.  452),  Amherst  Co. 

Isaac  Rucker  went  security  for  one  of  his  first  cousins,  who 
later  failed  in  the  tobacco  business  and  Isaac  was  forced  to  sell 
most  of  his  property.  After  this  his  sons,  Henry,  Ambrose, 
Isaac  and  Jonathan  went  to  Ohio.  Later  William  B.,  another  son 
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went  to  Mississippi  and  married  there.  His  youngest  son,  Ben¬ 
jamin5  Rucker,  stayed  with  his  father  who  had  been  paralyzed. 

Both  Isaac  and  his  wife,  Mary  Wingfield  were  buried  at  Mt. 
Horeb  Church,  not  far  from  his  old  home,  where  he  died. 

Mary  Ann  Christian  died  at  the  home  of  her  brother,  Henry 
A.  Christian,  in  Lynchburg,  while  on  a  visit  there  with  her  hus¬ 
band  and  little  daughter,  Martha.  Mary  Ann  gave  this  daughter, 
Martha,  to  her  brother,  Henry,  on  her  death  bed. 

Mrs.  Theisz  said  that  they  did  not  keep  in  touch  with  the 
sons  in  Ohio,  but  that  after  the  Civil  War,  her  father,  Benjamin 
learned  through  Major  Glass  (Cousin)  that  Isaac5  Rucker  on 
account  of  his  southern  sentiments  found  it  very  unpleasant  in 
Ohio,  and  moved  to  Missouri  about  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
During  the  Civil  War,  Major  Glass  of  Lynchburg,  received  a 
letter  from  a  son  of  this  Isaac  Rucker,  saying  he  was  a  prisoner 
at  Camp  Chase,  Ohio,  and  wanted  Major  Glass  to  get  him  ex¬ 
changed  for  an  officer  of  the  same  rank.  He  was  a  major  on 
Gen.  Price’s  staff.  Major  Glass’s  mother  and  the  young  officer’s 
mother  were  sisters,  also  the  wife  of  Major  Glass  was  a  first 
cousin  to  Isaac5  Rucker,  therefore  he  appealed  to  Maj.  Glass. 
However,  the  young  officer  died  before  an  exchange  was  made. 
His  name  was  Robert  Rucker,  and  his  mother’s  name  was  Caw- 
thorne,  the  dau.  of  Robert  Cawthorne. 

Thomas  Glass  settled  in  Fluvanna  Co.,  m.  Lavinia,  dau.  of 
Richard  and  Ann  Williamson  Cauthorne.  Thomas  was  a  captain 
of  the  militia  during  the  Revolution.

(D.  B.  Q,  p.  393),  April  18,  1825. 

Bartlett  Clements,  executor  of  Ambrose  Tomlinson,  deceased 
of  Amherst,  sold  property  to  Isaac  and  Henry  Rucker,  3,  Apr. 
1824  (D.  B.  W,  p.  30). 

Bartlett  Clements  appointed  Isaac  Rucker,  Sr.,  his  attorney, 
both  of  Amherst,  Trustee  for  “My  children  Polly,  Joicy,  and

In  1789  he  is  paying  taxes  on 
4430  acres  in  Amherst,  but  begins  the  next  year  to  divide  and  sell, 
paying  on  617  acres  in  1809.  In  1783  he  is  paying  on  17  whites, 
18  blacks  and  8  horses. 

Benjamin  Rucker  of  Amherst  Co.  on  Feb.  22,  1773,  bought 
from  Bowling  Clarke  and  W.  Winifred  of  Bedford,  for  $266, 
532  acres  on  Naked  Mountain  on  a  creek  (D.  B.  5,  p.  54,  Bed¬ 
ford  Co.).  This  land  was  deeded  to  son,  James  Rucker,  of  Camp¬ 
bell  Co.  (formed  from  Bedford  in  1784)  land  on  Blackwater 
Creek  adj.  said  James  Rucker,  Edmund  and  Henry  Tate,  Sam¬ 
uel  Scott,  Jesse  Burton  and  William  Terrell,  June  2,  1795  (D.  B. 
3,  p.  535,  Campbell).  However,  the  land  was  not  relinquished 
until  Apr.  14,  1810,  by  Benjamin  and  wife,  Betty  Rucker. 

In  the  meantime  James  and  Nancy,  his  wife,  had  sold  the 
same  532  acres  for  £1100  to  Richard  Chilton  of  Culpeper  in  1798 
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(D.  B.  4,  p.  509,  Campbell).  Nancy,  wife  of  James  Rucker, 
relinquished  her  rights  to  the  land  at  the  June  Court  of  1799. 
Benjamin  paid  taxes  on  this  land  until  1795,  then  James  began 
paying  until  1811. 

Maj.  Samuel  Scott  bought  400  acres  of  land  on  both  sides  of 
Turkey  Branch,  adjoining  Henry  Tate,  lying  between  Benjamin 
Rucker  and  Chiles  Terrell,  in  Amherst. 

Among  the  unindexed  Revolution  claims  in  the  Archives  in 
Richmond  paid  in  1781  for  provisions  impressed  or  taken  for  the 
use  of  the  army  appears :

The  following  statement  was  made  by  James  Hudson,  of 
Versailles,  Ky.,  who  was  an  eye  witness  to  the  incident,  “During 
the  Civil  War,  when  the  Confederate  soldiers  were  stationed  near 
Appomattox  C.  H.,  a  soldier  was  asked  to  volunteer  to  set  on 
fire  the  Court  House,  to  prevent  its  being  captured  by  the  Federal 
Troops.  A  man  from  a  Tennessee  company  by  the  name  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Rucker  volunteered,  he  succeeded  in  setting  the  house  on 
fire,  but  being  in  full  view  of  the  enemy  he  was  immediately  shot. 
We  do  not  know  to  which  family  the  above  Benjamin  belongs,  but 
are  placing  it  here  hoping  some  day  to  hear  from  the  descendants 
of  the  above  soldier.

There  was  a  Thomas  Rucker  who  married 
in  Amherst  Co.  in  1787  Hannah  Philips,  dau.  of  Conyers  Philips. 
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Could  this  Thomas  have  married  twice?  The  land  and  personal 
tax  books  show  only  one  Thomas  Rucker.  Thomas  and  his  wife, 
Sally,  sold  their  land  in  Amherst  Co.,  Apr.  15,  1799  (D.  B.  K., 
p.  99,  Amherst  Co.,  Va.).  He  bought  the  350  acres  of  land  from 
Thomas  Bragg  and  wife  Lucy  for  £15,  land  on  Stovalls  Cr.  ad¬ 
joining  Benjamin  Rucker  on  18  Apr.  1796  (D.  B.  G.,  p.  704, 
Amherst  Co.,  Va.). 

The  will  of  Thomas  Rucker  was  dated  Nov.  2,  1839,  and 
probated  Mch.  10,  1843,  in  Rutherford  Co.,  Tenn.  To  my  wife, 
Sally,  the  home  tract  of  400  acres,  also  250  acres ;  sons  Thomas, 
Jr.,  Edmund,  and  Samuel  Rucker;  and  dau.  Catherine  Porter.

1708,  d.  at  Westminster,  Carroll  Co.,  Maryland,  Sept.  2,  1790, 
m.  Lydia  Richards,  d.  Feb.  19,  1809.  He  founder  the  town  of 
Westminster  in  Maryland,  served  in  the  French  and  Indian  War. 
His  son  James,  b.  Feb.  6,  1752,  m.  Susan  Black,  of  Sumner  Co., 
Tenn.  He  enlisted  from  Maryland  in  the  Third  Regiment  in 
1776,  he  was  made  a  lieutenant  in  1778,  a  captain  in  1782,  and 
was  in  the  battles  of  Guilford  Court  House,  Eutaw  Springs, 
Yorktown  and  others.  He  moved  to  Cragford,  Sumner  Co., 
Tenn.,  in  1785.  In  1794  he  was  appointed  by  President  Wash¬ 
ington  to  be  a  member  of  the  legislative  council  of  the  Territory 
south  of  the  Ohio.

Another  deed,  1781,  conveying  land,  ten  of  the  children  sign, 
but  neither  Reuben’s,  nor  Margaret  Smith’s  name  appears.  Reu¬ 
ben  may  have  left  Va.  very  early  leaving  no  record.

He  pays  taxes  on  300  and  77  acres  of  land  until  1798,  then 
the  “Estate”  pays  on  these  two  tracts  until  1803,  at  which  time 
his  widow,  Mildred,  begins  paying  on  170  acres  until  her  death, 
1812,  Richard  having  bought  97  acres  in  1800,  and  Reuben  in 
1802,  100  acres. 

His  brother,  Anthony  Rucker,  bought  2  tracts  of  land,  103 
and  14  acres  from  Isaac  in  1795,  but  Anthony  does  not  pay  upon 
this  land  until  1798.  A  witness  to  the  sale  was  his  dau.,  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Rucker. 

In  1790,  “Isaac  Rucker  Sr.”  signed  a  number  of  county 
petitions,  one  to  establish  a  tobacco  warehouse  in  Amherst,  oppo¬ 
site  Lynchburg,  “as  the  cost  is  too  great  to  take  the  casks  over 
the  ferry  and  up  the  banks.” 

In  1797  the  petition  to  divide  the  county  was  signed  by 
917  men.  Five  Isaac  Ruckers  signed.  “Isaac  Sr. ;  Isaac  Minor ; 
Isaac  Doc.;  Isaac,  Jr.;  and  Isaac,  Jr.” 

June  20.th  1785. 

At  a  Board  of  the  Field  Officers  &  Magistrates  of  the  County 
of  Amherst  (Pursuant  to  an  Act,  entitled  “An  act  for  amending 
several  laws  for  regulating  &  disciplining  the  militia  &  guarding 
against  invasions  and  insurrections”)  for  the  purpose  of  recom¬ 
mending  fit  &  proper  persons  to  be  Captains  &  Subalterns  of 
the  s’d  County.

He  was  in  the  Rev.  War.  Hardesty s  H.  and  G.  Ency.  men¬ 
tions  him  as  a  lieutenant  of  the  county  militia  under  Col.  Daniel 
Gains.  June  21,  1781,  they  were  ordered  to  join  LaFayette  at 
Yorktown. 

Mch.  Court,  1786.  Isaac  Rucker  is  recommended  to  his 
Excellency,  the  Governor,  as  a  proper  person  to  execute  the 
office  of  Captain  of  a  Company  of  Militia  of  this  County  in  the 
room  of  Benjamin  Rucker,  who  hath  resigned  and  Anthony 
Rucker  is  recommended  as  Ensign  (O.  B.  1784-87),  Amherst

Isaac  Rucker,  Sr.  may  have  been  a  lawyer,  for  so  many 
Treas.  warrants  were  delivered  to  him  from  other  people  (Land 
Office  Ref.). 

Will  of  John  Plunket  dated  June  11,  1758,  probated  July 
27,  1758,  mentions  wife,  Mildred,  children  and  “father”.  Exec, 
wife,  Mildred,  Rush  Hudson  and  John  Morton  (W.  B.  2,  p.  273), 
Orange  Co.,  Va. 

Isaac  was  appointed  Guardian  to  Benjamin  and  Sally  Plun¬ 
ket,  and  administrator  to  settle  the  estate  of  John  Plunket,  dec’d, 
Aug.  27,  1761  (W.  B.  2,  p.  447),  Orange. 

In  the  meantime  he  had  married  the  widow  of  John,  Mildred 
Hawkins  Plunket.  Ten  years  later  the  two  children  being  of 
age,  Isaac  brings  the  Guardian’s  account  to  court,  making  a  re¬ 
port,  Mch.  26,  1772.  “The  estate  of  John  Plunket,  dec’d,  debtor, 
to  Isaac  Rucker,  Guardian.

In  1785  he  begins  to  sign  petitions  (county)  and  to  pay  land 
tax  in  1788,  on  100  acres,  and  continues  until  1804,  then  pays  on 
170  acres. 

In  1813,  and  until  his  death  in  1835,  Moses  pays  tax  on  464 
acres  on  Tarrapin  Creek,  land  adjoining  Arthur  Davis. 

The  May  Court  of  Campbell  County  of  1790,  pays  Moses 
Rucker  for  3  days  attendance  “travelling  twenty  miles  twice, 
crossing  two  ferries  at  Lynchs”  (O.  B.  2).

The  records  do  not  show  that  Peter  was  the  son  of  Moses. 
We  find  no  will  of  Moses,  therefore  are  not  sure  but  the  many 
transactions  between  this  Peter  and  Moses  suggest  father  and  son. 
Moses  signed  the  marriage  contract  of  Peter  Rucker  and  Peter 
asked  the  court  to  appoint  the  sheriff  to  settle  Moses’s  estate  in 
1839. 
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In  1820  there  was  a  business  transaction  between  Peter  and 
his  brother  (?),  Elisha  Rucker.  (See  Elisha,  p.  141). 

My  father,  Wm.  Ambrose  Rucker,  who  was  born  in  Amherst 
County,  in  1840,  d.  1922,  said  he  was  a  young  man  when  “Old 
Cousin  Peter  Rucker  died,  and  remembered  him  very  well,”  that 
Peter  was  a  neighbor  on  the  West  side  of  Tobacco  Row  Moun¬ 
tains.  Pie  was  a  very  wealthy  man.  Father  did  not  remember 
the  degree  of  kinship. 

He  paid  his  1st  personal  tax  in  1809,  on  one  horse,  which 
would  indicate  he  was  just  of  age.  He  paid  his  1st  land  taxes 
in  1824  on  100  acres  of  land  transferred  to  him  from  the  estate  of 
William  Schofield,  adjoining  Godfrey  Toler.  Two  years  later 
he  acquired  100  acres  more.  In  1834  he  owns  616  acres  of  land  in 
Amherst,  on  the  Pedlar  River,  on  the  West  side  of  Tobacco  Row 
Mountains.  Same  adjoined  Job  Carter.  In  1845  he  paid  taxes  on 
1,504  acres. 

He  continued  buying  and  selling  until  1859,  making  at  least 
80  transactions,  some  to  Charles  H.  Rucker,  George  T.  Pleasants, 
Samuel  W.  Fuller,  Lindsey  Burks,  and  Samuel  M.  Garland.

Deed  signed  by  Peter  Rucker,  Alexander  Marr, 
John  Rucker,  John  Lee,  Ambrose  Rucker,  Benjamin  Rucker,  Isaac 
Rucker,  Stephen  Ham,  Anthony  Rucker,  James  Morton. 

Anthony  was  not  of  age  when  the  estate  of  his  father  was 
divided  in  1751,  but  in  1782  he  is  paying  on  384,  and  100  acres  in 
Amherst  Co.,  the  384  acres  “whereupon  he  lives”  on  Harris  Creek. 
In  1798  he  bought  104,  and  9  acres  of  land  from  his  brother 
Isaac.  In  1806  he  is  paying  on  589,  and  213  acres. 

Anthony  Rucker  was  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Provision  Law 
for  this  County  for  year  1781.  Allowed  50  lbs.  sterling  for  same 
(O.  B.  1782-84,  p,  207). 

7  Oct.,  1782,  Anthony  Rucker  is  allowed  the  sum  of  £47  for 
63  days  as  Commissioner  in  valuing  lands  in  the  Upper  Battallion 
in  this  county,  which  sum  the  sheriff  is  to  pay  out  of  the  taxes 
when  collected  (O.  B.  1782-84,  p.  32). 

May  Court,  1783.  On  motion  of  Anthony  Rucker  the  Court 
doth  certify  that  the  said  Rucker  served  as  a  Commissioner  of  the 
Provision  Law  for  this  county  for  the  year  1781,  and  that  he 
found  himself  writing  paper  for  the  said  business. 

Anthony  Rucker  was  granted  677  acres,  part  of  entry  made 
Mch.  2,  1789,  on  Treasury  Warrant  No.  1923,  lying  in  County 
of  Fayette,  on  waters  of  Four-Mile  Creek,  opposite  John  Rucker, 
etc.  (D.  B.  D.,  p.  305). 

Fayette  Co.,  Ky.,  Dec.  7,  1791,  Anthony  Rucker,  of  Amherst 
Co.,  Va.,  “finds  it  inconvenient  to  come  to  Kentucky,  and  appoints 
James  Rucker,  my  worthy  friend”,  his  attorney,  to  sell  his  lands 
in  Kentucky.  Witness:  John  Morton,  Jeremiah  Morton, 
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Benjamin  Moor,  James  Morton,  James  Rucker.  (D.  B.  B.,  p. 
101)  Woodford  Co.,  Ky. 

Revolutionary  Service  reference:  Augusta  Abstracts,  Vol. 
2,  p.  492 — Shumaker’s  declaration  that  he  was  to  guard  the  Albe¬ 
marle  Barracks  under  Captain  Anthony  Rucker.  Hardesty's  H. 
&  G.  Ency.  of  Amherst  County. 

Calendar  of  State  Papers:  Vol.  II,  p.  406,  of  Amherst  Co., 
Sept.  9,  1781 — a  letter  written  by  Anthony  Rucker  to  Colonel 
Davies,  head  of  the  War  Department,  in  reference  to  carrying  out 
instructions  given  by  him  regarding  the  collection  of  supplies, 
saying  “Bacon  is  scarce  on  account  of  shortage  of  salt”,  and  about 
establishing  a  magazine  at  Lynch’s  Ferry.  Anthony  was  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  the  Provision  Law  of  Amherst. 

From  the  Diary  of  Col.  Landon  Carter,  Sabin  Hall,  Rich¬ 
mond  Co.,  Va.,  that  he  had  sent  a  letter  by  “Captain  Rucker, 
victualer  to  the  regiment”  just  before  Gen.  Washington  came  to 
Yorktown.

December  17,  1792,  Anthony  Rucker  was  appointed  a  to¬ 
bacco  inspector  in  Amherst  Co.,  secured  by  Ambrose  Rucker. 

“By  Gone  Days”  from  a  Richmond  newspaper  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  years  ago,  1821  :  “The  public  is  hereby  notified  that  a  patent 
has  been  secured  for  the  heirs  of  Anthony  Rucker  and  Benjamin 
Rucker,  the  original  inventors  of  the  James  River  batteau,  or 
tobacco  boat,  the  exclusive  right  to  use  and  vend  to  others,  etc. 
The  following  is  in  reference  to  a  tobacco  boat  patented  by 
Anthony  and  Benjamin  Rucker,  copied  from  Amherst  Deed  Book: 
“Having  confidence  in  the  ability  of  Edmund  Rucker,  of  Ruther¬ 
ford  County,  Tenn. ;  Nelson  C.  Dawson  and  Ambrose  Rucker,  of 
Amherst,  patentees  and  trustees  for  the  heirs  and  devisees  of 
Benjamin  and  Anthony  Rucker,  the  original  inventors  of  the 
Batteaux  or  tobacco  boats  now  used  on  the  James  River  and  other 
waters  of  the  U.  S.,  appoint  the  said  Edmund  Rucker  our  agent  in 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Ala¬ 
bama.  Patent  issued  3  Apr.,  1821.”  (D.  B.  P.,  p.  6). 
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In  1813  Anthony  sold  674  acres  to  his  brother  Benjamin,  on 
Harris  Creek.  In  1819  he  sold  213  acres  to  David  Tinsley.  He 
died  in  1820,  leaving  359  acres,  adjoining  W.  R.  Roane,  upon 
which  his  estate  paidtaxes  in  1822.  The  following  year  it  paid  on 
479  acres. 

Rebecca’s  name  does  not  appear  upon  the  tax  books  until 
1822,  after  which  time  she  pays  on  125  acres,  adjoining  W.  R. 
Roane,  a  life  interest.  In  1840  Anthony’s  estate  is  still  paying 
on  482  acres. 

The  following  is  copied  from  The  Lynchburg  Press,  Friday, 
Feb.  23,  1821 : 

“Died,  at  his  residence  in  Amherst  on  the  27  ult.,  Anthony 
Rucker,  Esq.,  in  the  81st  year  of  his  age.  He  was  one  of  the  few 
surviving  patriots  of  the  Revolutionary  struggle,  and  none  repre¬ 
sented  more  fully  the  characteristic  honesty  and  simplicity  of  man¬ 
ners,  of  the  virtuous  age.  As  he  was  pure  and  unsullied  in  life, 
so  was  he  constant  and  intrepid  in  Death.  A  living  example  of 
rectitude. 

“Few  men  have  rendered  more  important  services  to  their 
country  in  the  subordinate  departments  of  usefulness  than  the 
deceased. 

“The  offices  in  the  gift  of  his  country,  he  filled  with  great 
credit  to  himself  and  satisfaction  to  his  constituents.  None  have 
transmitted  a  more  unspotted  reputation  for  honesty  to  posterity, 
than  old  Anthony  Rucker.  Long  will  his  name  be  remembered 
with  patriarchal  reverence.” 

Will  of  Anthony  Rucker,  Sr.  Dated  20  Apr.,  1820,  recorded 
17  Feb.,  1821  :  “To  wife,  Rebecca,  the  home  with  125  acres  of 
land,  slaves.  To  son,  Absolom  Rucker,  100  acres  on  the  road,  1  acre 
of  land  to  be  reserved  where  the  church  now  stands  for  a  place  of 
worship.  My  estate  to  be  equally  divided  in  six  parts :  To  sons : 
Abner,  Armistead,  and  Absolom ;  to  dau.,  Agnes  Ogden,  200  acres 
of  land ;  to  the  children  of  my  deceased  daus. :  Ann  Eades,  and 
Amelia  Richardson.  Land  on  Four-Miles  Creek,  Ky.  Executors : 
Nelson  Carter  Dawson,  Sr.,  Ambrose  Rucker,  son  of  Reuben 
Rucker,  dec.,  Isaac  Rucker.  Witness:  John  Coleman,  Edwin 
T.  Rucker,  Nathan  D.  Rucker,  David  Tinsly,  Sr.  (W.  B.  6,  p. 
210)  Amherst. 

Codicil:  to  Benjamin  Ogden  213  acres  to  make  my  daughter 
Agnes  have  an  equal  share.

My  estate  both  real  and  personal  divide 
amongst  all  of  my  children.  Should  two  of  my  daughters  by  my 
present  wife,  Rebecca  and  Sally,  when  they  come  to  years  of  dis¬ 
cretion  abandon  me  and  remain  with  their  mother  against  my  will, 
after  I  have  provided  a  home  for  them,  in  that  event  I  duly  leave 
them  a  dollar  each.  .  .

CHAPTER  THREE 

Peter  Rucker 

2.  Peter2  Rucker  (Peter1)  was  mentioned  in  a  deed  in  1707 
by  Frederick  Coghill,  of  Essex.  “For  love  and  affection  to  John 
,  Thomas  and  Peter  Rucker,  sons  of  Peter  Rucker.  In  1734  his 
brother,  John,  deeded  to  their  parents,  “Peter  Rucker  and  his  wife, 
Elizabeth,  their  natural  lives,  420  acres  and  after  their  death  to 
Peter  Jr.  and  Ephraim  land  whereon  they  now  live.” 

We  find  nothing  more  of  him.  He  left  no  will.  If  he  mar¬ 
ried  and  had  children,  he  divided  up  what  property  he  may  have 
had.  There  are  no  deeds  recorded.  His  father  did  not  mention 
him  in  his  will,  nor  did  his  brothers.

Inventory  of  estate  of  Mr.  Cornelius  Reynolds  by  his  wife, 
Margery,  Executrix,  9th  Feb.  1685  (W.  B.  6,  p.  88),  Old  Rappa. 
Co.,  Va. 

Thomas  Rucker  of  St.  Anne  Parish,  Essex,  bought  100  acres 
of  land  from  James  Taylor  of  St.  Stephen  Parish,  King  and 
Queen  Co.,  May  27,  1725  (D.  B.  A,  p.  143),  Spotsylvania  Co. 

In  1727  he  sold  this  land  to  Henry  Downs  of  St.  George 
Parish,  Spotsylvania  Co.  Thomas  was  then  living  in  King  and 
Queen. 

In  1730  he  patented  876  acres  of  land  in  Spotsylvania.  476 
acres  of  this  patent  he  sold  in  1732  to  his  brother,  John  Rucker, 
land  in  St.  Marks  Parish,  wife  Elizabeth,  signed  the  deed.  Wit¬ 
ness :  Thomas  Chew,  Joseph  Hawkins,  Robert  Turner. 

In  1739  he  bought  from  John  Rucker  539  acres  of  land  on  the 
North  side  of  the  Rapidan  River,  on  Maple  Run. 

In  a  suit  against  Jarrell,  Thomas  paid  Henry  Powell  90  lbs. 
of  Tobacco  for  one  days  attendance,  coming  and  going  10  miles 
to  court.  Also  30  lbs.  of  tobacco  to  James  McKenney,  and  90 
lbs.  to  Sarah  Keaton,  all  as  witnesses  (O.  B.  1732,  p.  276),  Dec. 
13,  1734,  Caroline  Co. 

He  was  appointed  surveyor  of  the  roads  in  “Room”  of 
Charles  Beasley,  May  10,  1730.  Four  years  later  he  petitioned 
the  court  to  appoint  James  ffitch  in  his  “Room.” 
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In  1737  Thomas  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  and  James  Rucker  and 
wife,  Margaret,  sold  land  to  Charles  Beasley.  Thomas  deeded 
land  to  sons,  Thomas,  Cornelius  and  Peter,  to  the  other  sons  he 
willed  land  on  the  North  side  of  the  Rapidan  (now  in  Madison 
Co.) 

May  28,  1741,  Thomas  was  appointed  constable  in  Orange 
in  place  of  William  Jackson  (O.  B.  2,  p.  357),  Caroline. 

Thomas  Rucker  of  Caroline  sold  land  to  Robert  Taliaferro, 
1741.  (He  moved  to  Orange  before  1747.) 

Thomas  Rucker  of  Orange,  St.  Thomas  Parish,  sold  123  acres 
of  land  to  William  Rucker,  for  £25,  Aug.  22,  1747.  Witness: 
Bartho.  Vawter,  Nathan  Underwood,  Ephraim  Rucker. 

The  same  year  he  sold  90  acres  to  Thomas  Coffee  both  of 
Orange.  He  patented  347  acres  of  wash  land  in  1754,  adjoining 
his  own  land,  and  Captain  Henry  Downs.  Witness :  Zachary 
Taylor,  Charles  Hoomes. 

Lewis  Herndon  and  wife,  Frances,  of  Caroline,  sold  100  acres 
for  £40  to  Thomas  Rucker  of  Culpeper,  land  on  both  sides  of 
Stanton  River. 

Thomas  Rucker  of  Culpeper  on  July  16,  1761,  sold  to  Mich¬ 
ael  Erhart  of  same,  for  £12,  240  acres  of  land  in  Culpeper,  adjoin¬ 
ing  Julius  Christy,  Samuel  Angels  and  Thomas  Rucker  on  Rap¬ 
idan  River  (D.  B.  C,  p.  534),  Culpeper  Co.  Witness:  William 
Lightfoot,  Thomas  Chew,  Benjamin  Chew. 

Elizabeth,  the  widow  of  Thomas  Rucker,  died  in  Culpeper 
in  1788. 

Thomas  left  his  plantation  and  two  slaves  to  her,  and  to  his 
son,  George  after  her  death. 

In  1782,  Elizabeth  was  paying  on  200  acres  of  land  in  Cul¬ 
peper.  She  continued  until  1788. 

Her  son,  George,  in  1782,  was  paying  on  136  acres.  In  1788 
he  began  paying  on  three  hundred  and  thirty-six  acres  (his 
mother’s  land). 

Will  of  Thomas  Rucker,  June  11,  1763,  Oct.  20,  1763. 

“In  the  Name  of  God,  Amen.  June  the  eleventh  day  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  sixty  three. 

I,  Thomas  Rucker  of  Blumfield  Parish  in  the  County  of 
Culpeper,  having  my  sound  and  Perfect  Sense  of  mind,  and 
memory  Thanks  to  the  Almighty  God  for  the  same,  and  Calling 
to  mind  the  mortality  of  mankind  and  that  all  men  must  die, 
Therefore  as  Touching  such  Worldly  Estate  that  it  hath  Pleased 
God  to  Bless  me  in  this  world  with  I  do  give  and  Bequeath  in 
manner  and  form  following. 
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Imprimis.  First  and  Principally  I  Bequeth  my  soul  to  the 
almighty  God  that  gave  it  to  me,  and  my  Body  to  be  Buried  in  a 
Christian  like  manner  at  the  Direction  of  my  Executors. 

Item:  I  give  and  Bequeth  unto  my  well  beloved  son  John 
Rucker  all  that  Tract  or  Parcel  of  Land  situate,  lying  and  Being 
in  Culpeper  County  and  Bound  between  Cornelius  Ruckers  line, 
Peter  Ruckers  Line,  Michael  Eharts  Line,  Thomas  Ruckers  Jun. 
his  line,  and  the  road  that  now  parts  it  from  the  Land  I  now  live 
on  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever. 

Item :  I  give  and  bequeth  unto  my  beloved  son  George 
Rucker  the  Land  and  Plantation  I  now  live  on,  it  being  Bounded 
by  the  Road  that  now  is  Thomas  Rucker  Jun.  his  line,  the  river 
and  William  Craford’s  line  which  said  land  and  plantation  I  give 
to  my  son  George  and  his  heirs  for  ever. 

Item:  But  and  in  case  my  son  John  Rucker  should  die  with¬ 
out  heir  then  his  Part  as  above  mentioned  shall  be  and  I  give  the 
same  unto  my  son  William  Rucker  and  if  in  the  like  case  my 
son  George  Rucker  should  die  without  heir  that  the  part  laid  off 
for  him  above  mentioned  shall  be  and  I  give  the  same  to  my  son 
Muldin  Rucker,  the  above  two  Parcels  of  Land  shall  be  to  my  two 
said  sons  William  and  Muldin  and  their  heirs  for  Ever  if  Either 
of  the  forementioned  John  Rucker  and  George  Rucker  should  die 
without  heirs  as  above  mentioned. 

Item :  I  will  and  Desire  that  my  wife,  Elizabeth  Rucker  shall 
have  the  work  and  I  do  lend  her  the  two  negroes,  as  shall  be 
here  mentioned  (viz)  Jack  and  Hannah  which  said  negroes  I 
do  lend  to  my  wife  Elisabeth  for  and  during  her  Natural  Life 
and  no  Longer  and  After  the  Decease  of  my  said  wife  Elisabeth 
then  the  said  Negroes  and  future  increase  of  the  said  Negroes 
Hannah  if  any  shall  be  at  the  Decease  of  my  said  wife  shall  re¬ 
turn  to  my  Estate  and  shall  be  as  I  shall  hereafter  mention. 

I  lend  unto  my  wife  Elisabeth  my  manner  Plantation  I  now 
live  on  For  and  During  her  Natural  Life  and  no  Longer  and  at 
the  Decease  of  my  said  Wife  Elisabeth  then  the  said  Lands  and 
Plantation  to  return  to  my  son  George  as  above  mentioned. 

Item:  I  lend  to  my  wife  Elisabeth  all  and  Every  of  my 
Estate  that  Remaineth  and  Every  of  my  Estate  Personal  and  all 
and  Every  Negro  shall  be  sold  and  then  the  money  arising  thereby 
shall  be  Equally  Divided  Between  my  Children  as  shall  be  here¬ 
after  named,  Thomas,  Peter,  Mary,  John,  Elisabeth,  Martha, 
William,  Muldin,  Isaac,  Easter,  Franky,  George. 

Item:  I  constitute  Nominate  and  appoint  my  Two  sons  Peter 
and  John  to  be  the  Executors  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testa¬ 
ment,  utterly  Revoking,  Disallowing  and  Disannuling  all  former 
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and  other  Wills,  Testaments,  Bequests,  Legacies  by  me  formerly 
made  and  Done  and  allowing  this  and  only  this  to  be  my  last 
will  and  Testament.  In  Testimony  whereof  I  do  hereunto  set 
my  hand  and  Seal  the  Day  and  Year  above  written.  Signed 
Thomas  Rucker  (W.  B.  A,  p.  350),  Culpeper  Co.

1.  John3  Rucker  (Thomas2,  Peter1),  born  in  Orange  (later 
Madison),  sold  his  share  of  his  father’s  land  and  moved  across 
the  river  Rapidan  into  Orange  (later  Greene),  and  founded  Ruck- 
ersville.  He  died  there  in  1794,  leaving  his  wife  land  on  Rippins 
Run,  on  the  South  side  of  the  Rapidan  River. 

He  married  Mary2  Burton  (May1  Burton),  who  died  in 
Orange  (Greene),  1823,  leaving  a  will  (Sept.  23,  1822,  prob. 
Feb.  24,  1823),  which  mentions  children:  Milly  Head,  the  wife 
of  Marshall  Head ;  Mary  Graves,  wife  of  Walter  Graves,  and 
Joel  Rucker. 

Witness :  John  White,  William  Collins,  William  H.  Mans¬ 
field  (W.  B.  6,  p.  66),  Orange  Co. 

Mary  paid  tax  on  120  acres  in  Orange,  in  1802,  land  on 
Rippins  Run,  continuing  until  her  death,  1823. 

John  Rucker  and  wife,  Mary,  of  Orange  Co.,  sold  150  acres 
for  £20  to  George  Rucker  (brother).  Land  in  Culpeper  on  Maple 
Run  (his  share  of  his  father’s  estate). 

Witness:  William  Rucker,  Michael  Ehart,  Robert  Sherman 
(D.  B.  H,  p.  602),  Culpeper. 

John3  of  Orange  Co.  bought  200  acres  of  land  in  Orange  from 
Ambrose  Burton  and  wife,  Caty,  in  1779  (D.  B.  17,  p.  271). 

He  bought  from  Mathew  Hambleton  both  of  St.  Thomas 
Parish,  Orange,  185  acres  of  land  Mathew  had  purchased  from  Dr. 
John  Fothergill  of  London,  Apr.,  1787.  1788  John  Rucker  sold 

to  Hambleton  200  acres  of  land  adjoining  “Twyman’s  in  Orange”. 
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In  1782  John  is  paying  taxes  on  400  acres  and  200  acres  of 
land  in  Orange. 

In  1786  he  adds  185  acres  more,  and  sold  the  200  acres  in 
1788,  but  continues  to  pay  on  the  400  acres  and  185  acres  until  his 
death,  in  1794.  Land  on  Rippins  Run  (later  Greene  County). 

In  1782  he  payed  personal  taxes  on  slaves  named  Giles,  Hog, 
Ishel,  Rachel  and  Adams  (personal  tax  book). 

1780  John  Rucker  of  Orange  was  mentioned  as  “Ensign”. 

He  signs  a  great  many  county  petitions  (to  be  found  in  the 
Archives,  Richmond,  Virginia).

In  1 777,  for  £20,  George  bought  150  acres  of  land  in  Cul¬ 
peper,  now  Madison,  from  his  brother,  John  and  wife,  Mary  Ruck¬ 
er,  of  Orange  Co.,  land  on  Maple  Run,  on  the  North  side  of  the 
Rapidan.  Witness :  Thomas  Rucker,  yMichael  Ehart,  Robert 
Sherman,  and  William  Rucker  (D.  B.  H,  p.  602),  Culpeper  Co. 

In  1782  he  is  paying  tax  on  only  136  acres,  continuing  until 
1788,  at  which  time  he  inherited  the  200  acres  of  his  mother,  Eliz¬ 
abeth,  dec’d.  The  following  year,  1789,  George  sold  both  tracts 
of  land  to  George  Anderson  (D.  B.  J,  p.  309),  Culpeper.  The 
land  books  of  1792,  Madison,  charges  George  Anderson  with 
336  acres,  formerly  George  Rucker’s  land. 

George  was  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  may  have  mar¬ 
ried  late  in  life.  His  widow  and  three  children  moved  to  Wilkes 
Co.,  Ga.,  and  settled  upon  land  reserved  for  Revolutionary  War 
soldiers.  George  married  Catherine  Ehart. 

Her  father,  Abraham  Ehart,  died,  leaving  a  will,  dated  May 
7,  1788.  In  this  he  mentions:  My  wife,  Catherine,  my  dau.s: 
Christine  Bruce,  Catherine  Rucker,  Susanna  Herndon,  my  sons, 
Abraham,  Michael,  Adam,  and  Jacob  John  Ehart.

Paid  land  and  personal 
tax  until  1805,  but  he  also  owned  land  on  the  South  side  of  the 
Rapidan,  in  Orange  County  (now  Greene). 

His  father,  Thomas,  deeded  to  him  235  acres,  land  on  the 
Rapidan  River,  March  15,  1759  (D.  B.  C,  p.  171,  Culpeper), 
and  the  other  land  he  bought,  owning  about  2,000  acres.  In  1792 
he  paid  on  only  190  acres,  his  estate  paid  on  this  until  1814,  and 
his  widow  Elizabeth  until  her  death  in  1827. 

On  Dec.  4th,  1770,  Thomas  Gully  and  wife,  Mary,  of  St. 
Thomas  Parish  sold  to  Thomas  Rucker,  100  acres  at  100  lbs. 
Sterling,  land  on  the  river.  Witness :  William  Rucker,  Peter 
Rucker  and  May  Burton  (D.  B.  15,  p.  265,  Culpeper  County). 

In  1784,  Aug.  24,  he  bought  from  Harry  Beverly’s  estate 
372  acres,  land  on  Robinson  River  (D.  B.  18,  p.  277,  Culpeper 
Co.). 

The  next  year  Thomas  sold  172  acres  of  this  tract  to  Cap¬ 
tain  Belfield  Cave,  land  on  Rapidan  River. 
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Thomas  made  a  deed  Jan.  7,  1794,  in  Madison  County  (D. 
B.  20,  p.  322),  to  his  grandchildren: —  “The  household  furniture 
and  stock  on  my  plantation  in  Orange  (Greene)  whereon  my  son, 
Wisdom,  now  lives,  and  from  which  he  will  soon  move,  to  Wis¬ 
dom  and  his  children,  Mary  Elizabeth  and  Thomas  Rucker.  Wit¬ 
ness  :  George  Eve,  Sarah  Rucker  and  Tabatha  Rucker. 

Thomas  Rucker  of  Madison,  in  1800,  June  23,  bought  from 
Belfield  Cave  and  wife,  Milly  of  Orange,  155  acres  for  155  lbs. 
Sterling,  land  in  Orange  (Greene),  on  South  side  of  Rapidan, 
adjoining  William  Herndon,  May  Burton,  on  Pole  Cat  Run  (D. 
B.  22,  p.  36,  Madison  Co.). 

In  1793  Thomas  Rucker,  John  Rowzee  and  Edward  Hern¬ 
don  were  appointed  to  appraise  the  estate  of  William  Crawford, 
deceased  (O.  B.  1,  p.  15,  Madison  Co.). 

The  adjustment  of  Revolutionary  claims  for  provisions  taken 
during  the  Revolutionary  War  for  Culpeper  County,  16  oct., 
1781 : — 

To  Thomas  Rucker,  for  650  lbs.  of  beef,  8  lbs.  Sterling  2s  6d. 

Received  from  Thomas  Rucker  425  lbs  of  beef  for  which 
payment  at  the  rate  of  two  pence — 5  lbs.  Sterling  6 — 3,  16  Oct. 
1781. 

Will  of  Thomas  Rucker,  dated  Jan.  7,  1805,  probated  June 
23,  1808  (W.  B.  2,  p.  29,  Madison  Co.,  Virginia). 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  Thomas  Rucker,  of  the 
County  of  Madison  and  State  of  Virginia,  being  of  sound  mind 
and  memory  thanks  be  to  Almighty  God  for  the  same  and  calling 
to  mind  the  precariousness  of  this  transitory  life  and  the  cer¬ 
tainty  of  death,  do  make  and  constitute,  order  and  declare  this 
to  be  my  last  Will  and  Testament,  and  First  I  give  my  soul  to 
Almighty  God  who  gave  it  and  my  body  to  the  earth  to  be  de¬ 
cently  buried  and  whereas  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to  bless 
me  with  this  world’s  wealth  I  give  and  dispose  of  the  same  in 
manner  and  form  following. 

Item.  I  lend  to  my  dear  loving  wife  Elizabeth  Rucker  all 
my  estate  both  real  and  personal  during  her  natural  life  or  widow¬ 
hood  but  if  in  case  she  should  marry  my  will  is  that  all  my  estate 
both  real  and  personal  shall  be  divided  as  hereafter  directed,  that 
is,  first  my  lands  both  in  Madison  and  Orange  shall  at  the  death 
or  marriage  of  my  dear  wife  Elizabeth  Rucker  be  divided  and  laid 
off  in  lots  as  many  as  I  have  children  hereafter  named  except 
my  son  Wisdom  Rucker.  I  cut  him  off  with  one  dollar  and  he 
is  not  to  inherit  no  more  of  my  estate  than  the  named  six  shill¬ 
ings  and  he  the  above  named  Wisdom  Rucker  stands  at  this  time 
indebted  to  me  in  the  sum  of  forty-four  pounds,  but  it  is  to  be 
understood  that  all  the  children  that  my  son  Wisdom  has  or  shall 
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have  by  his  present  wife  Rozanna  Rucker  they  shall  and  I  do  by 
these  presents  give  unto  them  to  be  equally  divided  among  them 
all  the  part  of  my  estate  that  I  intended  for  their  father  Wisdom 
Rucker,  which  said  estate  is  to  be  in  the  hands  of  my  executors 
and  as  my  son  Wisdom  Rucker’s  children  come  to  age  they  may 
and  shall  draw  it  out  of  the  hands  of  my  executors  hereafter 
named  and  apply  it  to  the  uses  they  so  cause  and  as  I  intend  the 
said  Wisdom  Ruckers  children  shall  have  a  lot  in  the  land  as  I 
intended  for  their  father,  my  executors  hereafter  named  may 
and  shall  and  has  by  these  presents  fully  authorized  and  impower 
to  sell  the  said  lot  of  land  and  after  public  notice  sell  to  the  best 
advantage  they  can  and  make  a  good  and  lawful  right  to  the  same 
in  behalf  of  my  son  Wisdom  Ruckers  children  so  that  each  lot 
shall  have  as  equal  number  of  acres  as  the  other  as  near  as  can 
be  laid  off  and  these  lots  to  be  valued  by  three  respectable  free 
holders  and  each  lot  to  be  numbered  and  the  value  of  every  lot 
to  be  set  on  each  ticket  with  its  number  and  all  the  tickets  thrown 
in  a  hat  or  box  and  they  shall  draw  for  the  lots  beginning  at  my 
eldest  child  and  so  on  to  the  youngest  except  my  son  Wisdom 
Rucker,  his  children  as  above  named  shall  receive  his  part  in  every 
instance  in  my  estate  as  above  directed  and  a  bystander  shall 
draw  for  them  and  it  shall  be  lawful  and  good  and  he  or  she  or 
my  son  Wisdom’s  children  gets  of  more  value  than  the  other  shall 
pay  to  the  other  in  proportion  so  that  every  lot  may  be  of  equal 
value  to  the  owner.  But  let  it  be  remembered  that  if  any  of  my 
children,  they  or  their  husbands  bargain  and  sell  the  above  named 
lots  of  land  or  their  supposed  rights  it  is  my  will  and  desire  that 
he  or  she  be  it  which  it  may  they  shall  and  are  by  these  presents 
cut  entirely  off  from  having  any  share  or  lot  in  the  above  named 
land  and  their  part  shall  return  to  those  who  do  not  sell,  the  in¬ 
tent  and  meaning  of  the  above  disinheritance  is  that  if  they  sell 
before  a  general  division,  after  a  general  division  they  are  at 
liberty  to  do  as  they  please. 

Item.  My  will  and  desire  is  that  the  rest  of  my  estate, 
namely  my  negroes,  my  stock  of  every  kind  that  with  my  house¬ 
hold  furniture  and  everything  else  belonging  to  the  said  estate  too 
tedious  here  to  mention  shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder  for 
ready  money  and  that  my  grandson  Morning  Rucker  is  to  have 
a  good  horse  saddle  and  bridle  or  twenty  pounds  cash  which  he 
chooses,  but  if  he  dies  without  heirs  it  shall  return  and  be  equally 
divided  among  all  my  children. 

Item: — If  either  of  my  children  namely  Sarah  Rucker  or 
Ezekiel  Rucker  should  be  single  at  my  death  they  shall  receive 
thirty  pounds  each  as  a  free  gift  before  a  division  takes  place. 

Item : — My  will  and  desire  is  that  after  the  death  or  marriage 
of  my  dear  wife  Elisabeth  Rucker  that  my  estate  be  sold  as  above 
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directed  and  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  after  paying  all  my 
just  debts  and  the  legacies  above  named  by  dividing  equally 
among  my  children,  namely  Mary  Herndon,  Sarah  Rucker,  Ann 
Herndon,  Wisdom  Rucker’s  children,  as  above  directed,  Tabitha 
Loyd,  Catey  Burruss,  John  Rucker,  Ezza  Anderson,  Ezekiel 
them  should  die  without  heir  their  part  of  the  estate  shall  return 
and  be  equally  divided  among  the  rest  of  my  children  according 
as  already  directed. 

Item ; — My  will  and  desire  is  that  all  the  expenses  which 
arises  at  the  said  sale  shall  be  paid  off  before  the  division  takes 
place. 

Item : — Some  of  my  children  have  already  received  property 
of  me  namely  Mary  Herndon  one  negro  girl  Dafney  valued  at 
fifty  pounts:  Ann  Herndon  one  negro  boy  Willis  valued  at  fifty 
pounds:  Tabitha  Loyd  one  negro  boy  Jeremiah  valued  at  forty- 
two  pounds :  Ezza  Anderson  one  negro  girl  named  Hannah  valued 
at  fifty  pounds :  Elisabeth  Phillips  one  negro  girl,  Grace  valued 
at  forty-two  pounds;  John  Rucker  has  received  in  cash  of  me 
forty  seven  pounds,  two  shillings  and  six  pence ;  Caty  Burruss 
one  negro  girl  Lucy  valued  forty  pounds :  Ezekiel  Rucker  has  re¬ 
ceived  of  me  in  cash  forty  two  pounds,  which  said  valuation  in 
money  is  to  be.

Item: — I  do  constitute  Joseph  Cave  executor  to  this  my  last 
disposition  of  property.

Zacharia  Phillips  left  a  will  in  Amherst,  dated  June  11,  1807, 
probated  Dec.  1817,  in  which  he  left  to  my  friends  Hawes  Cole¬ 
man  and  Captain  John  Harvie  fifty  pounds  sterling  in  trust  for 
my  daughter  Hannah  Rucker  and  his  children  (W.  B.  4,  p.  470, 
Amherst  County). 

1797  James  Tinsley  is  paying  on  105%  acres  of  land,  for¬ 
merly  of  John  Ruckers  (Tax  books),  Madison. 

This  land  John  Rucker  bought  from  Benjamin  James  Pow¬ 
ell  in  1796,  land  on  Elk  Run,  Madison  Co.  He  paid  a  personal 
tax  until  1800,  then  on  an  “Overseer”.  John  went  to  Amherst 
before  moving  to  Tennessee,  and  lived  on  Rucker’s  Run  in  Am¬ 
herst  (now  Nelson),  for  a  year. 

He  was  living  in  Amherst  Co.  in  1806,  having  sold  his  land, 
his  wife,  Hannah,  signing  the  deed,  land  in  Madison  Co.  Paying 
no  further  personal  tax  in  either  county. 

A  deed  recorded  in  Madison,  Jan.  15th,  1806,  Jacob  Ander¬ 
son  and  his  wife,  Ezza,  of  Orange,  John  Rucker  and  his  wife, 
Hannah,  of  Amherst,  sold  76  acres  in  Madison  (D.  B.  24,  p.  79, 
Madison). 

After  the  death  of  his  mother  in  1828,  John  received  his 
share  of  her  estate,  18  2/3  acres,  living  in  Humphrey  Co.,  Tenn. 
His  heirs  appointed  Robert  Bumpas  of  that  county  and  state 
their  attorney  to  sell  this  18  2/3  acres  of  land  in  Madison  Co. 
(D.  B.  10,  p.  532),  Jan.  9th,  1830. 

Zacharia  Rucker,  Thomas  and  Nancy  Rucker  of  Tennessee 
appointed  Robert  Bumpas  of  same  their  attorney  to  sell  the  18% 
acres  of  land  in  Madison  County,  Virginia. 

(D.  B.  10,  p.  523),  30  May,  1831,  Madison  Co.,  Virginia. 
Robert  Bumpas,  attorney  for  Elizabeth  Rucker;  Frances  Tilley, 
wife  of  Henry;  Susan  Allman,  wife  of  James;  John  Rucker, 
Polly  Rucker  and  James  Rucker  of  Wilson  County,  Tenn. ;  also 
attorney  for  Zacharia  Rucker;  Thomas  Rucker  and  Nancy  Rucker 
of  Humphrey  Co.,  Tenn.,  children  of  John  Rucker,  deceased. 
One  of  the  devisees  of  Thomas  Rucker  deceased,  of  Madison 
County,  sold  to  James  Herndon  of  Madison  County,  Virginia, 
18  2/3  acres,  for  $160.00.

Witness :  William  Walker,  John  Gibbs,  Jonathan  Underwood, 
James  Finney.  Feb.  10,  1775  (D.  B.  I,  p.  415)  Culpeper.  Re¬ 
corded  May  15,  1775. 

Peter  evidently  did  not  live  on  the  above  land  owning  others, 
from  a  deed  recorded,  1775,  he  sold  the  land  he  resided  on  adjoin¬ 
ing  William  Off  ells,  Ephraim  Rucker  and  Isaac  Tinsley  (D.  B.  B, 
p.  301)  Culpeper. 

Henning’s  statutes  mentioned  Peter  Rucker,  of  Culpeper,  as 
furnishing  supplies  to  the  county  militia  of  Culpeper  in  1755. 
Also,  on  Apr.  14,  1757,  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  men¬ 
tions  “services  rendered  by  Peter  Rucker”. 

In  the  French  and  Indian  War,  Peter  Rucker  and  William 
Nalle,  Jr.,  served  under  Captain  Robert  Slaughter.  They  were 
paid  for  services  rendered,  September,  1758.  ( Virginia  Colonial 

Militia) . 

On  Jan.  25,  1773,  Peter  Rucker,  of  Culpeper,  mortgaged  185 
acres  to  John  Rucker,  of  Orange,  (brother),  for  £50,  to  secure  a 
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debt.  The  mortgage  was  paid  the  next  year.  Witness :  May 
Burton,  Jr.,  William  Rucker,  George  Rucker. 

Peter  Rucker  served  in  Pennsylvania  at  Fort  Pitt,  during  the 
Revolutionary  War.  Afterwards  he  and  wife,  Sarah,  moved  to 
Mississippi  and  settled  on  the  River  Mississippi  below  Natchez.

In  the  land  and  personal  tax  books  of  Culpeper,  he  is  men¬ 
tioned  as  “William  Sen”,  “William  Jaw  Bones”,  “William,  son  to 
Thomas1”  and  “William  ( J.  Bones)  Sen”  ;  to  distinguish  him  from 
his  1st  cousin,  “William,  son  to  William”.  See  the  tax  list  copied 
from  the  original  tax  book  of  Culpeper  in  Richmond,  Va.,  given 
under  (William3,  William2,  Peter1  Rucker,  p.  243). 

In  1782  he  is  paying  on  300  acres,  but  in  1794  John  Leatherer 
is  paying  on  33  acres  of  William  Rucker’s  and  William  is  paying 
on  only  267.  He  continued  to  pay  on  the  267  acres  until  his  death 
in  1819. 

Will  of  William3  Rucker,  May  20,  1818,  Sept.,  1820.  He 
directs  his  land  and  all  of  the  rest  of  his  estate  to  be  sold,  and 
after  all  of  his  debts  are  settled,  the  money  to  be  divided  among 
his  children:  sons,  Joel,  Benjamin,  Jarvis;  daus.,  Fannie  and 
Eleanor.  “My  two  daughters,  Sally  Warren  and  Nancy  Carter, 
having  received  legacies  from  their  grandfather,  Isaac  Smith,  and 
Benjamin  Smith,  their  uncle,  amounting  to  more  than  I  have  given 
to  my  other  children,  I  have  thought  proper  to  give  them  no  part 
of  my  estate.”  Executor :  George  H.  Allen.  Witness :  Robert

This  75  acres  was  deeded  to  Joel  in  1803,  by  Samuel  Young, 
of  Bath,  for  $1.00,  land  lying  on  the  branches  of  the  Greenbriar 
River,  being  a  part  of  a  patent  of  468  acres,  made  by  Samuel 
Young  and  wife,  Mary.  (D.  B.  2,  p.  555),  Bath. 

In  1807  he  appears  on  the  personal  tax  books  of  Kanawha 
Co.,  West  Virginia,  and  continues  there.  On  Feb.  28,  1815,  Joel 
Rucker,  of  Kanawha  Co.,  of  State  of  West  Virginia,  sold  to 
James  Young,  of  Bath,  for  $100.00,  75  acres  being  part  of  116 
acres,  land  in  Bath  on  the  Swego  Creek,  branch  of  Great  River, 
land  patented  by  James  Young.  (D.  B.  4,  p.  472)  Bath. 

Joel  was  in  the  war  of  1812,  enlisted  from  Kanawha  Co., 
under  Capt.  John  Willson’s  Co.  of  Riflemen,  under  Col.  John 
Ambler,  2nd  Regiment,  1st  Brigade.  Discharged  in  Richmond, 
Va.,  Dec.  1814  ( History  Of  Kanawha  County ,  by  Atkinson,  p.

CHAPTER  SIX 

Margaret  Rucker 

5.  Margaret2  Rucker  (Peter1),  b.  in  Essex  Co.  Va.  was 
living  in  1776,  m.  Isaac  Tinsley  a  neighbor,  they  lived  in  what 
is  now  Madison  Co.  Va.  and  later  moved  to  Amelia  Co.  Va.,  in 
1758.  Thomas  Jackson  of  Spottsylvania  sold  to  Isaac  Tinsley 
of  King  and  Queen,  100  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  land  of  Sarah 
Tinsley  (mother?)  bought  by  Jackson  of  Joseph  Berry  of  King 
and  Queen  Co.,  Apr.  17,  1727  (D.  B.  18,  p.  298,  Spots.  Co.). 

John  Rucker  of  Orange  deeded  to  Margaret  100  acres  in 
Orange  Co.  17  May,  1730  (D.  B.  I,  p.  270,  Orange  Co.).  Thomas 
Jackson  of  St.  Marks  Parish  sold  to  Isaac  Tinsley  of  same  county, 
100  acres  of  land  at  Crawford’s  Corner  on  the  Rapidan  River, 
June  17,  1735  (D.  B.  5,  p.  47,  Orange). 

Peter  Rucker  devised  to  his  dau.  Margaret  Tinsley  a  slave 
named  Yorkshire,  ten  years  later  after  the  death  of  Elizabeth 
this  slave  Yorkshire  was  delivered  to  Isaac  Tinsley.  On  March 
14,  1759  Isaac  Tinsley  of  Amelia  Co.  deeded  to  Isaac  Tinsley  of 
Brumfield  Parish  Culpeper  “For  love  and  Affection  to  my  son’’ 
100  acres  of  land  in  Culpeper  on  the  Rapidan  River  (D.  B.  C,  p. 
338,  Culpeper). 

On  the  same  day  Isaac  sold  to  Ephraim  Rucker  100  acres  of 
land  on  Elk  Run  in  the  forks  of  the  Rapidan  and  Robison  Rivers. 
David  Parish  of  King  William  Co.  sold  to  Isaac  and  Thomas 
Tinsley  of  Rawleigh  Parish,  Amelia  Co.,  200  acres  of  land  in 
Amelia  Co.,  adjoining  William  Shem  Cook,  James  Hurt,  and  Hes¬ 
ter  Truley,  “To  the  said  Isaac  and  Thomas  Tinsley  and  to  the  heirs 
of  said  Thomas.’’  Feb.  26,  1756  (D.  B.  5,  p.  405,  Amelia  Co.). 
One  of  Margaret’s  son  born  in  Orange  Co.,  in  1749  was  a  min¬ 
ister  and  had  a  charge  in  Albemarle  Co.  in  1770,  later  moved  to 
Savanna  Ga.  settling  near  Augusta,  where  he  died  in  1801. 

Will  of  Isaac  Tinsley  of  Amelia  Co.  Va.  “A  member  of  the 
Baptist  Church  of  Christ,  on  Sandy  Creek’’,  being  well  stricken 
in  Years.  To  my  wife  Margaret  Tinsley  three  negroes  named 
Yorkshire  and  Nannie  his  wife,  and  old  Jane,  the  rest  of  my 
property  to  be  divided  among  my  Children.  Executors :  William 
Ford.  Joseph  Jackson.  Joshua  Chaffin. 

Wit:  David  White,  Samuel  Allen,  David  Tinsley.  Dated 
13  Mch.  1776.  Probated  22  Aug.  1777. 


CHAPTER  SEVEN 

William  Rucker 

6.  William2  Rucker  (Peter1),  was  born  in  Essex  County, 
and  died  in  Amelia,  1794.  In  1734,  Essex  County,  he  witnessed 
a  deed  between  Richard  Mauldin  of  Spotsylvania  Co.,  and  Ed¬ 
ward  Tinsley,  of  King  and  Queen  Co. 

In  June  of  the  same  year,  his  brother,  John,  of  Spotsylvania 
County,  deeded  to  him  two  hundred  acres  of  land  in  St.  Mark’s 
Parish,  Spotsylvania  Co. 

In  1737  William  Pierce  sold  to  William  Rucker  one  hun¬ 
dred  acres  of  land  in  St.  Marks  Parish,  Orange  Co.  in  line  of 
the  patent  granted  to  John  Rucker  adjoining  George  Eastham 
and  Thomas  Rucker.  (William  Rucker  sold  this  land  to  John 
Powell  in  1741.) 

September,  1737,  John  Garth  paid  to  William  Rucker  five 
hundred  and  thirty  pounds  of  tobacco  for  coming  as  a  witness, 
“80  miles  twice,”  to  Caroline  Co.  Court. 

In  1742  William  and  his  wife,  Honar,  sold  land  in  Elk  Run, 
Orange  Co.  to  Michael  Holt. 

The  next  year  he  sold  one  hundred  acres  to  William  Hen¬ 
derson  which  consisted  of  land  adjoining  John  Rucker’s  in  St. 
Thomas  Parish  in  the  Little  Fork  between  Rappahannock  and 
Robinson  Rivers  on  Muddy  Creek.  Witness :  Ephraim  Rucker 
(D.  B.  7,  page  231,  Orange). 

William  bought  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  acres  of  land 
from  Thomas  Rucker,  both  of  St.  Thomas  Parish,  Orange  Co., 
on  Aug.  22nd,  1747.  Witness:  Bartholomus  Vawter  and  Ephraim 
Rucker  (D.  B.  11,  page  18,  Orange  Co.). 

In  1749,  he  sold  one  hundred  and  ninety-three  acres  of  land 
to  William  Twyman,  “Land  received  by  inheritance”.  Wife, 
Honar,  joins  in  the  deed  (D.  B.  A,  p.  117,  Culpeper  Co.). 

1750  Henry  Downs  and  Thomas  Jackson  sold  to  William 
Rucker,  of  Culpeper,  One  hundred  acres  of  land,  lying  in  Cul¬ 
peper,  also  a  grist  mill  on  the  Rapidan  River. 

William,  of  St.  Marks  Parish,  Culpeper,  bought  two  hun¬ 
dred  acres  of  land  in  Rawleigh  Parish,  Amelia  County  on  July 
27,  1758,  from  Micajah  Turner  of  Southam  Parish,  Cumberland 
Co.  (D.  B.  6,  p.  367,  Amelia  Co.). 

In  1758  Tesiah  Meador  of  Cumberland  Co.  sold  to  William 
Rucker  of  St.  Marks  Parish,  Culpeper  Co.,  fifty  acres  of  land 
in  Rawleigh  Parish  (D.  B.  6,  p.  370,  Amelia  Co.). 
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In  1762  William  and  Honar  of  Amelia,  sold  to  James  Col¬ 
lins  two  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Culpeper,  on  the  Rapidan 
River. 

In  1767  Thomas  Munford  sold  to  William  Rucker  of  Amelia 
Co.,  three  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land  on  Sandy  Creek,  ad¬ 
joining  Bently  and  Thomas  Munford. 

William  and  Honar  begin  in  1771  to  sell  their  land.  First 
they  sell  one  hundred  acres  in  Amelia  to  Benjamin  Hendrick 
which  was  the  land  “Gidion  Rucker  lived  upon”. 

The  same  year  he  sold  forty  acres  to  Judith  Bently  (D.  B. 
11,  p.  373,  Amelia).  Witness:  Elisha  Rucker,  Joshua  Rucker, 
Sarah  Rucker. 

He  also  sold  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  to  Joseph  Jackson, 
and  sixty  acres  to  William  Claybrook. 

In  1779  he  sold  to  William  Gray  of  Powhatan,  One  hundred 
and  twenty  acres  of  land  on  Sandy  Creek,  adjoining  Joshua 
Rucker’s  land. 

The  following  year,  “William  for  love  and  affection”  deeds 
to  son,  Joshua,  one  hundred  and  thirty  acres  of  land  adjoining 
William  Winston.  William  paid  a  personal  tax  until  1788,  but 
did  not  die  until  1794. 

The  first  personal  tax  of  Amelia  mentions  in  1782  William, 
Pleasant,  Mordecai,  and  Joshua  Rucker.  Some  of  the  sons  and 
grandsons  lived  in  N.  C.  and  S.  C. 

William  left  no  will,  therefore  it  is  impossible  to  know  ex¬ 
actly  which  are  his  sons.  Some  of  his  descendants  have  family 
records  to  prove  their  descent.  The  Ruckers  of  the  proper  age, 
living  in  Amelia,  we  are  supposing  to  be  his  sons.  With  that 
supposition  we  have:

A  Benjamin  Rucker  of  Amelia  served  in  the  war  of  1812  as 
Lieutenant  under  Captain  Samuel  B.  Jeter’s  company  of  artil¬ 
lery,  7th  regiment  (18  August,  1814). 

1.  Gideon3  Rucker  (William2,  Peter1),  born  in  Orange  in 
1737.  Married  in  Amelia,  Feb.  9,  1762,  Elizabeth  Cook,  daughter 
of  John  Cook,  security  James  Tinsley  (she  may  have  been  his 
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cousin).  Later  Gideon  and  the  Cooks  moved  to  Pittsylvania 
(D.  B.  4,  page  43,  Pittsylvania  Co.).  “John  Cook  deeded  to 
Gideon  Rucker,  son-in-law  for  love  and  affection,  one  hundred 
acres  of  land  on  Crab  tree  Forks  of  Snow  Creek,  July  28th, 
1774.  Pittsylvania  Co. 

They  lived  at  first  in  Amelia  County.  (D.  B.,  page  188), 
of  Amelia  County  states  “William  and  Honar  Rucker  sold  to 
Benjamin  Hendricks,  Jr.  100  acres  of  land  in  Amelia  Co.,  the  same 
upon  which  Gideon  Rucker  lately  lived.  Jan.  23,  1771.  Wit¬ 
ness  :  James  Rucker. 

Gideon  was  paid  for  three  rifles,  sold  to  Captain  Dillards 
for  his  “Minute  Men”  (Revolutionary  War,  1410,  Virginia  His¬ 
torical  Magazine,  Vol.  12). 

In  1777  Gideon  Rucker  of  Henry  County  took  the  oath  of 
Allegiance,  September  13th,  age  40  years. 

2.  Joshua3  Rucker  (William2,  Peter1),  born  in  Culpeper. 
In  1780  William2  Rucker  deeded  one  hundred  and  thirty  acres 
to  his  son  Joshua3.  This  land  Joshua  sold  to  Richard  Webber, 
land  on  Sandy  Creek,  in  1784.  In  1807  Joshua3  deeded  to  his 
son  Reuben4  twenty-eight  acres  of  land  in  Amelia  County.  Wit¬ 
ness:  Pleasant  Rucker  (D.  B.  22,  page  313,  Amelia  County). 

Nov.,  1809.  The  heirs  of  Joshua3  Rucker  deceased,  sold  to 
Reuben  Rucker  (son  of  Joshua)  for  $25.00  each,  their  share  in 
their  father’s  land,  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  acres.  Signed : 
Lemuel  Rucker,  wife  Polly,  Pleasant  Rucker,  wife  Elizabeth,  John 
Martin,  wife  Sally,  Jesse  Martin,  wife  Christiana,  William  But¬ 
ler,  wife  Martha,  Lucy.  Joshua  Rucker,  moved  to  South  Caro¬ 
lina. 

Joshua  Rucker  of  Amelia  bought  150  acres  of  land  for  1500 
lbs.  of  tobacco,  of  Moses  Morris,  land  adjoining  Pauline  Ander¬ 
son,  William  Tarpley,  Benjamin  Hendricks  and  Tabitha  Morris. 
13  Oct.  1785  (D.  B.  17,  p.  357,  Amelia). 

The  tax  receipts  of  1782  of  Amelia,  charges  Joshua  Rucker 
with  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land. 

The  census  of  that  year  finds  him  paying  tax  on  “9  whites” 
and  one  slave. 

This  Joshua3  served  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  (See  Audi¬ 
tors  Accounts,  Virginia  22,  page  77,  Archives,  Richmond,  Vir¬ 
ginia).  Settlement  of  Joshua’s  estate,  10  Jan.  1809  (W.  B.  7, 
p.  445).

In  1810  he  bought  the  stock  and  house-hold  furniture  from 
his  brother-in-law,  William  Butler  (D.  B.  22,  page  313,  Amelia 
Co.). 

In  1809  Reuben  bought  from  his  sisters  and  brothers,  one- 
hundred  and  twenty-two  acres,  the  remaining  tract  of  land  owned 
by  his  father,  Joshua  (D.  B.  23,  page  133,  Amelia  Co.,  Virginia). 

Four  years  later  he  sold  to  his  brother,  Pleasant,  the  one- 
hundred  and  twenty-two  acre  tract  bought  from  his  brothers  and 
sisters.  Land  in  Amelia. 

He  paid  his  first  personal  tax  in  1793‘. 

From  the  census  of  Amelia  Co.,  1810,  Reuben’s  age  was 
under  45. 

Sally  Rucker’s  age,  under  26,  Lemuel  Rucker’s  age,  under  45. 

2.  Polly4  Rucker  (Joshua3,  William2,  Peter1),  married  Lem¬ 
uel  Rucker,  1st  cousin  (son  of  William3,  William2,  Peter1),  Dec. 
8,  1792.  Security  Joshua  Rucker,  Amelia  Co. 

They  lived  for  a  while  in  Amelia.  Dec.  22,  1803,  Levi  Dea¬ 
ton’s  estate  was  settled,  and  in  the  report  it  was  stated  that  on 
April  6,  cash  had  been  paid  to  Lemuel  Rucker  of  Amelia. 

Lemuel  was  paying  a  personal  tax  in  Amelia  in  1793.  He 
died  before  the  will  was  made  by  his  father,  William  of  Georgia 
in  1834,  which  mentions  “Heirs  of  Lemuel  deceased.”

William  is  called  “Jr.”  and  later  “Long  Nose”  (Personal 
tax  books),  also  “William  Son  to  William”  to  distinguish  him 
from  his  first  cousin,  who  was  called  “William,  son  to  Thomas”, 
“William  Sen.”,  “William  Jaw  Bones”. 

Nov.  2,  1803  William  Rucker  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  sold  to 
James  Collins  100  acres  of  land  in  Madison  Co.  adjoining  James 
Collins,  John  Walker  and  Ambrose  Powell  for  $216.00.  Witness : 
John  Plunkett  and  Tavernor  Head  (D.  B.  5,  p.  371,  Madison 
Co.).  The  1810  Land  tax  Book  of  Madison  Co.  James  Collins 
paid  tax  on  this  100  acres  “formerly  William  Rucker’s”. 

Revolutionary  War  Record  of  William  Rucker.  From  the 
papers  in  the  Revolutionary  War  pension  claims.  File  No. 
16520,  it  appears  that  William  Rucker  was  born  September 
28th,  1744,  in  Culpeper  County,  Virginia,  and  was  living  there 
when  he  served  as  a  private  in  the  Virginia  Troops,  as  follows:

CHAPTER  EIGHT 

Mary  Rucker 

7.  Mary2  Rucker  (Peter1),  married  William  Offill.  Her 
brother,  John,  deeded  100  acres  of  land  to  her.  William  Offill 
patented  2000  acres  of  land  in  Orange,  Rockingham  and  Page 
Counties. 

In  1752  after  the  death  of  Elizabeth,  William  Offill  received 
a  negro  out  of  Peter  Rucker’s,  deceased,  estate  (D.  B.  1,  p.  400), 
21  Feb.  1752,  Culpeper. 

In  1755,  Nov.  4,  William  Offill  and  wife,  Mary  of  Broom¬ 
field  Parish,  Culpeper,  sold  to  John  Offill  for  10  lbs.  sterling, 
100  acres,  part  of  the  patent  made  by  John  Rucker,  adjoining 
Ephraim  Rucker,  Isaac  Tinsley,  Richard  Vawter,  Jeremiah  Early 
and  Peter  Rucker  (D.  B.  B,  p.  301),  Culpeper. 


CHAPTER  NINE 

James  Rucker 

8.  James2  Rucker  (Peter1),  b.  in  Essex,  d.  in  Greenbrier 
County,  m.  Margaret  - . 

He  sold  all  of  his  land  in  Culpeper  before  1770  and  in  1782 
appears  on  George  Poage’s  list  of  Heads  of  Families  of  Bath 
County:  “James  Rucker,  Sr.,  James  Rucker,  Jr.  and  Wyatt 
Rucker  on  the  Greenbrier  River  Section.” 

James  Rucker,  Sen.,  patented  and  bought  land  in  Augusta 
and  Bath  (later  Greenbrier)  on  the  Middle  fork  of  Greenbrier 
River,  some  of  which  he  deeded  to  his  sons. 

To  the  East  of  the  river,  near  the  South-west  corner  of 
Bath  County,  is  a  pass  called  “Rucker’s  pass”,  through  the  Al¬ 
leghany  Mountains,  into  Greenbrier  County.  We  find  no  will 
of  James  Rucker,  Sr.  Therefore  we  do  not  know  all  of  his 
children,  but  the  Ruckers  of  the  next  generation  living  on  the 
middle  fork  of  Anthony’s  creek,  we  are  taking  for  granted  to 
be  children  of  James,  Sr.,  every  available  clue  having  been  fol¬ 
lowed,  and  all  of  the  records  studied  with  the  following  result, 
which  is  very  meagre.

James  Rucker,  Jr.,  and  Wyatt  Rucker  are  in  the  census  of 
1783,  owning  land  in  Bath  County. 

Lemuel  Rucker,  in  the  Augusta  County  tax  list,  is  paying 
on  land  formerly  of  James  Rucker,  Sr.  (Anthony  Creek). 

Ephraim  Rucker  received  100  acres  of  land  from  James 
Rucker,  Sr.  (Anthony  Creek).  Later  Ephraim  sold  this  land 
adjoining  his  “brother  Lemuel.”  Samuel  received  145  acres 
from  James  Rucker,  Sr.  “Now  in  Samuel’s  possession.” 

Mildred  Underwood’s  two  sons,  James  and  Berryman,  were 
deeded  land  by  James  Rucker,  Sr.,  for  the  use  of  their  “Mother”. 
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Elzepham  Rucker  was  in  the  Revolution.  Pay  received  by 
James  Rucker.  Elzepham,  Samuel  and  Lemuel  Rucker  were  in 
the  8th  Virginia  Regiment  (War  D.  19,  6).  Their  cousins  in 
Culpeper  were  in  the  1st  Virginia  Regiment. 

Francis  Kirtley  of  Culpeper  deeded  to  James  Rucker  of 
same  county.  “All  that  tract  in  Culpeper  County,  whereon  the 
said  James  Rucker  now  resides,  on  Garde’s  Run — to  F.  Kirtley’s 
line — to  the  river,  the  walnut  trees  not  to  be  disturbed  except  by 
the  said  Rucker — to  saw  into  plank,  to  the  use  of  Tenement  lib¬ 
erty,  given  to  said  Rucker  with  all  houses,  buildings  etc.,  for  the 
term  of  99  years.”  May  8th,  1750.  Witness:  Martin  Dewit, 
Charles  Neale  and  William  Henderson  (D.  B.  A,  page  171,  Cul¬ 
peper  County). 

James  bought  376  acres  from  John  Powell  of  Culpeper  of 
Broomfield  Parish.  Land  on  Great  Mountains,  adjoining  Fran¬ 
cis  Conway’s,  and  over  the  Great  Mountains  to  Captain  John 
Frogg.  Witness :  Thomas  Rucker,  Russell  Hill,  Barthelomew 
Vawter  (D.  B.  A,  page  448,  Oct.  19th,  1752). 

Lewis  Herndon,  and  wife,  Frances,  of  Caroline,  sold  to 
James  Rucker,  of  Bluefield  Parish,  Culpeper  County,  100  acres 
for  40  lbs.  Land  on  both  sides  of  Stanton  River,  July,  1759. 
Culpeper. 

May  1750,  Orange  County,  James  was  paid  110  lbs  of  to¬ 
bacco  as  a  witness. 

The  final  settlement  of  Peter  Rucker’s  estate  was  completed 
in  1752.  A  deed  on  that  date  states,  “Thomas  and  William  Ruck¬ 
er,  William  Offill  and  Shem  Cook,  agree  to  the  legacies  paid  by 
James  and  Ephraim  Rucker,  Executors. 

To  Isaac  Tinsley,  1  negro  boy,  Yorkshire. 

To  Shem  Cook,  1  negro  girl,  Jenny. 

To  Ephraim  Rucker,  1  negro  girl,  Phillis. 

Signed :  Thomas  Rucker,  William  Rucker,  Shem  Cook,  Wil¬ 
liam  Offill.  Witness:  Francis  Kirtley  and  Richard  Vawter  (D. 
B.  1,  page  400,  21  Feb.  1752,  Culpeper  Co.). 

James  Rucker  and  wife,  Margaret  of  Culpeper,  sold  to  James 
Griffin  of  Orange,  120  acres  of  land  in  Culpeper,  part  of  a  patent 
of  John  Powell,  dated  1749.  Land  on  top  of  the  mountain  run¬ 
ning  North,  Sept.  16th,  1756  (D.  B.  B,  page  498,  Culpeper). 

The  same  day,  same  book,  page  500,  he  and  Margaret  “sold 
250  acres  to  William  Sims  of  Orange,  for  400  pounds  of  tobacco, 
between  the  Stanton  and  Conway  Rivers. 

He  sold  for  £91  a  tract  of  100  acres  of  land  in  Culpeper,  on 
Stanton  River,  adjoining  Charles  Neale,  William  Kirtly,  Hugh 
Lenox,  and  William  Scott,  also  a  wagon,  four  gear  horses  and 
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mares,  buildings  etc.,  —  to  Hugh  Lenox.  James  Rucker  had  the 
privilege  to  reclaim  this  if  he  wished  (D.  B.  F,  p.  132,  June  28, 
1765,  recorded  Sept.,  1774). 

James  and  wife,  Margaret,  deeded  to  George  Underwood, 
180  acres  of  land  in  Culpeper  Co.  on  Staunton  River,  March,  1770 
(D.  B.  F,  p.  191,  Culpeper  Co.). 

James  Rucker  of  Greenbrier  County,  deeded  to  James  Un¬ 
derwood  of  same  county,  land  on  Middle  fork  of  Anthony  Creek, 
75  acres,  part  of  400  acres  granted  to  James  Rucker  1794,  adjoin¬ 
ing  Robert  Armstrong,  “In  order  that  his  mother,  Milly  Under¬ 
wood,  may  have  peaceable  possession  on  this  land  during  her 
life  time.”  29  April,  1794  (D.  B.  1,  page  417,  Greenbrier  Co.). 
(Milly  Underwood  may  be  a  daughter  of  James  Rucker,  Sr.) 

The  same  to  Berriman  Underwood,  the  same  day,  for  the 
use  of  his  mother,  Milly  Underwood. 

He  patented  345  acres  June  10th,  1780,  on  East  branch  of 
Greenbrier  River,  called  “Buck  Creek”,  adjoining  William  War¬ 
rick’s  line  to  Jacob  Warwick  (Vol.  H,  page  332,  L.  Gr.,  Rich¬ 
mond,  Va.). 

This  land  James  deeds  to  Lemuel  Rucker,  who  began  paying 
taxes  on  it  in  1782,  Augusta,  Co. 

June  10th,  1780,  he  patented  361  acres  of  land  on  Hospital 
Run,  and  the  East  Branch  of  Buck  Creek  on  the  North  Branch  of 
Deer  and  Warrick  Creeks,  by  right  of  settlement  (Vol.  H,  page 
377,  L.  Gr.,  Richmond,  Va.). 

June  11th,  1783,  James  Rucker,  Sr.  patented  345  acres  of  land 
in  Augusta,  on  the  East  branch  of  Greenbrier  River,  Buck  and 
Warwick  Creeks  (L.  Grants). 

James  Rucker  sold  to  Thomas  Carvel  of  Bath  for  £56  170 
acres  of  land  in  Bath,  (now  cut  from  Augusta)  being  part  of  a  345 
acre  tract,  granted  to  James  by  patent,  June  11th,  1783,  on  East 
branch  of  Greenbrier  River,  called  “Buck  Creek”,  Sept.  9th,  1794 
(D.  B.  1,  page  172,  Bath  Co.). 

James  Rucker,  Sr.  of  Greenbrier  Co.,  sold  to  James  Talman 
of  Bath,  for  £150  195  acres  in  Bath,  granted  James  Rucker,  June, 
1783,  on  Sept.  9th,  1795  (D.  B.  I,  page  173,  Bath  Co.,  Virginia). 

James  Rucker,  Sr.  of  Greenbrier  County,  deeded  to  Moses 
Honchin  for  £1,  211  acres  of  land  in  Bath,  granted  to  James  Ruck¬ 
er,  June,  1783  (D.  B.  1,  page  173,  Bath  Co.). 

March  12th,  1793,  James  Rucker  patented  400  acres  in  Au¬ 
gusta  Co.,  on  Anthony  Creek  of  Greenbrier  River  (L.  Gr.,  B.  29, 
p.  297,  Richmond,  Va.). 

James  deeded  145  acres  of  the  400  acre  tract  to  Samuel  Ruck¬ 
er  (both  of  Greenbrier  County),  Land  on  Middle  Creek  of  An- 
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thony.  Land  patented  by  James,  June,  1783,  and  now  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  Samuel,  1794  (D.  B.  1,  page  337,  Greenbrier  Co.). 

1794  James  Rucker,  Sr.  deeded  to  Ephraim  Rucker  both  of 
Greenbrief  Co.,  100  acres  part  of  the  400  acres  tract  patented  by 
James,  June,  1783,  on  Middle  and  Anthony  Creek,  on  Raccoon 
and  Sugar  Runs  (D.  B.  1,  p.  357,  Greenbrier  County). 

Nov.  12th,  1793,  Surveyed  for  James  Rucker,  141  acres  in 
Augusta  on  the  waters  of  Sitlengton  Creek  at  a  place  called  Rich¬ 
land,  assigned  to  Jacob  Warwick. 

1794,  James  Rucker,  Sr.  sold  land  to  Cornule  Thomas  (D. 
B.  1,  page  192,  Greenbrier  Co.). 

1.  James3  Rucker,  Jr.  (James2,  Peter1),  wife,  Mary  (left 
no  will  in  Greenbrier  Co.,  W.  Va. 

He  was  living  in  Augusta  Co.  in  1778,  from  the  following 
county  petition,  dated  13  April,  1778,  “A  petition  to  cut  off  a  new 
county,  stating,  “Their  trouble  with  the  Indians  had  prevented 
them  from  addressing  the  assembly  at  an  earlier  date,  being  set¬ 
tlers  west  of  the  Alleghany.”  Signed:  James  Rucker,  Jr. 

He  had  285  acres  surveyed  June  8th,  1780.  Land  on  the  East 
branch  of  Greenbrier  River,  a  certificate  in  right  of  settlement 
in  the  county  of  August  (Vol  11,  p.  319,  Land  Grants,  Rich¬ 
mond,  Va.). 

Land  near  the  Warm  Spring,  Bath  Co.,  was  assigned  to 
Wm.  Poage,  James  and  Augustine  Rucker  (Chalkley’s  Abstracts, 
P.  17). 

In  1782  he  pays  land  tax  on  this  285  acres  as  land  in  Augusta. 
In  1791  this  land  is  paid  upon  as  lying  in  Bath  Co.  Tax  paid 
until  1795.  He  was  evidently  living  in  Bath  until  1796  from  the 
personal  tax.  In  1797  he  paid  personal  tax  in  Greenbrier  Co., 
until  1829. 

James  Rucker,  Jr.  and  wife,  Mary,  of  Augusta,  give  power 
of  attorney  to  Leonard  Rucker,  to  convey  a  tract  of  land  to  Math¬ 
ew  Penn  of  Amherst,  land  in  Augusta  (Chalkley’s  Abstracts, 
April  26,  1785;  D.  B.  25,  p.  42,  Augusta  Co.).  Leonard  may  be 
his  son. 

In  Augusta  land  tax  books,  of  1798,  James  Rucker,  Sr.  and 
James  Rucker,  Jr.  both  pay  personal  taxes.  In  1802  “James 
Rucker,  Sr.,  James  Rucker,  Jr.,  and  James,  son  of  James,  Jr.” 
all  three  pay  personal  taxes  in  Greenbrier  Co. 

In  the  census  of  Greenbrier  Co.  James  and  Wyatt  Rucker 
are  listed  as  “heads  of  families”,  1783-86. 

“James,  son  of  James  Jr.”  began  paying  a  personal  tax  in 
Greenbrier  Co.,  1803.  Was  still  paying  in  1806. 
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Issue : 

1.  James4,  “son  of  James  Jr/’ 

2.  Possibly  Leonard4,  of  Bath. 

2.  Ephraim3  Rucker  (James2,  Peter1),  b.  in  Culpeper  County. 
Lived  in  Greenbrier,  m.  June  25th,  1775,  Elizabeth  Randall  of 
Orange. 

In  1794  he  received  from  his  father,  James,  100  acres  of  land 
on  Raccoon  and  Sugar  Runs  on  the  middle  fork  of  Anthony 
Creek  (D.  B.  1,  page  357,  Greenbrier  Co.). 

29  Aug.,  1825,  Ephraim  and  wife,  Betsy,  of  Monroe  Co., 
Ohio,  sold  to  Lemuel  Rucker  of  same  county  and  state,  for  1  lb. 
sterling,  land  in  Greenbrier  Co.  on  middle  fork  of  Anthony  Creek, 
granted  to  said  Ephraim  by  patent  dated  June  13th,  1798,  be¬ 
ginning  at  a  maple  on  the  east  side  of  a  tract  of  land  sold  by  said 
Ephraim  to  John  Hoffner — to  a  corner  owned  by  Lemuel,  and 
since  sold  by  him  to  Leonard  Wade ;  at  the  mouth  of  Raccoon 
Creek,  50  acres.  Witness:  Paschal  Rucker,  Ambrose  Rucker  (D. 
B.  10,  p.  185,  Greenbrier  County,  Virginia). 

Oct.  3,  1818,  Ephraim  Rucker  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  sold  to 
John  Horner  of  Greenbrier  County,  226  acres  of  land  on  Anthony 
Creek,  for  $1,000.00,  adjoining  Wilson’s  line — to  James  Rucker’s 
land,  across  the  old  survey  line,  marking  trees  “between  his 
brother,  Lemuel  Rucker  and  John  Hefner”  (D.  B.  7,  p.  361). 

Betsy  Rucker  relinquished  her  rights  to  the  land  sold  by 
“Ephraim  Rucker,  my  husband  of  the  county  of  Monroe”  to 
John  Hefner,  on  3  Oct.  1818.  Signed  19  August,  1823. 

He  paid  a  personal  tax  in  Greenbrier  Co.  in  1792  on  two 
whites.  Continued  until  1817. 

He  was  a  private  in  the  Revolution  from  Culpeper  Co.  on 
Nov.  13th,  1783,  his  money  was  received  “By  Mr.  Stockdale” 
of  the  8th  Virginia  Regiment  (War  4,  328). 

3.  Lemuel3  Rucker  (James2,  Peter),  b.  Apr.  15,  1754,  in 
Culpeper  Co.,  Va.,  d.  March  4th,  1842,  near  Summerville,  Ohio, 
m.  1783  Ann  Booten  (Dec.  11th,  1763-March,  1845).  They 
moved  to  Greenbrier  County  about  1788,  then  to  Ohio  after  1817. 
Settled  in  Wills  Creek  about  thirty-five  miles  from  Wheeling, 
where  all  of  his  children  were  born  except  Julia,  the  eldest,  born  in 
Greenbrier  Co. 

He  was  paying  a  personal  tax  in  Augusta  in  1782  on  him¬ 
self  and  three  slaves,  until  1788.  He  then  paid  on  five  slaves 
until  1817  in  Greenbrier.  In  the  land  tax  books  of  Augusta  in 
1782,  345  acres  are  transferred  from  “James  Rucker,  Sr.”  to 
“Lemuel  Rucker’s”  account.  The  latter  paid  on  this  tract  until 
1789,  at  which  time  he  sold  200  acres  of  it  to  John  Slaving,  paying 
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on  the  remaining  145  acres  mentioned  in  the  tax  books  of  1791, 
as  land  lying  on  Anthonys  Creek.  He  continues  to  pay  on  this 
land  until  1817. 

Bath  Co.  records,  April  14th,  1795,  Lemuel  Rucker  of  Green¬ 
brier  sold  to  William  Hanken  of  Bath,  127  acres  for  £90  land  in 
Bath  granted  by  patent  June  9th,  1783,  to  James  Rucker.  Wit¬ 
ness  :  Thomas  L.  Lewis,  Reuben  Lunsford  and  Andrew  Moore 
(D.  B.  1,  page  217,  Bath  Co.). 

17  Sept.  1825,  Lemual  Rucker,  and  wife,  Anna,  of  Monroe 
Co.,  Ohio,  sold  to  Leonard  Wade  of  Greenbrier  Co.  for  $1200.00 
land  in  Greenbrier  on  middle  forks  of  Anthony  Creek,  out  of  a 
tract  containing  400  acres  granted  to  James  Rucker  by  patent,  and 
conveyed  by  said  James  Rucker  to  said  Lemuel  by  deed,  dated 
29  April,  1794,  at  mout  of  Raccoon  Branch,  150  acres.  Also  a  cer¬ 
tain  tract  in  the  same  county  and  place,  granted  to  Ephraim 
Rucker  by  patent,  and  conveyed  by  said  Ephraim  to  Lemuel 
Rucker,  29  August,  1825,  on  east  side  of  land  conveyed  to  John 
Haffner,  50  acres,  this  he  sold  to  Leonard  Wade  (D.  B.  10,  page 
214,  Greenbrier  Co.). 

5  Nov.  1825,  Lemuel  Rucker  sold  to  Leonard  Wade,  75  acres 
for  $1.00  land  on  Middle  fork  of  Anthony  Creek  being  part  of  a 
tract  of  400  acres,  granted  to  James  Rucker  by  patent  dated  28th 
Dec.  1793  (D.  B.  10,  p.  205). 

24  April,  1809,  James  Underwood  of  Greenbrier  Co.  sold 
to  Lemuel  Rucker  of  same  county,  for  £120,  75  acres  of  land  on 
Anthony  Creek,  west  of  Ruckers.  Witness :  Merriman  Rucker, 
Dewit  Rucker,  James  Jeff  res  (D.  B.  4,  p.  182). 

Lemuel  served  in  the  Revolution.  Enlisted  1776.  Served 
two  years  as  a  private,  then  as  a  sergeant,  under  Captain  George 
Slaughter,  of  the  8th  Virginia  regiment,  under  the  “Fighting 
Parson”,  Col.  Muhlenburg.  The  pay  roll  of  May  25th,  1776, 
mentions  him  as  a  private.  In  1778,  as  “sick  and  in  the  hos¬ 
pital”.  Mr.  Strother  received  his  pay. 

He  applied  for  a  war  pension,  Jan.  7th,  1820,  which  was 
granted  (No.  340372).  He  was  living  in  Monroe  Co.,  Ohio, 
age  66  years  at  that  time.  Military  references.

Mordicai  Rucker  (wife  Susannna  Rader),  began  paying 
taxes  on  Greenbrier  Co.  in  1805.  Continued  until  1817.  Moved 
to  Pocahontas  Co.  in  1822.  He  pays  a  personal  tax  there  until 
1829.  Then  to  McMinn  County,  Tenn.  There  were  a  number  of 
land  transfers  from  1840  to  1857  by  a  Mordicai  Rucker. 

Wilfred  Rucker  was  living  in  McMinn  Co.,  1836. 

William  Rucker  and  wife,  Nancy;  Thomas  Epperson,  Kath¬ 
erine  and  William  Witt ;  heirs  of  Nathan  Witt ;  Mordicai  Rucker 
and  others  sold  to  Mordicai  Rucker,  160  acres  of  land,  McMinn’s 
Co.,  Tenn.,  1841. 
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John  Rucker,  Mordicai  Rucker,  James  E.  Rucker,  Jesse

Gresham  sold  to  William  Rucker  all  of  the  estate  of  James 
Rucker,  Sr.,  deceased,  16  acres,  McMinn’s  Co.,  Tenn.,  1830. 
Could  this  James3  have  been  a  son  of  James2,  son  of  Peter1? 

In  1853,  William  Rucker  sold  480  acres  to  Mordicai  Rucker, 
of  McMinn’s  Co.,  Tennessee. 

Levi  Swinford  deeded  land  to  Joseph  C.  Rucker,  paid  by 
Merryman  Rucker,  guardian  to  Joseph  C.  Rucker,  one  of  the 
heirs  of  Mordicai  Rucker,  deceased,  1857. 

James  S.  Rucker,  one  of  the  heirs  of  Mordecai,  sold  land  to 
William  A.  Rucker,  McMinns  Co.,  Tenn. 

James  C.  Rucker  sold  to  Hilton  H.  Burks  (Sarah  C.  Burks, 
wife  of  Hilton.  (The  above  Ruckers  were  from  Pocahontas  and 
Greenbrier  counties).

Greenbrier  Co.,  Oct.  9,  1898. 

Oct.  11,  1838,  Dewitt  Rucker  and  wife,  Eleanor,  of  Green¬ 
brier  Co.,  sold  to  John  Kencaid,  Mary  McColester,  Ann  Scott, 
Elizabeth  Buzzard,  Sarah  Rider,  Jame  Dizard,  and  Andrew  L. 
Kincaid,  heirs  of  Andrew  Kencaid  for  $600,  100  acres  of  land 
on  Middle  Fork  of  Anthony  Creek.  (D.  B.  14,  p.  519)  Green¬ 
brier  Co. 

Dewitt  Rucker  deeded  to  John  Rucker,  both  of  Greenbrier 
Co.,  “On  account  of  John  Rucker’s  keeping  and  supporting  De¬ 
witt  kindly  and  affectionately  during  his  natural  life”,  145  acres, 
delivered  to  John  Rucker,  uncle  of  Dewitt,  Jan.  20,  1874;  deed 
recorded  Feb.  17,  1853,  (mentioned  his  age  as  77  years)  (D.  B. 
20,  p.  31)  Greenbrier  Co. 

Samuel  Kincaid  and  wife,  Margaret,  of  Greenbrier  Co., 
deeded  to  Taverner  Rucker,  of  same,  for  five  shillings,  100  a.  on 
North  fork  of  Anthony  Creek,  adjoining  Jeremiah  Hopping. 
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William  Rucker  heir  at  law  of  Taverner  Rucker,  deceased, 
of  Greenbrier  Co.,  deeded  to  Timothy  Holcourt,  of  same,  for 
$1.00,  land  on  North  fork  of  Anthony  Creek,  100  acres,  being 
part  of  320  acre  tract,  joining  Jeremiah  Hopping,  7  Oct.,  1826 
(D.  B.  10,  p.  389). 

Merryman4  Rucker  ( - 3,  James2,  Peter1)  paid  his  first 

personal  tax  in  Greenbrier  Co.,  1797. 

In  1818,  July  17,  he  appears  in  the  Bath  County  (later  Poca¬ 
hontas  County)  record,  selling  100  acres  of  land  to  John  May,  of 
Bath,  out  of  a  753-acre  tract,  surveyed  in  Greenbrier  Co.  (D.  B. 
7,  page  278,  Greenbrier  Co.) 

February  7,  1827,  he  sold  to  William  May,  of  Greenbrier  Co., 
250  acres  for  $510.00  out  of  the  same  tract,  on  Anthony’s  Creek, 
and  another  100  acres  to  Leonard  Buzzer  (D.  B.  10,  page  384). 

Sarah,  wife  of  Merryman,  of  Pocahontas  Cov  relinquished 
her  dower  rights  before  James  Waugh  and  Samuel  Cummings, 
Justice  of  the  Peace  (D.  B.  7,  page  548,  Greenbrier  Co.) 

Merryman  paid  personal  tax  in  Pocahontas  Co.  until  1833. 

Dewitt  Rucker  administered  on  the  estate  of  Merriman 
Rucker  deceased,  Sept.  20th,  1838  (O.  B.  Bath  Co.). 

Gideon  Rucker,  m.  Lydia  Underwood,  daughter  of  Elijah, 
Dec.  12,  1804,  Madison  Co.  He  paid  personal  tax  in  Greenbrier 
Co.  in  1799-1807,  living  on  Anthony’s  Creek.

9.  Ephraim2  Rucker  (Peter),  d.  Dec.  1796  in  Madison,  m. 
Margaret  Vawter  (daughter  of  John  Vawter  and  Margaret  Noel 
of  Essex. 

(Will  of  John  Vawter,  May  23,  1748,  1752  in  Culpeper  Co., 
mentions  “My  wife,  Margaret”.  To  my  daughter  Winifred,  150 
acres  of  land  inherited  of  my  father-in-law,  Daniel  Noel. 

To  my  dau.,  Margaret  Rucker,  150  acres  at  the  Great  Moun¬ 
tains,  part  of  a  patent  of  700  acres  patented  in  1736  by  me.  Wit¬ 
ness:  Edwin,  Elizabeth  and  Samuel  Vawter.  (The  above  150  acres 
of  land  was  deeded  by  John  Vawter  to  Ephraim  Rucker,  Feb. 
7th,  1750). 

(Daniel  Noel  patented  200  acres  of  land  in  St.  Anne  Parish, 
Essex  Co.,  adjoining  the  land  of  his  mother,  Nov.  13,  1713  (L. 
Gr.  B.  10,  page  188). 

Isaac  Tinsley  and  wife,  Margaret  Rucker,  sold  100  acres  to 
Ephraim,  land  in  Culpeper  on  Elk  Run,  in  the  forks  of  Rapidan 
and  Robinson  River,  in  1759. 

Angus  and  Ann  Vawter  of  Orange  Co.,  sold  to  Ephraim  and 
James  Barbour  159  acres  of  land  on  Pocoaney  Fork  Mts.  being 
one-half  of  the  land  patented  by  James  Lewis  and  John  Har¬ 
ford  in  1751  (D.  B.  13,  page  272,  Orange  Co.). 

23  June,  1776,  Ephraim  sold  this  159  acres  to  Jeremiah  Jar¬ 
rell. 

In  1773  William  Twyman  and  wife,  Winifred,  of  Culpeper, 
sold  to  Ephraim  505  acres  of  land  on  Elk  Run  in  the  forks  of 
Rapidan  and  Robinson  Rivers. 

He  deeded  150  acres  to  son,  Angus  Rucker,  in  1775,  in  the 
forks  of  Robinson  and  Rapidan  Rivers;  on  North  side  of  the 
court  house  road  near  Holt’s  mountains.  The  same  day  Ephraim 
deeded  to  Edmund  Gaines  150  acres  in  the  same  location,  to  James 
Davis,  150  acres  more  in  the  same  location. 

The  first  land  and  personal  tax  books  of  Orange  mentions 
him  as  “Col.  Ephraim  Rucker”,  paying  on  63  acres,  on  eight 
slaves,  names  Sambo,  James,  John,  Giles,  Hog,  Ishal,  Rachel,  and 
Adams,  and  13  head  of  Cattle.  Ephraim  owned  this  property  in 
Orange  (Greene)  but  he  was  living  on  the  North  side  of  the 
Rapidan  River  in  Culpeper  (Madison). 
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The  first  land  and  personal  tax  books  of  Culpeper  Co.  men¬ 
tions  Ephraim  as  paying  on  400  acres  of  land  and  on  16  slaves, 
Harry,  Ben,  York,  Cloe,  Venus,  Diana,  Will,  Phil,  Moll,  George, 
James,  Milly,  Violet,  Phillis,  and  Frank,  and  his  own  personal 
tax.  In  1796  he  pays  his  own  and  “son  Julius”. 

In  1787  (Culpeper)  he  pays  a  personal  tax  on  two  sons, 
Julius  and  Elliot  (both  sons  being  away  in  Revolutionary  ser¬ 
vice). 

When  Madison  was  formed  from  Culpeper  in  1792  he  is 
paying  on  the  same  400  acres,  continuing  until  his  death,  1796.  His 
estate  continued  until  1811  (Tax  list).  In  1799  Margaret  Rucker 
paid  on  7  slaves  in  Madison.  In  1800  she  pays  on  “son”  con¬ 
tinuing  until  1813.  This  son  may  be  Julius,  who  was  injured  in 
the  Rev.  Service.  Ephraim  paid  on  Julius  in  1795,  and  in  1796 
paid  on  two  grand  sons. 

“Ephraim  and  wife,  Margaret  Rucker,  paid  30  shillings  for 
the  present  years  schooling  of  Charles  George  Cook,  and  thirty 
shillings  for  the  next,  and  for  the  year  following.”  Sept.  3, 
1774  (D.  B.  H,  page  22,  Culpeper). 

In  1775  Charles  G.  Cook  paid  £21  to  Ephraim  for  60  acres  of 
land,  y2  mile  above  the  bridge,  which  crosses  Elk  Run. 

Revolutionary  Service  reference.  Culpeper  Court,  Oct.  7, 
1777,  commissioners  appointed  James  Slaughter,  John  Slaughter, 
and  Ephraim  Rucker  as  Lieutenant  Colonels  (Council  Journals, 
1777-8). 

Hammersley’s  U.  S.  Army  Register  1777-81,  mentions  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Colonel  Ephraim  Rucker.  Heitmaris  mentions  the  same. 

War  23,  1776,  mentions  Captain  Ephraim  Rucker  of  Cul¬ 
peper  Co.,  Virginia. 

Ephraim  Rucker’s  will,  dated  Sept.  24,  1796,  probated  Dec. 
28th,  1797  (W.  B.  1,  page  348,  Madison  Co.). 

To  my  wife,  Margaret,  my  whole  estate  until  her  death,  then 
1/7  to  son  Angus,  and  the  land  whereon  he  now  lives.  1/7  to 
son  Elliott,  1/7  to  son  John,  1/7  to  daughter,  Tabitha  Gaines, 
1/7  to  daughter,  Mary  Vawter,  1/7  to  daughter,  Tomagen  Rucker 
and  her  sons  John  and  Ambrose  Booten,  and  her  daughters  Ann 
and  Elizabeth  Rucker. 

To  my  daughter,  Margaret  Morgan,  and  her  sons,  Elliot 
and  Joseph  Minor,  and  her  daughter,  Mary  Early.  Witness: 
James  Ridish,  George  Allen  and  Joseph  Bradford.  Executors: 
Sons,  Angus,  Elliott  and  John.  Angus  and  John  gave  bond  in 
the  sum  of  $10,000.00  Dec.  28,  1797,  with  William  Blakey  and 
Joseph  Bradford,  security. 
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Settlement  of  part  of  estate  April  29,  1809,  shows  the  estate 
to  be  in  debt  to  John  Rucker,  $59.19. 

Settlement  of  some  property  of  the  estate  of  Ephraim  by 
John  Rucker  only  acting  executor  in  1805  (W.  B.  2,  page  206). 

Paid  to  Edmund  Gaines;  To  William  Morgan;  To  Julius 
Rucker;  To  Augustine  Rucker. 

In  1815  Angus  Rucker,  Executor  of  Ephraim  Rucker,  sold 
to  Abraham  Edden’s,  of  Orange,  400  acres  of  land,  Ephraim  died 
seized  with.  Land  in  Madison  County,  adjoining  Dr.  William 
Morgan’s,  the  heirs  of  Augustine  Rucker,  deceased,  and  Captain 
Joseph  Early  (D.  B.  5,  p.  471,  Madison  County).

1.  Angus3  Rucker  (Ephraim2,  Peter1),  b.  1746  Culpeper,  d. 
1836,  m.  Jane  Allen,  about  1770.  The  inscription  on  his  tomb¬ 
stone  in  Madison  County  states  “Departed  this  life  on  Sept.  21, 
1836,  in  the  89th  year  of  his  age,  an  officer  of  the  Revolution 
and  for  many  years  a  soldier  of  the  cross.” 

His  father  deeded  150  acres  of  land  to  him  May  15,  1775,  on 
the  Northside  of  the  Court  house  road,  near  Holt’s  Mountains, 
in  the  forks  of  the  Rapidan  and  Robinson  Rivers  in  Culpeper 
County. 

In  1792  he  bought  265  acres  near  the  Rapid  Ann  meeting 
house.  In  1805  he  bought  125  acres  from  Joseph  Early’s  estate, 
land  on  Elk  Run.  In  1815  he  bought  100  acres  adjoining  Ed¬ 
mund  Gaines. 

In  1805  he  sold  99l/2  acres  to  Edmund  Gaines  for  $50.00. 
Witness :  Augustine  Rucker,  William  Gaines  and  George  A.  Allen. 

1801  Angus  Rucker  and  wife,  Jane,  sold  to  Augustine  Ruck¬ 
er,  28  acres  for  £48.  Land  in  Madison.  At  the  same  time  Angus 
bought  30  acres  from  Augustine  and  wife,  Thomsey  Rucker. 

In  1815  Angus  sold  to  Philip  Slaughter  a  grant  of  1,000 
acres  of  land  in  Indian  Territory.  Granted  for  Rev.  service. 

In  1826,  Angus  and  wife,  Jane,  sold  to  Augustine  Rucker 
land  beginning  at  Mrs.  Early’s  Corner,  and  24  acres  on  an  old 
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road  called  the  Mountain  Road,  where  it  meets  the  main  road, 
leading  from  Graves  store  to  Fredericksburg. 

Angus  volunteered  for  Rev.  service  as  a  private  in  1775, 
from  Culpeper  Co.  24  June,  1777  he  was  commissioned  1st  Lieu¬ 
tenant  in  Captain  John  Nicholas  Co.  under  Col.  George  Gibson. 
On  the  3rd  day  of  July,  1777,  he  was  made  Captain  of  the  same 
regiment,  serving  until  1780.  In  1781  he  was  appointed  Super¬ 
intendent  of  a  hospital  in  Chesterfield  Co.,  and  served  until  the 
surrender  (Pension  Department,  Washington,  D.  C.).  One  of 
his  pension  claim  numbers  is  S.  19068,  executed  February  26, 
1830,  then  a  resident  of  Madison  County.

“The  heirs  of  Angus  Rucker  are  allowed  Bounty  land  for 
his  service  as  Captain  in  the  state  line  from  Jan.  7,  1783,  to 
Nov.  3,  1783,  in  addition  to  quantity  heretofore  allowed.  Land 
issued  to  George  A.  Rucker,  devisee  and  executor  of  Captain 
Augus  Rucker. 

Among  the  petitions,  is  one  from  Norfolk,  No.  4283. 

“Memorial  of  the  military  Officers,  and  Citizens  of  the  State 
of  Va.  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  the  troops  under  their  com¬ 
mand,  asking  exemption  from  taxation  during  the  War,  for  them¬ 
selves  and  their  overseers,  as  lands  and  crops  deteriorate  during 
absence.” 

Petition  signed  at  camp,  State  of  New  York,  Aug.  20th,  1779, 
Angus  Rucker,  Captain  1st  Virginia. 

He  was  pensioned  1830  as  “Invalid”  receiving  4000  acres  of 
land  in  Kentucky  (Kemper’s  Genealogy).

The  real  estate  to  be  sold  upon 
a  credit  of  one  or  two  years  and  the  money  arising  from  the 
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sale  of  the  said  property  to  be  divided  equally  (after  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  all  my  just  debts)  in  the  following  manner — to-wit: 

1st. — One  sixth  part  I  give  to  my  daughter  Sallie  A.  Gaines, 
and  her  heirs  or  assigns  forever: — 

Secondly: — One  sixth  part  I  give  to  my  daughter  Catherine 
Early,  her  heirs  and  assigns  forever : — 

Thirdly: — One  sixth  part  I  give  to  my  daughter,  Margaret 
Blakey,  her  heirs  and  assigns  forever : — 

Fourth : — One  sixth  part  I  give  to  my  son,  George  A.  Rucker, 
to  him  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever : — 

Fifth : — One  sixth  part  I  give  to  my  daughter  Jane  Minor — 
to  be  vested  in  the  hands  of  William  Vawter,  of  the  County  of 
Boone,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  as  trustee,  for  the  exclusive 
use  and  benefit  of  my  said  daughter  Jane  during  her  natural  live 
and  after  her  death  whatever  of  said  legacy  may  remain  to  be 
equally  divided  among  all  her  children  advanced. 

Sixth: — One  sixth  part  of  which  I  give  to  my  son  John  F. 
Rucker,  or  in  the  event  of  his  death,  to  be  equally  divided  among 
all  his  children  deducting  from  the  amount  of  said  legacy  the 
sum  of  forty  dollars  being  for  a  horse  theretofore  advanced. 

Item: — Should  I  make  any  further  advances  to  my  children 
or  any  of  them  between  this  date  and  the  time  of  my  death  it  is 
my  will  and  desire  that  my  executors  hereinafter  named  or  those 
who  may  act  shall  deduct  the  same  from  his  or  her  part  claimed 
under  this  will. 

I  do  hereby  revoke  all  wills  heretofore  made  by  me  and  de¬ 
clare  this  to  be  my  only  true  last  will  and  testament. 

I  do  hereby  ordain — constitute  and  appoint  my  son  George  A. 
Rucker  and  my  sons-in-law  William  Early  and  James  Blakey 
Executors  to  this  my  last  will  and  testament — any  of  whom  may 
act. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  subscribed  my  name 
and  affixed  my  seal  this  1st  day  of  August  in  the  year  1832.

At  a  Court  held  for  Madison  County  the  22nd  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1836,  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Angus  Rucker  de¬ 
ceased  was  produced  into  Court  and  proved  by  the  oaths  of  John 
Harrison,  Jr.  and  Linn  Banks,  witnesses  thereto  and  ordered  to 
be  recorded. 
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On  motion  of  George  A.  Rucker,  executor  therein  named 
who  made  oath  thereto  and  entered  into  bond  and  security  ac¬ 
cording  to  law  a  certificate  for  obtaining  a  probate  thereof  in 
due  form  is  granted  him.

Elliott  Rucker  was  a  member  of  the  house  of  Delegates  from 
Madison  Co.,  Va.,  1802-04.  In  1805  he  was  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  of  that  county. 

He  was  living  in  Shelby  Co.,  Ky.,  when  he  applied  for  a 
pension  for  Revolutionary  service,  Nov.,  1830.  He  enlisted  in 
1775  from  Culpeper,  serving  for  one  year  as  a  private  under 
Captain  John  Green.  In  1776  he  was  commissioned  ensign  under 
Colonel  George  Gibson,  1777,  later  a  lieutenant  in  the  same  regi¬ 
ment.  He  became  a  major  in  1781.  Elliott  remained  in  the 
regular  army  and  was  sent  during  the  whiskey  insurrection  to 
western  Pennsylvania  to  quiet  the  disturbance.  He  was  raised 
to  the  rank  of  Inspector  General  then. 

He  was  engaged  in  the  storming  of  Stony  Point.  A  number 
of  letters  are  in  the  possession  of  one  of  Elliott’s  descendants  in 
Kentucky,  written  by  him  to  his  wife,  Nancy,  while  he  was  in 
active  service  there.

Elliot  Rucker  was  with  Col.  Patrick  Henry  when  he  was  in 
the  battle  of  Williamsburg. 

“About  the  20th  of  Sept.  1775,  the  first  regular  company 
in  Va.  enlisted  for  a  term  of  twelve  months  and  marched  to  Wil¬ 
liamsburg  as  a  guard  to  the  seat  of  Government.  Elliot  Rucker 
remained  there  until  his  term  of  service  expired  in  the  month  of 
Jan.  1777.  He  was  appointed  ensign  in  the  1st  Va.  State  Regi¬ 
ment,  commanded  by  Col.  George  Green.  As  soon  as  they  were 
organized,  they  were  marched  north  to  join  Washington.” 

A  petition  filed  in  the  Virginia  State  Archives,  No.  8491, 
from  Shelby  Co.,  Ky.,  dated  Dec.  17,  1825,  a  petition  by  John 
Shipman  for  Revolutionary  pension : — “I  served  in  the  campaign 
of  1781  under  the  command  of  Major  Elliott  Rucker,  of  Va.  He 
commanded  a  battallion  of  men,  who  were  styled  the  “White 
Squad.”  I  fought  under  him  at  the  battles  of  Hot  Water,  James¬ 
town  and  at  the  siege  of  York.  He  was  attached  to  General 
Wayne’s  brigade,  and  belonged  to  the  regular  army  under  Colonel 
Gibson.

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Another  affidavit  of  the  same  character  concerning-  Elliot, 
is  in  the  same  folio,  written  by  Angus  Rucker.

Said  Juliana  Rucker  was  sister  to  Capt.  Joseph  Early, 
of  your  County.  Said  Edwin  M.  Gaines,  son  of  Churchill  and 
said  Mary  Gaines,  is  a  grand  nephew  of  said  Joseph  Early,  and 
as  such  claims  to  be  a  devisee  and  heir  of  the  estate  of  Early.  He 
has  been  informed  that  there  is  an  attempt  being  made  to  cut 
out  the  grandnephews  and  nieces,,  perhaps  some  proceedings  now 
pending  to  settle  the  question  whether  they  are  devisees. 

At  Mr.  Gaines’  request  I  enclose  you  a  power  to  act  as  his 
agent  in  the  premises,  to  attend  to  his  interest  promptly.  Mr. 
Gaines  is  a  very  worthy  citizen  and  a  gentleman  who  will  prompt¬ 
ly  pay  for  any  and  all  expense  incurred  in  the  premises  and  for 
services.

Executors :  My  sons,  Larkin  and 
Ephraim.  Witness :  Richard  C.  Booten,  Joseph  Early  and  Am¬ 
brose  Crisler.  (W.  B.  “B”,  p.  97,  Madison  Co.) 

It  cannot  be  located  from  the  records  which  son  of  Peter1 
Rucker  was  the  father  of  Augustine,  not  having  found  the  wills  of 
William  and  James,  it  is  impossible  to  know.  But  Augustine  was 
associated  with  James  Rucker,  Jr.,  in  a  land  deal  in  Bath  Co.  This 
land  had  been  patented  by  Lewis,  near  the  Warm  Springs,  on  the 
Cowpasture  River,  and  260  acres  of  the  tract  had  been  assigned  to 
George  Poage,  James  Rucker,  Jr.,  and  Augustine  Rucker,  1793. 
(Augusta  Co.  Abstracts).  Augustine  did  not  pay  a  land  or  per¬ 
sonal  tax  in  Augusta,  Bath,  nor  Greenbriar  Counties.

14  months  in  prison  at  Fort  Delaware.  I  have  a  daughter  eight 
years  of  age,  and  a  son  five.

Rucker  Family  Coat  of  Arms 

The  first  coat  of  arms  of  the  Rucker  name  was  used  by  Johan 
Von  Rucker,  of  Vienna,  a  crusader  A.  D.  1096.  In  the  records 
he  is  called  “Sir  Knight  Crusader,”  see  Feyerabend’s  Geschichte 
Der  Kruzziige,  a  history  of  the  Crusades  and  Crusaders,  the  first 
printed  book  published  in  Frankfort,  A.  D.  1583. 

This  armorial  is  shown  in  the  famous  compilation  (54 
volumes)  entitled,  Grosses  und  Allgemines  Wappenbuck,  by 
Von  J.  Siebmacher;  Enthaltent  Zzuei  Tausend  Historisch  Be- 
griindete  Familien  Wappen,  etc.  Nurnberg,  1857,  (General  book 
of  coat  armor  by  Siebmacher).  Also  see  Helmer’s  Erneuertes 
und  Vermehrtes  Wappenbuck,  Nurnberg,  1699,  section — Ritter 
und  Adels  Personen,  on  Knights  and  Nobility.  The  Rucher  name 
appears  first  in  Vienna  branching  off  to  Livonia,  Bavaria,  Holland, 
France,  England  and  later  to  America.  There  are  fifteen  coat  of 
arms  of  the  name  and  the  shields  of  fourteen  of  these  granted 
later  are  differenced  upon  the  first,  used  in  1096,  that  is  each  one 
of  the  fourteen  has  one  or  more  of  the  designs  used  on  the 
original.  All  of  them  have  wings  for  their  crest,  and  all  have 
wings,  six  pointed  stars  or  crescents  on  the  shields,  all  of  which 
are  used  on  the  original  by  John  Von  Rucher. 

The  French  and  English  authorities  on  Heraldry  are  very 
emphatic  on  one  point,  never  to  place  color  on  color  nor  metal  on 
metal,  but  the  study  of  the  arms  of  the  crusaders,  discloses  the 
fact,  that  it  was  very  frequently  done  by  the  crusaders.  They  were 
going  to  Palestine  to  reclaim  it  for  Christ  from  the  Turks,  and 
each  crusader  used  a  star,  crescent,  cross  or  some  emblem  of  the 
church  on  their  standard  or  arms. 

The  following  is  from  Nesbit’s  Heraldry. 

“Those  ‘Justing’  in  the  military  exercises  were  obliged  to 
hang  up  their  shields  some  days  before  the  time  of  exercise,  near 
the  place  of  action,  if  in  the  field,  upon  trees,  pavillions  or  bar¬ 
riers  of  the  place.  They  who  were  to  fight  on  foot  hung  their 
shields  by  the  right  corner,  and  they  on  horseback  by  the  left. 
This  position  is  called  pendant  very  frequently  all  over  Europe 
from  the  eleventh  to  the  fourteenth  century.  All  the  Shields 
pendant  that  I  have  seen  of  the  sons  of  the  royal  families 
were  pendant  by  the  sinister,  and  very  few  from  the  dexter,  the 
shield  pendant  when  lying  on  the  right  side  was  then  a  mark, 
that  the  owner  thereof  had  formerly  been  exercised  in  Tour- 
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naments,  into  which  none  were  admitted  but  those  that  were 
truly  noble.”

Number  1.  This  coat  of  arms  of  Johan  Von  Rucher  of 
Vienna  the  crusader,  in  1096,  carries  a  blue  shield  with  a  silver 
point  in  which  is  a  six  pointed  gold  star ;  at  the  sides  of  the  point 
are  two  gold  crescents.  The  helmet  is  of  silver,  surmounted  by 
a  male  figure  in  blue,  with  silver  wings  holding  a  gold  star  in 
each  hand.  The  mantling  is  of  blue  and  gold.  (Siebmacher). 

No.  2.  Rucker,  Rothenburg,  Bavaria,  granted  1647.  D’ar- 
gent  a  une  etoile  d’or;  le  champ  chape  d’azur,  a  deux  croissant 
adosse  d’or.

(This  is  the  same  shield  used  by  Johan  Von  Rucher  of  Vi¬ 
enna  in  1096,  this  Rucker  may  be  an  heir  of  Johan’s  eldest  son, 
and  is  making  a  re-patent  of  it  in  Bavaria  in  1647. 

No.  3.  This  patent  was  granted  to  Rucker  of  Frankford, 
24  Juillet  1515.  (Nob.  du  St.  Empire).

3).  The  upper  in  blue  with  3  gold  bands.  The  lower  in  blue 
over  a  gold  star,  a  silver  moon,  in  the  other  a  gold  moon.  Over 
the  gold  helmet  a  gold  star  between  open  wings  with  a  moon  in 
each.  (Helmer,  book  5,  p.  250.) 

No.  5.  Rucher  of  Bavaria  (Conf.  de  la  Nob.  du  St.  Em¬ 
pire),  patented  28  Sept.  1689.

In  the  Livonian  nobility  book  is  found  reg¬ 
istered  “Edgar  Riicher  of  Unnipecht,  with  district  certificates  to 
the  convention  of  deputy  nobles  for  March  1894,  by  Third  Class. 
He  was  son  of  the  councilor  Otto  George  Von  Riicher,  broker 
and  lord  of  Waimel  Nanhof  estate  gained  through  purchase. 
The  entrance  by  Third  class  points  to  the  Russian  Nobility  through 
civil  distinction,  although  the  family  is  found  to  have  come  from 
Vienna  in  1689,  sprung  from  Johan  Michael  Riicker  of  Imperial 
nobility,  whose  descendants  are  also  registered  in  Bavaria.” 

It  carries  a  coat  or  arms  divided  into  four  parts,  first  and 
fourth  blue  with  three  gold  stars ;  second  and  third  gold  with 
three  blue  bands. 

Crest:  a  gold  star  between  open  gold  wings  with  one  blue 
band  in  each.  Helmet. 

No.  7.  Was  granted  to  Riicher,  Von  Vinstingen,  Effensche. 
Alsace,  1690.

No.  9.  Riicher,  Hamberger  Familie  Von  der  1767-1844, 
Vier  Personen  als  Rothsherren  vorkommen.  Wappen;  (Sieb¬ 
macher  Book  5,  p.  3.  Der  burgerlichen  Wappen.) 

No.  10.  Was  granted  to  three  brothers  of  Hamburg  (Sieb¬ 
macher).  To  Dr.  John  Michael  Riicker,  Daniel  Riicker,  Jere¬ 
miah  Frederick  Riicker. 

Gen.  D.  H.  Rucker,  U.  S.  Army,  now  deceased,  was  of  this 
family.  The  shield  bears  a  woman  with  flowing  hair  standing 
on  an  anchor  holding  a  dove  (wings).  The  crest  has  the  same 
figure. 

No.  11.  There  is  another  Rucker  coat  of  arms  very  sim¬ 
ilar  to  number  ten  (Siebmacher). 

There  are  several  other  Rucker  coat  of  arms,  some  of  Ger¬ 
man  and  one  of  English,  but  every  one  has  wings,  stars  or  cres¬ 
cents  differenced  upon  the  earliest  arms  used  by  the  Crusader 
in  1096.

“Fortunately  there  is  an  harpischord  existing  with  a  double 
keyboard,  unaltered  dated  1638  made  by  Jean  Rucker,  also  Hans 
Rucker,  the  great  clavisengel  maker  of  Antwerp.”  Also  Vol.  13, 
p.  16.  See  further  about  Hans  Rucker,  his  son  Jean  and  grand¬ 
son  Jean  Couchet  of  Antwerp,  makers  of  harpischords. 

In  the  International  Studio,  published  Aug.  1,  1922,  is  an 
article  written  by  Karl  Freund,  From  Harp  to  Harpischord.  On 
page  375  is  a  picture  of  a  Double  iSpinet  made  by  Hans  Rucker, 
the  elder,  and  decorated  by  Peter  Paul  Rubens,  “One  of  the  only 
known  instruments  of  its  kind,  it  is  composed  of  a  large  and 
small  portable  Spinet  with  separate  action,  the  interior  of  the 
cover  is  painted  with  a  scene  of  Apollo  and  Marsyus  .  .  .  An¬ 
other  decorated  Harpischord  made  in  Antwerp  in  1600,  by  Hans 
Rucker,  the  elder,  remade  in  France  in  1750. 

The  Virginal,  spinet  and  clavicitherium,  supplied  one  string 
to  each  key,  the  harpischord  two,  three  or  more  tuned  in  unison, 
until  Rucker’s  added  the  octave  string  to  the  action  of  the  spinet. 
A  Double  Spinet  by  Rucker  bearing  date  1579  has  the  maker’s 
initials  in  a  carved  and  gilded  rose,  made  by  Hans  (Johannes) 
Rucker,  of  Antwerp  (now  in  Mrs.  Skinner’s  collection),  not  only 
remarkable  for  its  appearance  and  rarity,  but  for  its  place  as  a 
milestone  in  the  progress  of  keyboard  music. 
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“From  the  beginning  of  the  17th  Century,  the  Rucker  fam¬ 
ily,  Johannes  the  father,  and  his  equally  gifted  sons,  Franc,  An¬ 
dreas,  Hans,  and  Anton,  seemed  to  have  supplied  an  ever  in¬ 
creasing  demand  for  their  instruments,  presented  to  their  patrons 
with  unfailing  taste,  in  cases  of  extraordinary  beauty. 

Reubens,  Nicolas,  Maes,  Tenier,  Brill,  Wouverman,  Pala- 
medes,  are  mentioned  among  the  Dutchmen  and  Flemish  em¬ 
ployed  to  trim  their  cases  with  the  most  pleasing  compositions 
their  minds  could  invent.  In  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  No. 
2362,  a  double  keyboard  harpischord  made  by  Jean  Couchet,  a 
nephew  of  Hans  Rucker,  the  younger,  is  of  a  very  fine  quality.” 

In  a  sale  of  a  “Ruckers-Taskin  Harpischord”,  which  took 
place  in  Paris  about  1775,  it  brought  the  stupendous  price  of 
6240  livres.

Coghill 

The  Coghill  family  came  to  Virginia  in  1664.  James1  Coghfll 
lived  in  Essex  Co.  below  Fredericksburg  on  Cockleshell  and  Poto- 
bacco  Creeks.  He  died  there  in  1685,  leaving  a  will  in  which  he 

mentions  his  wife,  Mary,  who  later  married  -  Dusberry, 

she  died  in  1715,  leaving  a  will.  Her  granddaughter,  Susanna 
Coghill,  may  have  married  John  Rucker,  son  of  Peter1,  as  Fred¬ 
erick  Coghill  deeded  to  John  Rucker  56  acres  of  land  for  “love  and 
affection”.  John  and  Susanna  Rucker  later  sold  this  land,  for¬ 
merly  of  James  Coghill’s.  Or  Peter1  Rucker  may  have  married 
Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  James  Coghill.  Since  the  above  land 
was  leased  to  Peter  before  it  was  deeded  to  son,  John,  James’s  will 
does  not  mention  a  daughter,  Elizabeth. 

Thomas  Powell,  of  Rappahannock  Co.,  and  wife,  Mary,  sold 
for  “Nyne  Barrells”  of  Indian  corn  already  received,  to  James1 
Coghill,  of  Sittingbourne  Parish,  all  of  his  interest  in  30  acres  of 
land  in  the  freshes  of  the  Rappahannock  River  on  the  north  side, 
30  Sept.,  1662  (D.  B.  2,  p.  125  Rappahannock  Co.) 

James  bought  110  acres  from  Valentine  Allen  and  wife,  Mary, 
for  1200  lbs.  of  tobacco,  2  Mch.,  1664(  D.  B.  5,  p.  131). 

James  Coghill  patented  246  acres  of  land  in  the  county  of  Rap¬ 
pahannock  in  the  freshes,  beginning  at  Mr.  Lucas’s  creek,  along 
the  line  of  trees  formerly  belonging  to  Valentine  Allen,  ...  to 
Hendrick  Lucas’s  line,  to  Daniel  Gaines,  to  Peter  Cornwell’s,  due 
to  Coghill  for  transporting  5  persons,  Mch.  24,  1664-5  (L.  Gr. 
B.  5,  p.  470). 

He  bought  two-thirds  of  the  land  of  Rorah  Macrah,  of  Rap¬ 
pahannock  Co.,  land  Macrah  bought  of  William  Gibson,  Dec.  1, 
1666  (D.  B.  4,  p.  28). 

Jan.  21,  1667,  James  Coghill  sold  to  Timothy  Pell  land  for¬ 
merly  belonging  to  William  Wilton  on  the  east  side  of  Beaver 
Dam,  toward  the  head  and  on  the  north  side  of  Allen’s  Creek 
(D.  B.  2,  p.  133,  Rappahonnock  Co.) 

On  April  17,  1667,  he  patented  600  acres  on  south  side  of  the 
Rappahannock  River. 

James  patented  1050  acres  of  land  one  mile  from  the  head  of 
the  eastward  branch  of  Potobacco  Creek,  April  17,  1676  (L.  Gr. 
B.  6,  p.  61). 

James  and  Mary  Coghill  sold  to  William  Brown,  Jr.,  all  in¬ 
terest  in  the  land  bought  of  Valentine  Allen  (D.  B.  6,  p.  271,  Rap¬ 
pahannock  Co.)

The  defendant,  James,  now  failing  to  appear  on  the 
mlotion  of  the  plaintiff,  the  said  judgment  is  confirmed  and  it  is 
therefore  considered  that  the  plaintiff  do  recover  against  the 
defendant,  James  Warren,  and  Charles  Coffrey,  his  security,  2608 
pounds  of  sweet  scented  tobacco  and  cask,  the  suit  is  to  be  dis¬ 
charged  on  the  payment  of  1304  pounds  of  like  tobacco  and  cask, 
with  interest,  therefore,  after  the  rate  of  5 °/o  per  annum,  from 
XXXth  day  of  March  DCCXXXV  (1735),  till  the  same  shall 
be  paid  together  with  the  cost  of  this  suit  and  a  lawyer’s  fee.  The 
sheriff,  having  returned  that  the  defendant,  John  Warren,  is  not 
an  inhabitant  of  this  county,  the  suit  as  to  him  is  dismissed.” 
(O.  B.  5,  p.  73,  Goochland).

O.  B.  1746-54,  p.  172).  He  owned  land  in  Amherst,  where  his 
wife  and  children  moved  after  his  death.  The  will  was  again 
“presented  to  court”  in  Caroline  Co.  by  Moses  Penn,  one  of  the 
executors,  Feb.  1756  (Caroline  O.  B.  1756,  p.  137). 

The  division  of  his  estate  in  Caroline  was  not  recorded  until 
1758 — Dec.  14  (O.  B.  1758,  p.  415)  by  Edmlund  Pendleton, 
Frances  Taylor  and  Eusebrius  Stone. 

The  division  of  his  property  in  Amherst,  “According  to 
his  will”,  was  made  by  William  Cabell,  Moses  and  Aaron  Hig- 
genbotham,  12  Nov.  1762  (O.  B.  1759-62,  p.  387,  Amherst). 

George  Penn  patented  1000  acres  of  land  in  Spotsylvania 
Co.  at  the  foot  of  Great  Mts.,  beginning  at  Zachary  Taylors,  to 
Octunie  Hill,  of  Drysdale  Parish,  Sept.  28,  1728  (Land  Gr., 
b.  12,  p.  450). 

His  widow,  Ann,  later  married  -  Dudley,  possibly 

of  Caroline.  They  moved  to  Amherst  where  her  children  were 
already  living,  and  where  she  died  in  1794,  leaving  a  will  which 
mentions  five  children,  two  having  died  before  this  date,  leaving 
wills.  George  Penn’s  brother  Moses  presented  the  will  in  1758 
for  probate.  This  Moses  was  the  father  of  John  Penn,  the  signer 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  who  later  moved  from  Caro¬ 
line  Co.,  Va.  to  North  Carolina.

Louis1  Chappelear  and  his  wife,  Simone  Rous,  lived  in  Uzes, 
Languedoc  (Gard),  France.  ( Huguenot  Society  of  London,  Vol. 
7,  p.  179). 

Issue : 

1.  Isaac2  Chappelier  came  to  London  after  the  revoca¬ 
tion  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes.  He  was  naturalized  in 
London,  May  25,  1702,  as  “son  of  Louis  Chappelier 
...  of  Uzes,  Languedoc.”  He  m.  Oct.  28,  1696, 
Anne  Arnaud,  a  native  of  Tremblale  (Saintouge), 
dau.  of  Elie  Arnaud  and  Madeline  De  Valan,  his  wife. 
( Huguenot  Society  of  London,  Vol.  7,  p.  179). 

Isaac  and  Anne  Chappeliar  made  “temoiguag”  at  the  Jesuit 
church  at  Threadneedle  Street,  London,  Oct.  10,  1697,  age  25, 
a  surgeon. 

He  was  “ancien  et  secretaire”  to  the  Jesuit  church  of  Crispin 
Street,  London.  He  signed  an  entry  there,  on  July  30,  1699. 

Isaac  had  a  son,  Isaac  Chappelier,  bapt.  at  Threadneedle 
Street  Church,  on  Mch.  16,  1698.  Witnesses,  Eli  Arnaud  and 
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Anne  Chataigner.  Isaac’s  dau.  named  Narionne,  was  bapt.  Jan. 
21,  1700.  She  evidently  died,  as  another  with  same  name  was 
bapt.  Jan.,  1701,  dau.  of  Isaac  Chappelear,  Apotecary,  and  Anne, 
his  wife,  of  Crispin  St.,  Stepney.  (Vol.  3,  p.  171). 

Other  children  of  Isaac  and  Anne  Chappelier  were:  Son, 
Arnaud,  b.  Aug.  9,  1702;  dau.,  Etienne,  b.  Mch.  11,  1705;  and 
Louis,  b.  Dec.  23,  1706. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Lart,  authority  on  the  Huguenot  migration  and 
Huguenot  families,  says :  “Isaac  Chappelier  evidently  left  France 
for  the  sake  of  religion.” 

Will  of  Isaac  Chappelier,  of  London : 

In  the  name  of  God  Amjen.  I,  Isaac  Chapalier,  Surgeon  of 
H.  M.  Ship  Canterbury,  being  in  bodily  health  and  disposing  mind 
and  memory  considering  the  perrills  and  dangers  of  the  sea  and 
other  uncertaintyes  of  this  transitory  life  doe  for  avoiding  con¬ 
troversies  after  my  decease  make  publish  and  declare  this  my  last 
will  and  testament  in  manner  and  form  following:  First,  I  give 
my  soul  to  God  that  gave  it  and  my  body  I  committ  to  the  Earth 
or  Sea  as  it  may  please  God  to  order  and  as  for  and  considering 
all  my  worldly  estate  I  give  bequeath  and  dispose  thereof  as  fol- 
loweth  Item  I  give  unto  Mr.  Thomas  Guppy  for  his  great  care 
and  paines  he  took  of  me  in  the  time  of  my  sickness  8  dollars.* 
Item  I  give  unto  my  servant  Daniell  Barrow  4  dollars  with  all  my 
old  clothes  that  are  not  of  any  service  to  mfy  widdow  and  children. 
Item  I  give  unto  John  Hill  2  dollars  with  one  old  coat  and  all  and 
singular  such  wages  two  pences  sume  or  sumes  of  money  lands 
goods  chattells  and  estate  whatsoever  as  shall  be  anywayes  due 
owing  of  belonging  unto  me  at  the  time  of  my  decease  I  do  give 
devise  and  bequeath  the  same  unto  my  loving  wife  Anne  Chapalier 

and  my  two  children  Isaac  Chapalier  and -  Chapalier  the 

child  being  born  since  my  being  abroad  and  I  don’t  know  the 
Christian  name.  All  m|y  estate  equally  to  be  divided  between  my 
said  wife  and  two  children  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  either  of 
them  the  survivor  to  have  the  deceased  partyes  dividend  and  I 
do  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  Peter  Gambo  merchant  liveing  in 
St.  Martin’s  lane  by  London  Sole  Executor  of  this  my  last  will 
and  testament  for  the  whole  use  and  behoofe  of  my  said  wife 
and  children.  My  hand  and  seal  18  Jan.  1706/7  on  board  said  ship 
at  sea  in  America.

The  records  of  that  county  are  destroyed,  so  it  is  not  known 
just  when  he  emigrated,  but  there  is  an  inventory  filed  at  An¬ 
napolis  :  “Inventory  of  the  estate  of  Isaac  Chappelear,  late  of 
St.  Mary’s  Co.,  Md.,  deceased,  taken  and  appraised  by  Baptist 
Barber  and  Richard  Wainright,  thereunto  appointed  and  sworn, 
this  24th  day  of  Mch.,  1741.”  (Children  under  age,  names  not 
given).  Inventories  27,  p.  54,  Land  Office,  Annapolis,  Md. 

Edward  Briscoe  and  Rachel,  his  wife,  made  oath  as  to  having 
produced  all  goods  of  Isaac  Chappelear  for  appraisement,  July 
6,  1742.  (Same  book  as  above). 

Land  Office,  Annapolis,  Maryland.  Liber  19,  folio  441. 
(1742-1743). 

Being  the  account  of  Rachel  Brisco  of  the  estate  of  Isaac 
Chappelear.  “Sureties  are  Thomas  Reader  and  James  Wood,  of 
St.  Mary’s  County,  Ball  disposed  of  a  third  to  the  deceased’s 
widow,  the  Residue  to  Elias  Arnold  Chappelear  and  James  Chap¬ 
pelear,  Orphans  of  the  Deed.”

1.  Elias4  Arnold  Chappelear  (Isaac3,  Isaac2,  Louis1),  of  St. 
Mary’s  Co.,  Md.,  appears  in  the  Debt  Book  of  that  county  as 
owning  in  1774,  292  acres  of  land,  part  of  Underwood,  now 
called  Wood’s  Pleasure. 

This  land  was  patented  by  Abraham  Wood  in  the  year  1731, 
part  of  it  lying  in  St.  Mary’s  and  part  in  Charles  counties.  He 
moved  to  Culpeper  Co.,  Va.,  after  1783,  paying  a  personal  tax 
there  in  1787,  on  two  white  and  two  black  persons. 
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In  1788,  he  bought  100  acres  of  land  from  Jamies  Monroe  in 
Culpeper  Co.,  and  paid  on  this  land  until  1797.  (Land  Tax  Book, 
Arch.  Dept.,  Va.  State  Lib.) 

In  1791  Elias  Chappelear  leased  land  from  Presley  Thornton, 
in  Culpeper  Co.  In  1791,  he  paid  personal  tax  on  3  whites  and 
2  blacks :  mentioned  ‘‘William  and  Zack”  sons. 

In  1795  William  Chappelear  paid  personal  tax  on  “father” 
—  (2  taxes). 

In  1797,  William  paid  only  his  own  tax.  We  suppose  Elias 
to  be  deceased.  He  left  no  will,  but  his  widow,  Ann,  began  paying 
tax  in  1799  on  one  slave. 

Ann  Chappelier  was  supposed  to  have  been  a  Brammell  or 
Bramwell,  of  Pennsylvania,  daughter  of  William  Brammell  or 
Bramiwell.  One  of  Ann’s  granddaughters  (the  daughter  of  her 
son,  George)  was  named  Ann  Brammell. 

The  following  is  copied  from  a  note  in  possession  of  John 
Williams,  son  of  Adaline  Chappelear  Williams,  daughter  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Chappelear,  son  of  William,  son  of  Elias  Chappelear.  (No¬ 
tation  of  outside  of  note,  “Elias  Chappelear’s  bond  for  four 
thousand  pounds  of  tobacco.”) 

“Elias  Chappelear  of  St.  Mary’s  make  unto  Mary  Hilton,  of 
said  county;  eight  thousand  pounds  of  crop  of  tobacco  to  be  paid 
— said  Mary  Hilton  her  certain  allowance.  E.  Goodman,  admin¬ 
istrator.  8  Jan.,  1783,  4000  lbs.  of  tobacco.  Elias  Chappelear. 
Witness,  Henry  Chappelear.” 

A  deed  from  Thomas  Haynie,  of  Culpeper,  to  Mrs.  Ann 
Chappelear,  for  life,  then  to  revert  to  her  children :  Thomas 
Haynie,  William,  James,  Samuel,  Zachariah,  Presley  and  George 
Chappelear.  (D.  B.  CC,  p.  332,  Culpeper  Co.,  Va.)

14  day  of  April,  1809;  proved  24  Oct.,  1811.  Signed,  James 
Forrest,  Register  of  Wills,  St.  Mary’s  Co.,  Md.  Copy-teste, 
James  Forrest.  The  above  will  is  recorded  in  Culpeper  Co.,  Va., 
10  Dec.,  1811. 

There  is  a  petition  in  the  Arch.  Dept.,  Va.  State  Lib.,  dated 
14  Dec.,  1809,  from  James  Chappelear,  of  Culpeper  Co.,  to  the 
Assembly,  to  permit  these  slaves  to  be  brought  out  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  into  Virginia.  See  Petition  No.  5462-A  and  8495. 

Will  of  Alexander  Cook.  (W.  B.  F.,  p.  313,  St.  Mary’s 
Co.,  Md.)  :  “I  give  to  the  children  of  my  daughter,  Margaret 
Chappelear,  one  negro  woman  named  Tender  and  one  girl  named 
Mary.” 

James5  Chappelear  moved  to  Sunday  Creek,  Perry  Co.,  Ohio, 
in  1823.  He  paid  his  first  personal  tax  in  Culpeper  Co.  in  1793.

Died  in  Rappa’ck 
Co.  1851 ;  was  buried  by  his  wife,  Honar  Garner,  on  his  farm 
which  is  now  owned  by  his  gr.  gr.  dau.,  Jesse  Huffman,  near 
Flint  Hill,  Va. 

My  mother  (Annie  Chappelear  Rucker)  said  that  her  grand¬ 
mother’s  name  was  Honar,  but  not  liking  her  name  she  called 
herself  Ann.  The  marriage  license  granted  to  William  has  Honar 
Garner,  dated  28  Nov.  1795,  but  the  returns  were  not  made  by 
the  minister  for  a  year,  28  Nov.  1796,  and  Ann  Garner  was  writ¬ 
ten  instead  of  Honar.  The  name  of  Honar  Chappelear  was  on 
the  tombstone  by  which  William  was  buried. 

William  Chappelear ’s  Bible,  now  in  the  possession  of  Joseph 
Williams,  of  Flint  Hill,  has  some  items  written  by  William : 

“William  removed  to  Culpeper,  26  Dec.,  1804.” 

“William  died  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  22  Dec. -  (worn).” 

“Mariah  Chappelear  was  born  ye  December,  April  7,  1800.” 

“Benjamin  Chappelear  was  born  March  22,  1803.” 

“William  Chappelear  was  born  27  June,  1770.” 

“Honor,  his  wife,  was  born - ■  17,  1771.” 

“William  Chappelear  and  his  wife,  Honor,  were  married  ye 
December  6,  1795.” 

“Mary  Chappelear,  his  daughter,  was  born  20  Sept.,  1797.” 

“Elizabeth  Chappelear  was  born  ye  10  Sept.,  1806.” 

“John  Chappelear  was  born  29  August,  1808.” 

“Armistead  was  born  18  July,  1810.” 

“Elias  and  Ann  (twins)  were  born  22  March,  18 — .” 

The  last  page  of  the  book  gives  the  births  of  their  slaves,  and 
a  cure  for  the  disease  called  Gravel. 
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October  13,  1803,  William  Chappelear  rented  his  land  in 
Culpeper  Co.  to  his  brother,  James.  The  land  was  to  continue  in 
the  possession  of  James  until  25  Dec.,  1804;  James  to  pay  to 
William  700  pounds  of  tobacco.  One  of  the  witnesses  to  this 
transaction  was  Thomas  Haynie. 

William  began  paying  land  tax  in  1792  on  twelve  acres, 
formerly  of  John  Thomas.  He  paid  in  the  same  year  on  106 
acres  of  land,  formerly  of  James  Faygens. 

In  1817  William  Chappelear  bought  of  William  Norman  337 
acres  of  land  on  Crooked  Run.  He  owned  land  on  the  north 
side  of  Hickman’s  Run. 

In  1814  he  was  living  on  land  near  Flint  Hill  and  owned 
land  at  Gaines  Cross  Roads. 

Elias  Chappelear  paid  personal  tax,  1791,  for  “sons,  William 
and  Zack.” 

William  Chappelear  in  1794  paid  personal  tax  for  “self  and 
father.” 

The  following  is  from  an  old  Prayer  Book,  dated  1751 ; 
owned  by  Dr.  Fred.  D.  Chappelear,  of  Hughesville,  Md. : 

“William  Chappelear  and  Honor,  his  wife,  were  married  6 
Dec.,  1795.  Mary  Chappelear,  his  daughter,  was  born  23  Sept., 
1797.”

Ann,  the  widow  of  William,  lived  some  years  upon  the  250 
acres  of  land  left  to  her ;  the  taxes  being  paid  by  her  son-in-law, 
John  Palmer. 

Her  son,  Benjamin,  was  living  at  that  time  in  Fauquier  Co. 

(Culpeper  Deed  Book  00,  p.  142,  Feb.  1,  1822)  :  William 
Garner,  of  Culpeper,  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  1200 
dollars :  to  William  Chappelear,  did  by  note,  bearing  date  1  Feb., 
1822,  as  well  as  for  the  one  dollar  paid  by  Zachary  Chappelear, 
have  sold  unto  the  said  Zachary,  negroes,  Pomfrey,  Mary,  Polly, 
Jacob  and  Johnson,  one  horse,  saddle  and  bridle,  my  chest  of  tools 
and  all  my  interest  in  m|y  deceased  father’s  and  mother’s  estate, 
real  and  personal.  Justices  Charles  Shackelford,  George  Dether- 
age.  14  (Sept.,  1822. 

Will  of  William  Chappelear,  dated  17  Tune,  1846;  probated 
25  Sept.,  1851: 

“I,  William  Chappelear,  of  the  county  of  Rappahannock,  I 
give  to  my  beloved  wife,  Ann  Chappelear,  the  farm  upon  which  I 
now  live,  250  acres,  together  with  such  farming  utensils,  horses, 
stock,  etc. 

To  my  daughter,  Mary  Welch,  one-ninth  part  during  her 
natural  life,  the  same  to  go  to  her  daughter,  Anne  Best. 

The  residue  of  the  estate  given  to  my  wife,  Ann,  for  life,  then 
to  be  divided  among  my  children.  To  my  son,  Benjamin,  one- 
fourth  part ;  to  nfy  daughter,  Maria  Palmer,  one-fourth  part ;  to 
my  son,  Elias,  one-fourth  part;  to  my  daughter,  Anne  Raeger, 
and  to  my  son-in-law,  Henry  Raeger,  one-fourth  part,  but  should 
my  daughter,  Anne  Raeger,  die  without  heir,  her  part  to  be 
divided  among  the  above  named  children  in  such  proportions  as 
above  named,  so  that  my  daughter,  Elizabeth  de  Latourandais, 
and  her  heirs  shall  receive  an  equal  share  with  my  son,  Benjamin, 
my  daughter,  Maria  Palmer,  and  my  son,  Elias.  My  daughter, 
Mary  Welch,  to  receive  only  one-half  a  share  during  her  life  and 
at  her  death  to  go  to  her  daughter,  Anne  Best,  and  her  heirs. 

But  m|y  desire  to  be  expressly  understood  that  my  daughter, 
Elizabeth  de  Latourandais,  and  her  heirs  are  not  to  receive  any 
other  portion  of  the  estate  given  to  my  wife,  Anne  Chappelear, 
except  that  part  given  my  daughter,  Nancy  Raeger.  My  estate 
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both  real  and  personal  to  be  divided  among  my  following  named 
children:  my  daughter,  Mary  Welch;  my  son,  Benjamin;  my 
daughter,  Maria  Palmer ;  my  son,  Elias  Chappelear ;  my  daughter, 
Nancy  Raeger;  my  daughter,  Elizabeth  de  Latourandais.  I  charge 
my  daughter,  Maria  Palmer,  with  the  sum  of  253  dollars ;  my  son, 
Benjamin,  the  sum  of  363  dollars ;  my  daughter,  Mary  Welch,  the 
sum  of  130.25  dollars;  my  son,  Elias,  with  the  sum  of  642.85  dol¬ 
lars;  my  daughter,  Nancy  Raeger,  with  the  sum  of  961.13  dollars. 

I  desire  my  ex’ors.  to  pay  to  my  daughter,  Elizabeth,  for  her 
sole  and  separate  use,  the  sum  of  400  dollars,  250  dollars  is  to  be 
paid  out  for  building  her  a  dwelling  house,  to  be  erected  upon  land 
set  aside  for  her  by  a  deed  of  trust.  My  son,  Benjamin,  my  sole 
ex’or.” 

Signed,  William  Chappelear  (seal).

3.  Benjamin6  Garner  Chappelear  (William5,  Elias4)  was 
born  3  March,  1803,  Culpeper  Co.;  died  23  May,  1895  (tomb¬ 
stone),  and  was  buried  in  the  Fletcher  burying  ground,  upon  the 
farmi  owned  by  Robert  Fletcher.  Benjamin  married  17  August, 
1817,  Matilda  Fletcher  (Robert2,  Joshua1),  of  Fauquier  Co. 
They  resided  for  a  while  near  Flint  Hill,  then  near  Markham,  and 
in  the  year  1842  he  bought  Woodside  (the  old  Armistead  home¬ 
stead)  near  Piedmont,  now  Delaplane.  Here  they  lived  until  their 
death.  Matilda  died  twenty  years  before  her  husband,  Benjamin. 

In  the  Fall  of  1822,  Benjamin  went  with  a  number  of  friends 
and  relatives  from  Culpeper  Co.  to  Ohio,  crossing  the  mountains 
with  caravans  of  covered  wagons,  leading  all  manner  of  animals, 
to  make  their  homes  in  new  lands.  Arffong  the  number  were  his 
uncles,  James  and  George.  Benjamin  spent  the  winter  near 
Zanesville  and  taught  school,  but  in  the  following  Spring  rode  back 
to  Virginia. 

Upon  his  return  he  became  overseer  for  Basil  Gordon,  the 
first  millionaire  of  America,  under  whose  tutelage,  he  became  a 
good  business  man.  During  his  life  he  amassed  a  large  fortune 
for  that  time.  His  wife,  Matilda,  inherited  her  father’s  business 
qualities,  and  helped  her  husband  invest,  spend  and  save,  at  the 
same  time  to  give  their  children  a  good  education.  As  a  girl, 
Matilda’s  hair  was  red,  but  after  an  illness  fromi  typhoid  fever, 
her  hair  fell  out,  but  was  replaced  with  abundant  tresses  of  black. 
As  children  we  loved  to  hear  Benjamin  (my  grandfather)  tell  of 
his  trip  across  the  mountains  and  his  experiences  while  in  the  em¬ 
ploy  of  Basil  Gordon. 

Benjamin  met  Matilda  Fletcher  in  Rappahannock  Co.  while 
she  was  visiting  her  uncle,  Dr.  John  Fletcher.  She  was  horse¬ 
back  riding  with  her  cousin,  John  Dillon,  and  coming  to  a  brook 
where  the  water  was  deep,  they  rode  in.  Into  the  same  brook 
rode  Benjamin  Chappelear,  and  it  chanced  that  he  saw  Matilda 
for  the  first  time,  going  to  a  camp  meeting.

“William  Chappelear  and  wife  Ann 
of  Rappa’k  Co.  to  Benjamin  Chappelear,  trustee;  for  Elizabeth 
Latournandais,  the  wife  of  Joseph,  for  love  and  affection  which 
he  bears  to  his  daughter  Elizabeth”.

The  following  letter  was  written  by  Armjistead  to  his  brother 
John  Chappelear,  Gaines  Cross  Roads,  Rappa.  Co.  Va. 

Paynesville,  Pike  Co.,  Mo.,  5  Apr.  1840.  Dear  Brother : 
“I  have  met  Mr.  Palmer’s  people.  The  old  man  has  chills.  I 
have  been  to  see  Mr.  Thornton  Nelson.  Mr.  Palmer  is  settling 
his  business  in  Rappahannock.  Tell  father  to  stay  where  he  is. 
I  have  visited  Ohio,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kentucky  and  Missouri, 
and  do  not  like  them.  There  are  chills  everywhere.  Help  Elias 
and  Benjamin  to  get  a  farm  for  me  in  Rappahannock  Co.,  I  do 
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not  want  my  sisters  to  know  where  I  am.  I  expect  to  keep  a 
grocery  store  here.  Signed,  Armistead  Chappelear.  He  states 
that  he  has  opened  a  cash  Grocery  business ;  that  he  went  twice 
a  year  to  New  Orleans  for  his  groceries,  bought  cattle  and  sheep 
to  take  down  the  Mississippi  river  and  brought  back  his  wares. 
The  trip  took  him  six  weeks.  He  mentions  his  niece  Melville  and 
his  brother  Benjamin.  He  signs  his  name  “Art  Chappelear”.

He  began  paying 
personal  tax  in  the  year  1792,  his  father  Elias  paid  his  tax  in 
1791,  yet  in  1800,  Zachary,  “a  minor”,  paid  tax  on  12  acres.  This 
12  acres  he  sold  to  his  brother,  William  in  1808  (D.  B.  C,  p. 
143,  Culp.  Co.). 

Zachary  moved  to  Ohio  (D.  B.  A,  p.  124,  Rappa’k).  Zach¬ 
ary  Chappelear  of  Culpeper  Co.,  sold  land  to  Daniel  McGower 
and  to  W.  J.  Menefee  in  1831.  In  January  of  the  year  1823, 
Zachary,  George  and  James  moved  to  Perry  Co.,  Ohio. 

They  settled  on  Sunday  Creek,  near  Lexington  Township, 
about  twelve  miles  south  east  of  Zanesville.  Hanson,  son  of 
Zachary,  moved  to  Clayton  Township,  Perry  county. 

Elliott,  Charles  and  John  O.,  sons  of  James  Chappelear, 
William  Woods,  son  of  Zachary  Chappelear,  all  moved  north  to 
Hopewell  Township,  Muskingum  Co.,  Ohio.  Henderson,  son  of 
Zachary,  remained  in  Perry  county.

He  was  living  at  Somer¬ 
set,  Perry  county  at  this  time.  The  letter  was  addressed  to  “Dear 
Nephew”  and  signed,  “Your  uncle,  G.  Chappelear.  The  letter 
relates  of  the  part  he  had  taken  in  the  war  of  1812,  with  two 
of  his  nephews,  John  and  William,  sons  of  “Brother  James  of 
Sundays  Creek.  He  also  mentions  his  brothers  Jamtes  and  Wil¬ 
liam,  and  says  that  his  nephew  Benjamin  had  visited  him  at  his 
place  of  residence,  and  “On  account  of  the  vast  improvements 
in  their  neighborhood,  Benjamin  could  not  recognize  it”.  He 
writes  of  the  children  of  his  brother  William,  giving  their  names : 
“Benjamin,  Elias,  Armistead,  Polly,  Mariah  and  Nancy”.  At 
the  close  of  the  long  letter,  he  adds :  “Your  Aunt  Sucky  wishes 
to  be  remembered”.  This  letter  is  in  the  possession  of  Bessie 
Chappelear  of  Delaplane,  Va.

Arnaud 

During  the  French  Revolution  Isaac  Le  Chapelier,  a  lawyer, 
became  famous.  He  was  one  of  the  eight  men  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tional  Comfrnittee  who  was  selected  to  draw  up  the  new  French 
Constitution  on  July  14,  1789. 
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The  following  is  taken  from  the  Huguenot  'Society  of  Lon¬ 
don.

Elias  Arnaud  knowing  that  nothing  is  more  certain  than  death 
and  the  uncertain  hour  thereof,  being  of  sound  mind,  memory, 
and  understanding  Do  make  miy  last  will  and  testament  in  man¬ 
ner  and  form  following:  First,  I  recommend  my  soul  to  God 
the  Father  Son  and  Holy  Ghost  three  persons  and  only  one  God 
And  in  regard  to  my  temporal  estate  as  well  movables  as  immov¬ 
ables  that  shall  be  found  after  my  death  I  will  and  intend  that 
my  wife  Magdalen  take  possession  of  all  imimediately  after  my 
decease  to  enjoy  and  dispose  of  them  according  to  her  direction 
as  she  shall  be  advised  to  do  all  acts  of  justice  as  shall  be  thought 
proper  for  recovery  of  them  and  for  possessing  of  them  and  also 
to  dispose  of  my  said  goods  or  Estate  to  our  children  by  testa¬ 
ment  or  otherwise  as  she  shall  judge  convenient  to  be  received 
and  possessed  by  them  in  such  manner  as  she  shall  order.  I  will 
also  that  in  case  anyone  of  our  heires  shall  controverse  the  Exe¬ 
cution  of  this  my  said  will  he  shall  be  excluded  of  any  part  of  my 
said  goods  or  Estate  and  shall  be  reduced  to  one  shilling  My  wife 
to  be  sole  executrix  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament.  Signed 
and  sealed  14  Sept  1724.

Imprimis,  I 
Recomtmend  my  soul  to  God  my  Creator,  in  the  name  and  by  the 
Merits  of  his  most  dear  only  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  my  Sole  Saviour 
and  redeemer,  and  as  concerning  my  temporal  goods  after  the 
discharge  of  my  lawful  debts,  if  there  be  any  due  and  the  charges 
of  my  funeral  and  execution  of  my  present  will,  I  give  and  be¬ 
queath  to  my  grandson  Peter  Arnaud  in  consideration  of  the 
service  which  he  has  done  me,  all  my  Household  goods,  beds, 
cloaths  and  linen  belonging  to  my  house.  Item,  I  give  and  be¬ 
queath  to  miy  son  Elias  Arnaud,  at  Gosport,  County  Southampton, 
one  entire  Third  part  of  all  the  residue  of  goods  Chattels,  rights 
and  credits  and  other  things  without  exception  that  shall  be  found 
belonging  to  me  at  the  time  of  my  death.  Item  I  give  one  third 
to  my  two  granddaughters  Mary  Magdalen  Arnaud  and  Susanna 
Arnaud,  daughters  of  my  late  son  John  Arnaud,  by  equal  por¬ 
tions  between  them  both.  Item,  I  give  the  remaining  third  part 
of  my  said  goods  and  effects  to  my  grandson  Isaac  Chapellier,  and 
nominate  and  constitute  for  executor  and  executrix  of  my  pres¬ 
ent  testament  my  said  son  Elias  Arnaud  and  my  granddaughter 
Mary  Magdalen  Arnaud,  and  my  will  is  that  they  do  deliver  and 
remit  to  the  said  Isaac  Chapellier  the  third  which  I  have  hereto¬ 
fore  bequeathed  to  him  of  my  estate  in  manner  and  form  follow¬ 
ing  vitz;  50  lbs.  Sterling  within  two  years  after  my  decease  and 
the  like  sum  of  50  lbs.  Sterling  two  years  after  the  said  first  term, 
if  said  portion  can  produce  the  said  two  sumes,  and  if  it  produces 
more  than  that  sum,  the  surplus  and  residue  of  the  said  portion 
shall  be  paid  and  delivered  to  him  one  year  after  the  said  last  term 
but  my  executor  and  executrix  shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  interest 
of  the  portion  of  the  said  Isaac  Chapellier  during  the  delays  here 
laid  down  for  the  deliverance  thereof  and  in  case  the  said  Isaac 
Chapellier  should  dye  before  he  has  received  the  said  thirds  en¬ 
tirely,  in  case  he  leaves  any  lawful  children  alive,  what  shall  be 
left  of  the  said  third  shall  be  delivered  to  them,  as  soon  as  they 
come  of  age,  and  in  the  meantime  the  interest  that  shall  be  pro¬ 
duced  therefrom  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  here  before  set 
forth  shall  be  for  their  use  in  and  in  case  of  the  decease  of  the 
said  Isaac  Chapellier.

Fletcher 

1.  Joshua1  Fletcher,  b.  March  20,  1750,  d.  April  27,  1811,  in 
Fauquier  Co.,  mi.  about  1773,  Agnes  Hutchins,  of  Maryland,  d. 
Oct.  1821. 

The  first  we  know  of  him  is  from  the  Auditor’s  Account,  18, 
p.  115,  in  1781,  when  he  is  paid  for  Revolutionary  Service,  a 
private  under  Captain  Morehead.  (Ref.  Aud.  Accounts,  Rich¬ 
mond,  Virginia,  Archives). 

In  1791  he  leased  land  from  John  Carter,  but  it  was  not 
settled  until  1794  (see  the  lease),  200  acres  of  land  northwest  of 
Goose  Creek.  Carter  exacted  that  he  should  build  a  house  of 
stone  (see  lease)  which  is  still  standing  in  good  condition.  The 
spring  is  up  on  the  hill  by  the  house,  flowing  so  bold  and  freely 
that  Joshua  called  the  place  “Fountain  Hill”.  It  is  a  ten-room 
house,  the  old  stone  “meat”  house  and  another  outhouse  is  still 
there.  “Fountain  Hill”  farm  has  recently  been  bought  by  Dr. 
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Carey  Grayson,  of  Washington.  The  farm  is  about  a  mile  from 
Upperville. 

After  the  death  of  Joshua  and  Agnes,  their  son,  Joshua,  and 
wife,  Marcia  Lanham,  lived  on  this  farm. 

Agnes,  b.  1755,  the  widow  of  Joshua,  died  before  October  30, 
1821.  On  that  date  an  inventory  of  the  estate  of  Joshua  appears. 
(W.  B.  8,  p.  114,  Fauquier  Co.) 

(D.  B.  17,  p.  792,  Fauquier  Co.,  25  July,  1810).  A  receipt 
from  Joshua  Tidball  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  of  Fauquier  Co.,  to 
Joshua  Fletcher,  of  same,  for  $2,500.00,  paid  by  Joshua  Fletcher, 
land  whereon  the  said  Fletcher  now  lives  on  the  waters  of  the 
Goose  Creek.  On  a  road  on  the  north  side  of  the  said  Fletchers 
Spring  branch  in  George  Carter’s  line,  on  the  east  side  of  a  branch 
in  Charles  L.  Carter’s  line,  thence  with  the  line  of  Charles  Carter 
and  Moore  F.  Carter,  on  the  west  side  of  the  road  in  Moore  F. 
Carter’s  line,  125  acres.  Also  one  other  tract,  on  the  waters  of 
the  Goose  Creek,  on  the  west  branch  of  Goose  Creek,  corner  at 
George  Carter’s  to  a  stone  in  Hugh  Whiteford’s  line,  to  Benjamin 
Glascock’s  line,  to  a  Spanish  oak,  marked  “M.  F.  C.”,  containing 
130  acres  granted  by  Elizabeth  Tidball,  formerly  Elizabeth  W. 
Carter,  in  the  division  of  the  estate  of  the  late  John  Carter,  de¬ 
ceased. 

1813,  Agnes  Fletcher,  widow  of  Joshua,  paid  taxes  on  225 
acres  of  land,  adjoining  George  Carter  and  Daniel  Mitchell.  Also 
130  acres,  adjoining  Hugh  Whiteford,  on  Goose  Creek  (Fau¬ 
quier  Land  Tax  Books). 

Lease : 

This  indenture  made  this  11  day  of  April,  1794,  between 
Mrs.  Jane  Carter,  Landon  Carter,  Jr.,  of  Bull  Run,  and  Robert 
Carter,  of  the  same  place,  for  himself,  and  as  guardian  of  Miss 
Ann  Carter,  Miss  Jane  Carter,  Miss  Elizabeth  Carter,  Miss 
Matilda  Carter,  John  Carter,  the  son  of  John,  George  Carter,  also 
the  son  of  John,  Fitzhugh  Carter  and  Edward  Carter,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Joshua  Fletcher,  of  the  County  of  Fauquier,  of  the 
other  part. 

Whereas,  John  Carter,  deceased,  did,  in  his  life  time,  promise 
and  obligate  himself  and  his  heirs  that  he  and  they  should  give 
the  said  Fletcher  a  lease  for  his  lot  of  land  hereinafter  more 
particularly  described,  for  their  lives,  and  on  the  terms  hereinafter 
expressed,  and  whereas  the  said  Joshua  Fletcher  demands  a  lease 
for  the  aforesaid  lot  of  land,  agreeable  to  the  said  John’s  promise 
and  contract  with  the  said  Fletcher,  and  refuses  to  pay  rent,  unless 
the  aforesaid  lease  is  duly  and  legally  executed,  and  whereas  the 
said  demand  appears  to  the  aforesaid  Carter  just  and  reasonable, 
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they  therefore  have  consented  to  comply  with  the  same,  and  that 
the  lease  may  be  binding  to  all  parties  interested,  the  said  Robert 
Carter  consents  for  his  aforesaid  wards  and  hereby  grants  for 
them,  by  and  in  consequence  of  the  authority  and  power  vested  in 
him  as  their  Guardian. 

Now  this  indenture  witnesseth,  that  the  said  Mrs.  Jane  Carter, 
Landon  Carter,  Robert  Carter,  as  well  as  for  himself,  as  for  Miss 
Ann  Carter,  Miss  Jane  Carter,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Carter,  Miss 
Matilda  Carter,  John  Carter,  George  Carter,  Fitzhugh  Carter, 
Edward  Carter,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  rents  and  covenants 
hereinafter  mentioned,  on  the  part  and  behalf  of  the  said  Joshua 
Fletcher,  hath  demised,  granted  and  to  farm  let,  and  by  these  pres¬ 
ents,  doth  demise,  grant  and  to  farm  let  unto  the  said  Joshua 
Fletcher  a  certain  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  whereon  he  now  liveth, 
lying  and  being  in  the  County  of  Fauquier  and  bounded  as  fol¬ 
lows :  (metes  and  bounds  given),  containing  Two  Hundred  acres 
under  the  reservations  hereinafter  mentioned. 

To  Have  and  to  Hold  the  afore  mentioned  lands,  together 
with  every  appertenance  thereunto  appertaining  unto  the  said 
Joshua  Fletcher  and  his  wife,  Agnes,  and  his  son,  Joshua  Fletcher, 
and  the  longest  liver  of  them  yearly  and  paying  unto  the  said  Miss 
Jane  Carter,  unto  the  said  Robert  Carter,  Landon  Carter,  John, 
George,  Fitzhugh,  Edward,  Miss  Ann,  Miss  Jane,  Miss  Elizabeth, 
Miss  Matilda  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  them,  two  hundred  acres 
of  land,  he  to  build  a  good  dwelling  house,  20  feet  long,  by  16  feet 
wide,  of  brick  or  stone  chimney,  for  and  during  their  natural  lives 
of  him  the  said  Joshua  Fletcher  and  his  wife,  Agnes,  and  his  son, 
Joshua  Fletcher,  and  the  longest  liver  of  them,  and  paying  unto 
the  the  said  parties  yearly,  and  every  year  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  during  the  said  term,  the  rent  of  Fifteen  pounds  current 
money  of  Virginia,  together  with  the  land  taxes.

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  Joshua  Fletcher,  of  the 
County  of  Fauquier  and  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  knowing  the 
uncertainty  of  this  mortal  life,  and  being  of  sound  and  perfect 
mind  and  memory,  blessed  be  the  name  of  God  for  the  same,  do 
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make  and  constitute  this  my  last  will  and  testament  in  manner 
and  form  as  follows,  that  is  to  say : 

First.  That  all  my  just  debts  be  paid  by  my  executors.  Next 
I  give  and  bequeathe  to  my  beloved  wife,  during  her  natural  life, 
the  tract  of  land  whereon  I  now  reside,  containing  One  Hundred 
and  twenty-five  acres,  be  the  same  more  or  less,  with  appurtenances 
thereto,  belonging,  also  all  my  horses,  cows  and  hogs,  and  all 
my  live  stock  of  whatsoever  nature  with  all  imjplements  of  every 
kind  which  are  now  used  for  cultivating  the  farm.  Also  all  of  my 
negroes  of  every  description,  and  all  household  furniture  of  every 
species  which  I  am  now  in  possession  of,  all  and  singular,  which 
land,  goods  and  chattels  to  occupy  and  enjoy  during  her  natural 
life  as  above  unless  my  said  wife,  Agnes  Fletcher,  should  after 
my  death  intermarry  with  some  other  person,  in  which  case  it  is 
my  will  she  should  deliver  up  to  my  executors  all  of  the  above 
property  except  the  said  land  and  appurtenances,  which  she  shall 
or  may  continue  on  during  aforesaid  term  or  rent  it  out  and  re¬ 
ceive  the  annual  proceeds  therefrom  as  she  may  see  proper. 

I  also  will  and  bequeathe  to  my  three  Grandchildren,  namely, 
Joshua  Dillon,  Harriet  Dillon  and  John  Hopper,  and  to  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Robert  Martin  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  namely,  Agnes 
Martin  and  John  Martin  (My  Grand  children)  to  each  the  sum 
of  Fifty  /pounds,  Virginia  currency,  to  be  paid  them  by  my 
executors,  viz.,  to  the  girls  as  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  and  to  the  boys  as  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years.  I  also  wish  the  said  Grandchildren  raised  and  to  have 
reasonable  schooling  at  the  expense  of  my  children.  I  also  be¬ 
queathe  and  devise  to  my  five  sons,  namely,  Robert,  William, 
John,  Joshua  and  Benjamin  Fletcher,  the  remaining  part  of  my 
landed  property,  with  all  appurtenances  to  the  same,  belonging 
at  my  decease  and  at  the  death  of  my  wife  all  the  land  and 
movable  property  of  whatsoever  kind  or  nature  which  is  herein¬ 
before  willed  and  bequeathed  to  my  said  wife,  Agnes  Fletcher. 
I  give  in  like  manner  to  my  five  sons,  as  also  all  debts,  dues, 
demands,  interests,  goods,  chattels,  commodities  and  heraditaments 
not  hereinbefore  bequeathed,  all  of  which  to  be  equally  divided 
among  my  said  sons,  provided  nevertheless  my  said  sons  shall  first 
pay  to  said  estate  or  discount  such  sums  out  of  their  said  dividends 
respectively  and  individually  as  they  so  separately  stand  charged 
with  on  my  books,  reference  being  thereunto  had.  They  paying 
first  to  Samuel  Dillon  and  Samuel  Hopper  the  sum  of  One  Dol¬ 
lar  each,  and  provided  my  wife,  said  Agnes  Fletcher,  should 
hereafter  intermarry  as  before  mentioned,  it  is  my  will  that  such 
property  and  interests  thereby  relinquished  all  claim  to  shall  be 
divided  in  like  manner  among  my  five  sons. 
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And  lastly,  I  nominate,  constitute  and  appoint  my  two  sons, 
Robert  and  William  Fletcher,  my  executors  to  this  my  last  will 
and  testament,  hereby  revoking  all  former  wills  made  by  me.

Joshua  may  have  come  to  Va.  from  Pennsylvania. 

The  Goose  Creek  Baptist  Church  was  formed  from  the 
church  in  Philadelphia  in  1775  (from  the  records  of  this  church). 
The  name  of  Joshua  Fletcher  appears  on  the  records  as  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  Goose  Creek  Church  to  the  yearly  convention  in  1792. 
Joshua  may  have  been  a  member  of  this  church  before  he  left 
Philadelphia,  the  name  of  his  wife  Agnes  and  son  John  also  ap¬ 
pear,  later  in  the  records.  In  April  of  1805  the  members  sub¬ 
scribe  $792,  to  build  a  new  church,  to  be  of  stone  or  brick  to  be 
44  by  43  feet  in  dimension  “for  the  Baptist  Society  of  Goose 
Creek”,  of  this  sum  Joshua  Fletcher  gave  $50  (church  records). 
William  Martin,  Walter  Lanham  and  Jonathan  Gibson  also  con¬ 
tributed. 

In  Aug.  of  1825  the  name  was  changed  from  Goose  Creek 
Baptist  Church  to  Upperville  Baptist  Church,  the  new  church 
having  been  built  in  the  village. 

1.  Robert2  Fletcher  (Joshua1),  b.  Oct.  16,  1777,  in  Fauquier 
County,  d.  18  Aug.  1845,  married  Elizabeth  Whiteford  about 
1803  from  near  Baltimore,  b.  Dec.  1784,  d.  April  27,  1841,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  David  Whiteford  and  wife,  Miss  Cummings. 

They  lived  at  Oak  Spring  farm,  only  a  few  miles  east  of 
Fountain  Hill,  which  house  is  still  standing,  but  was  not  built 
by  Robert  F.  In  the  yard  is  a  wonderful  stone  spring  house  used 
by  the  Fletchers,  with  a  very  bold  spring,  running  through  the 
yard.  On  the  hill  near  the  house  is  the  Fletcher  burying  ground, 
within  the  walls  of  which  were  once  buried  Robert,  his  wife, 
Elizabeth,  and  all  of  his  children  and  grandchildren.  But  about 
25  years  ago,  the  descendants  of  his  son,  Joshua,  moved  the  re¬ 
mains  of  their  family  to  a  new  burying  ground  in  Upperville, 
leaving  Agnes  Robinson,  Matilda  Chappelear,  Anne  Lake,  Elias 
Fletcher,  Benjamin  and  William  Fletcher’s  families  buried  there. 

Agnes  Robinson  left  a  notebook  to  her  daughter,  Betty,  in 
which  book  Agnes  had  written  the  names  of  her  mother  and  her 
six  aunts,  and  five  uncles.  It  states  that  Elizabeth  Whiteford’s 
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mother  was  from  Baltimore  (near),  and  her  name  was  Miss 
Cummings.  The  following  is  also  from  the  same  note-book : 
Children  of  the  Whiteford  and  Cummings  marriage.  (Book  in 
the  possession  of  Mrs.  Mary  Bucknor  of  Winchester,  a  great 
granddaughter  of  Robert  F.).

Daniel  Michael,  Joseph  Johnson,  and  Joshua  Fletcher  leased 
adjoining  tracts  of  land  in  Fauquier  County,  North  of  Goose 
Creek  in  1794.  Hugh  Whiteford  leases  a  tract  also  from  the 
heirs  of  John  Carter  in  the  same  part  of  the  county  (Fauquier 
Co.  Records). 

Robert  Fletcher  built  a  barn  in  1833,  the  corner  stone  was 
cut  with  that  date.  About  1915  the  barn  being  in  bad  condition. 
George  Slater,  the  owner,  built  another,  using  this  old  marked 
stone  in  its  construction. 

George  Stater  married  Tacie  Fletcher,  a  great  grand  daughter 
of  Robert  and  Elizabeth  Fletcher. 

Robert2  was  a  cripple,  and  not  being  able  to  enlist  in  the 
war  of  1812  sent  a  substitute.  He  was  very  fastidious  in  his 
personal  appearance,  being  always  so  well  dressed  that  he  was 
called  “Broadcloth  Fletcher”,  so  his  grand  daughter,  Annie  Chap- 
pelear  Rucker,  states. 

21st  July,  1809.  John  Wren  of  Fauquier  County,  sold  land 
to  Robert  Fletcher  of  same  (D.  B.  17,  p.  507,  Fauquier  Co.). 

Where  as  John  Carter,  deceased,  of  Loudon  County,  of 
Sudley  Farm  did  in  his  life  time  promise  to  give  a  lease  to  said 
Wren  of  a  tract  of  land.  Landon  and  Robert  Carter  being  sons 
of  said  John  Carter,  deceased,  grant  the  lease  according  to  the 
contract,  for  $250.00.  They  assign  the  land  to  Robert  Fletcher, 
that  tract  of  land  with  all  houses,  buildings,  126  acres  of  land 
adjoining  Thomas  Urton’s  on  the  banks  of  Plum  Run,  during 
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the  natural  lives  of  said  John  Wren  and  Hannah,  his  wife,  and 
James  Wren,  their  son. 

Signed,  John  Wren. 

John  B.  Armistead  and  Ann,  his  wife,  sold  to  Robert  Fletch¬ 
er,  for  $306.25  land  adjoining  John  Carter’s  line,  and  Dennis’s, 
on  South  side  of  Plum  Run,  adjoining  Wren’s  Road,  on  to  John 
Carter’s.  30  June  1809  (D.  B.  17,  p.  508.  Fauquier  Co.). 

Moore  F.  Carter  and  Judith,  his  wife,  leased  to  William 
and  Robert  Fletcher  executors  of  Joshua  Fletcher  deceased,  all 
of  that  tract  of  land  now  in  the  possession  of  William  and  Rob¬ 
ert  Fletcher  bounded  as  following:  To  Daniel  Michaels,  Benjamin 
Glascock,  to  Charles  Kempers,  30  acres,  lying  between  Charles 
and  Moore  Carter,  and  John  Carter’s  heirs.  27  Aug.  1811  (D.  B. 
18,  p.  339,  Fauquier  Co.). 

John  H.  W.  Smith  and  Maria  Love,  his  wife,  sold  to  Rob¬ 
ert  Fletcher  for  $737.50  land  on  Goose  Creek,  being  the  remainder 
of  a  tract  purchased  by  said  Smith  of  John  Wren,  surveyed  by 
Aquilla  Glascock,  29p2  acres,  adjoining  Edmund  Carter,  John  B. 
Armistead,  near  Henderson’s  spring.  23  May  1820  (D.  B.  24, 
p.  175,  Fauquier  Co.). 

Edward  Carter  and  Fannie,  his  wife,  sold  to  Robert  Fletcher 
for  $405.  land  Fletcher  had  leased  from  Edward  Carter,  as  one 
of  the  distributors  of  the  late  John  Carter  of  Sudley.  24  Feb. 

1821  (D.  B.  25,  p.  80,  Fauquier  Co.). 

1821  Aquila  Glascock  leased  for  ten  years  to  Robert  Fletcher 
land  Fletcher  had  leased  from  ^Glascock,  lately  purchased  by 
Glascock  from  Edward  Carter  and  John  Wren. 

Later  Acquila  Glascock  and  wife  Susanna  sold  the  above 
land  to  Robert  Fletcher,  the  two  tracts  conveyed  in  1810  by 
Edward  Carter  to  John  Wren,  and  by  Wren  and  wife,  to  Acquila 
Glascock  by  deed,  33j4  and  91  acres.  25  Nov.  1820. 

1821  John  Wren  and  wife  Hannah  leased  to  Robert  Fletcher 
land  formerly  in  the  possession  of  John  B.  Armistead,  now  owned 
by  John  H.  Smith,  about  50  or  60  acres. 

Robert  Fletcher  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  sold  to  William 
Fletcher  of  same,  both  sons  of  Joshua  Fletcher,  in  whose  will 
he  devised  “to  my  five  sons,  but  now  (son)  Benjamin,  being 
deceased,  unmarried,  and  Agnes  being  also  deceased.  23  Mch. 

1822  (D.  B.  26,  p.  175).  This  land  Robert  and  wife,  Elizabeth, 
sold  to  William  Fletcher  for  $3752.00  all  of  the  interest  they 
(Robert  and  Elizabeth)  have  in  the  estate  of  Joshua  Fletcher, 
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deceased,  all  of  the  rights  they  have  in  the  estate  of  Benjamin 
(brother)  and  in  the  estate  of  Agnes  Fletcher,  deceased.

In  1837  Nathan  Loughborough  of  District  of  Columbia  sold 
\y2  acres  of  land  in  Fauquier  County  to  straighten  out  a  dividing 
line  to  Robert  Fletcher. 

Surveyed  June  8,  1841  for  Mr.  Robert  Fletcher  of  Fauquier 
County,  three  adjoining  tracts,  one  on  North  side  of  Goose  Creek, 
the  upper  or  home  tract,  the  middle  being  the  Wren  tract,  the 
lower  being  the  Henderson  tract. 

The  upper  began  at  a  planted  stone  in  the  road  from  Rector- 
town  to  Upperville,  corner  at  Joshua  Fletcher,  sen,  and  to  Pen- 
quite’s  corner  and  two  tracts  to  Loughborough's  field. 

In  1793  Robert’s  personal  tax  was  paid  by  his  father  Joshua 

(W.  B.  19,  p.  298,  Fauquier  County),  date,  June  8,  1841, 
probated  1845,  July  4th.  Will  of  Robert  Fletcher. 

“All  of  my  land  on  the  North-west  side  of  Goose  Creek, 
surveyed  by  George  Love,  to  be  divided: 

1st:  the  manor  farm,  containing  270  acres, 

2nd:  the  middle  tract,  containing  158^4  acres, 

3rd:  the  Henderson  farm,  being  the  lower  tract,  containing 
160  acres. 

It  is  my  desire  that  my  son,  William  Jr.,  be  the  purchaser 
of  tract  No.  1,  the  manor  or  upper  farm. 

That  my  son,  Joshua  Jr.,  may  purchase  the  2nd,  the  Wren 
or  Middle  Tract,  and  also  Lot  No.  3,  the  Henderson  or  Lower 
Farm. 

The  valuation  being  fixed  by  George  Love,  Cuthbert  Powell, 
Senior,  Joshua  Tidball,  John  H.  Carter,  William  Fletcher,  Sen., 
and  Joshua  Fletcher,  Sen. 

Having  made  an  advancement  to  my  following  children,  viz ; 
William  F.  Jr.,  Joshua  F.  Jr.,  Elias  W.,  my  son-in-law  Benja¬ 
min  Chappalier  and  my  daughter,  Matilda,  his  wife;  my  son- 
in-law  John  G.  Robinson  and  my  daughter,  Agnes,  his  wife; 
which  is  equal  to  $2500.00  to  each  of  them. 

I  give  to  my  Brother,  William  Fletcher,  to  my  son,  Joshua 
Fletcher,  to  son  William  Fletcher  or  the  survivors,  the  following 
property  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  my  daughter,  Ann  Lake,  the 
wife  of  Richard,  which  is  to  be  over  and  above  an  equal  part 
of  the  residue  of  my  estate,  namely  one  negro  girl,  named  Caro- 
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line,  and  at  my  death  a  boy  named  George,  one  wagon  team, 
stock  and  farm  tools,  household  furniture  —  —  —  to  equal 
$1500.00  more,  making  all  advancement  to  the  sum  of  $2500.00 
for  the  benefit  of  my  daughter  Ann  Lake. 

I  give  to  my  daughter,  Alcie  Fletcher,  1  negro  girl,  named 
Catherine,  and  her  daughter,  Ellen,  a  negro  boy,  James,  also  a 
riding  Creature,  a  bay  mare,  and  three  young  horses,  100  barrels 
of  corn,  1000  lbs.  of  pork,  $60.00  worth  of  cattle,  $65.00  worth 
of  live  hogs,  and  sheep,  my  sideboard,  two  tables,  two  good  beds, 
1  dozen  chairs,  and  all  of  my  kitchen  furniture,  and  $900.00  in 
cash,  to  my  daughter,  Alcie.  To  my  son,  Elias  Fletcher,  an  equal 
payment.  A  negro  woman,  named  Charlotte  to  my  daughter, 
Agnes  Robinson,  over  and  above  her  equal  share. 

After  my  death,  my  estate  to  be  divided  into  seven  equal 
parts : 

1/7  to  son  William,  1/7  to  son  Joshua,  1/7  to  son  Elias, 
1/7  to  Benjamin  Chappelier,  1/7  to  daughter  Agnes,  (in  trust) 
wife  of  John  G.  Robinson,  1/7  to  daughter,  Ann  Lake,  (in  trust) 
wife  of  Richard  Lake,  1/7  to  Alcie  Fletcher. 

Reserve  an  acre  of  land  for  a  burying  ground  including 
the  present  graves. 

Executors :  Brother,  William  Fletcher.  Sons,  William  and 
Joshua.  (Signed)  Robert  Fletcher.

Land  now 
in  the  tenue  of  Lina  Boyal  and  all  of  that  land  situated  on  Goose 
Creek  now  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Urton,  for  ten  years. 
Reserving  for  himself  (Moore  F.  Carter)  the  right  to  build  a 
mill  on  the  premises,  on  the  waters  of  Goose  Creek  or  Gap  Run, 
reserving  a  wagon  road  to  the  mill  for  the  public  use,  from  Rec- 
tortown  to  Ashby’s  Gap.  It  was  also  agreed  that  in  case  Moore 
F.  Carter  should  take  possession  of  five  acres  of  land  adjoining 
the  mineral  spring,  there  would  be  a  proper  abatement  of  rent 
(D.  B.  18,  p.  229,  Fauquier  Co.). 

(M.  F.  Carter  built  the  mill  at  the  junction  of  the  two 
creeks.  The  mill  is  still  in  use,  1930. — S.  R.  W.) 

In  1818  William  Fletcher  bought  his  brother,  Joshua’s  in¬ 
terest  in  their  father’s  estate,  also  interest  in  their  brother,  Ben¬ 
jamin’s  estate,  who  had  lately  died  unmarried. 
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In  1820  William  bought  out  the  interest  his  brother,  John 
Fletcher  had  in  the  estate  of  their  father,  Joshua,  also  John’s 
interest  in  the  estate  of  Benjamin,  deceased,  their  brother. 

6.  Dr.  John2  Fletcher  (Joshua1),  b.  13  Sept.  1786,  in  Fau¬ 
quier  Co.,  d.  in  1827  in  Culpeper  Co.,  m.  1st  Tacy  Prior  Gibson, 
2nd  Maotilda  Baker.  Tacy  was  born  at  Green  Garden  near  Upper- 
ville,  Fauquier  Co.,  1  Mch.  1795,  she  was  of  Quaker  descent,  her 
grandmother  with  her  seven  sons  came  from  Philadelphia.  They 
were  very  devout,  each  year  the  seven  sons  would  ride  horseback 
to  Philadelphia  to  attend  a  Quaker  Meeting.  There  is  a  tradition 
that  they  would  use  Aspen  branches  to  urge  their  horses  to  better 
speed,  and  upon  returning  home  stuck  the  switches  in  the  ground ; 
they  grew,  which  accounts  for  the  growth  of  aspens  at  Green 
Garden. 

Tacy  at  an  early  age  made  a  sampler,  a  map,  about  two  feet 
square  which  now  is  in  the  possession  of  her  great  granddaughter 
Tacie  Fletcher  Slater  of  Rose  Hill. 

John  married  second  Matilda  Baker  of  Winchester;  after 
John’s  death  in  1827  she  married  Philip  Slaughter  of  Culpeper 
Co.  (Minute  B.  17,  p.  92),  Aug.  19,  1828,  is  recorded  the  set¬ 
tlement  of  John’s  estate  by  his  brother  Robert,  in  which  it  is 
stated  that  Matilda  had  married  Philip  Slaughter  and  one  third 
of  the  property  was  allowed  to  her.  Robert  was  appointed 
guardian  to  the  three  children. 

John  lived  near  Flint  Hill  on  a  farm  called  Green  Garden, 
Culpeper  (now  Rappahannock  County).  Near  him  also  lived  his 
sister,  Nancy  Dillon,  the  wife  of  Samuel. 

John  Fletcher  graduated  at  a  medical  college  in  Philadelphia, 
and  practiced  medicine  in  and  around  Flint  Hill. 

He  sold  his  interest  in  his  father’s  and  brother’s  estate  in 
Fauquier  County,  in  1820,  April  1  (D.  B.  24,  p.  162,  Fauquier 
Co.). 

John  Fletcher  and  Tacy  P.,  his  wife  of  Culpeper  County  sold 
to  William  Fletcher  of  Fauquier  County  all  their  rights  in  the 
estate  of  Joshua  Fletcher,  deceased,  their  father.  Situated  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Grigsby’s  and  Bogges’s  Mill,  Fauquier  County, 
being  subject  to  the  widow  of  Joshua  Fletcher,  deceased,  and  at 
present  in  the  occupancy  of  the  widow  of  said  Joshua  Fletcher, 
deceased.

They  lived  at  the  home  of  their  parents,  at  Fountain  Hill, 
near  Upperville,  and  are  buried  on  the  farm  in  sight  of  the  house. 

Dr.  Carey  Grayson  the  present  owner  has  built  a  stone  wall 
around  the  graves  of  Joshua  and  Marcia  Fletcher. 

Marcia’s  sisters  had  a  small  boarding  school  for  girls  in  the 
town  of  Upperville.  Several  of  the  Chappelear  sisters  (my 
mother’s  sisters,  Adeline  and  Elizabeth)  boarded  there. 

Joshua  Fletcher  of  Maples  died  suddenly  Oct.  30,  1862. 
The  following  facts  are  given  here  as  told  by  Old  Uncle  George 
Brewer  about  the  Union  soldiers  and  the  death  of  “Marse  Josh”: 

Uncle  George  was  a  young  slave  who  served  in  the  capacity 
of  assistant  butler.  When  the  Yankees  were  stationed  near  Up¬ 
perville,  three  Officers  came  to  Maples,  the  handsome  home  of  a 
wealthy  land  owner,  Mr.  Joshua  Fletcher,  to  commandeer  a  good 
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dinner.  Mr.  Fletcher  served  mint  juleps  very  freely  as  was  the 
custom  of  every  Southern  gentleman  before  dinner ;  after  a  few 
rounds  of  the  delicious  cooling  drink,  the  officers  and  their  host 
became  four  convivial  gentlemen.  Mr.  Fletcher  having  the  con¬ 
stant  dread  of  his  property  being  destroyed  by  the  invading  army, 
began  to  tell  things  he  would  not  have  otherwise  told.  He  em¬ 
phatically  said  where  he  wanted  the  “Damned  Yankees”  to  go, 
and  drank  a  toast  to  the  success  of  the  Confederacy. 

When  the  officers  grasped  the  meaning  of  the  words  of  their 
host,  they  called  him  a  traitor,  and  left  saying  they  would  return 
to  “get  him”.  Later  Mr.  Fletcher  realized  what  he  had  said,  and 
their  return  meant  imprisonment  for  himself,  confiscation  of  his 
property,  and  poverty  for  his  wife  and  children.  It  so  over¬ 
whelmed  him  that  his  weak  heart  could  not  stand  the  strain,  and 
the  following  morning  he  died  suddenly  of  apoplexy. 

At  noon  the  officers  returned  to  take  Joshua  prisoner,  the 
colored  boy  told  them  at  the  door  that  his  master  was  dead,  they 
of  course  did  not  believe  him,  and  demanded  to  be  taken  to  see 
his  master,  which  George  did.  The  officers  were  so  much  afifected 
by  the  tragedy  that  they  left  the  house  and  gave  no  further  trouble 
to  the  family  or  to  the  property.

William  Moseley,  late 
sheriff  of  Essex  Co.,  for  900  lbs  of  tobacco  for  the  nonappear¬ 
ance  of  Thomas  Tinsley  at  the  suit  of  Robert  Payne  against 


Thomas  Tinsley’s  estate,  June  21,  1699  (O.  B.  1695-99),  Essex 
Co.,  Va. 


Thomas2  Tinsley  (Thomas1),  patented  1400  acres  in  Essex 
Co.  on  the  Mattapony  River,  for  transporting  28  persons  into  the 
colony.  Also  1000  acres  the  same  date,  26  Apr.  1704,  receiving 
land  on  the  Mattapony,  adjoining  Edward  Tucker’s  for  transport¬ 
ing  20  persons  (L.  Gr.,  b.

Thomas  Jackson  of  Spotsylvania  Co.  sold  to  Isaac  Tinsley 
of  King  and  Queen  Co.  100  acres  of  land  bought  of  Joseph  Berry 
of  King  and  Queen  Co.  adjoining  the  land  of  Sarah  Tinsley  Apr. 
17,  1727  (D.  B.  18,  p.  298,  Essex  Co.).

Edward  and  Margaret  were  witness  to  a  deed  to  Philip  Tins¬ 
ley  in  Caroline  Co.  Apr.  14,  1738.  Tradition  says  Margaret  was 
of  the  Talliaferro  family. 

Duncan  Graham  of  Caroline  Co.  and  wife,  Mary,  sold  to  Ed¬ 
ward  Tinsley  of  Amherst  Co.  for  £184,  740  acres  of  land  on  Har¬ 
ris  Creek  near  the  Tobacco  Row  Mts.  Wit:  Battaile  Harrison, 
Reuben  Harrison  and  David  Tinsley,  Oct.  8,  1766  (D.  B.  C, 
p.  139,  Amherst). 

Edward  Tinsley  and  Margaret,  his  wife,  deeded  to  John  Tins¬ 
ley  100  acres  of  land  on  Harris  Cr.,  Mch.  6,  1769  (D.  B.  B,  p. 
403). 

Edward3  Tinsley  and  wife,  Margaret,  deeded  to  their  son 
John  Tinsley  100  acres  of  land  on  Harris  Creek,  part  of  a  larger 
tract  purchased  by  said  Tinsley.  March  6,  1769  (D.  B.  B,  p. 
403,  Amherst  County). 

The  same  year  he  bought  more  land  in  Amherst  (D.  B. 
B,  p.  179).  Stephen  Ham  and  Ambrose  Gatewood  sold  to 
Edward  Tinsley  126  acres  of  land  in  Amherst  for  £64  (D.  B.  C, 
p.  508,  Amherst). 

Edward3  Tinsley  died  in  1783.  His  estate  was  divided  on 
Aug.  4.  “Among  my  legal  heirs,  Elizabeth  Pendleton,  Wm. 
Tinsley,  Richard  Vernon,  Edward  Tinsley,  Isaac  Tinsley,  John 
Tinsley,  David  Tinsley,  Joseph  Johns,  Joshua  Tinsley  and  Col. 
Ambrose  Rucker,  each  to  receive  120  pounds  sterling.  Estate  to 
be  divided  by  Edmund  Winston,  John  Penn  and  Richard  Shelton 
(W.  B.  2,  p.  118,  Amherst  County).

McDaniel 

The  name  McDaniel  or  MacDaniel  is  claimed  to  be  of  the 
MacDonald,  or  of  the  Donald  clan.  In  a  catalogue  compiled  by 
the  Paisleys,  Limited,  a  Company  in  Scotland,  which  sell  the  cor¬ 
rect  plaids  for  each  clan ;  statement  is  made  that  MacDaniel  is 
of  the  Clan  MacDonald  (Clan  Donald). 

1.  George2  McDaniel  (John1),  married  Margaret  Goff, 
daughter  of  John  and  Ann  Goff. 

“George  McDaniel  Sr.  was  born  17th.  May  1722,  and  died 
15th.  Nov.  1821.  He  was  married  in  his  26th.  year  to  Margaret 
Goff  in  her  20th.  year.  His  father  was  named  John  whose  father 
was  a  native  of  Scotland.  Geo.  McDaniel  Sr.  had  four  brothers, 
John,  William,  Jerry,  and  Henry.  Their  mother  walked  straight 
and  well  at  102  yrs.  old  and  lived  several  years  after.” 

(Copied  from  the  old  Bible  that  belonged  to  Baida  McDaniel, 
the  oldest  son  of  Geo.  McDaniel  and  Dolly  Waller  Robinson. 
The  Bible  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Robert  C.  McDaniel, 
Lynchburg,  Va.). 

“George  the  son  of  John  (McDaniel)  the  elder,  was  born  in 
King  William  Co.  on  Saturday,  May  17th,  1722,  and  died  on 
Thursday,  Nov.  15th.  1821,  in  Amherst  Co.  on  his  farm  at  the 
foot  of  Tobacco  Row  Mt. 

In  his  26th  year  he  married  Margaret  Goff  who  was  then 
in  her  20th.  year.  They  had  three  sons  and  five  daughters.  The 
sons  were  John,  George  and  William.  The  daughters  were  Mar¬ 
garet,  Nancy,  Francis  Lucy,  and  Phoeby.” 
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(Copied  from  the  diary  written  by  John  Robinson  Mc¬ 
Daniel,  the  youngest  son  of  Geo.  McDaniel  and  Dolly  Waller 
Robinson,  now  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Lucy  Almond  Harrell, 
Norfolk,  Va.) 

The  McDaniels  were  born  in  King  William  Co.,  moved  to 
Orange  near  the  Ruckers,  Tinsleys  and  Goughs  with  whom  they 
intermarried.  From  the  Order  Books  of  Orange  the  two  brothers 
John  and  George  are  living  in  St.  Marks  Parish  in  1744,  about 
which  time  George  moved  to  Goochland. 

On  petition  of  John  McDaniel  Jr.  it  is  Ordered  that  George 
McDaniel  and  William  DeBoard  be  added  to  the  list  of  Tithables 
for  St.  Mark’s  Parish.  25,  Dec.  1744  (O.  B.  1743-46,  p.  228, 
Orange  Co.). 

(O.  B.  5,  p.  510,  1744,  Goochland  Co.).  A  suit  was  brought 
by  Arthur  Hopkins  against  George  McDaniel  for  700  pounds 
due  him.  Thomas  McDaniel  enters  special  bail.  The  defendant 
appears  and  confesses  judgment,  whereon  it  is  considered  that  the 
plaintiff  “do  recover  against  the  defendant  the  said  sum  of  700 
pounds”. 

George  McDaniel  was  in  Albemarle  Co.  in  1747.  Charles 
Turnbull  brought  suit  against  him.  In  1748  he  was  brought  be¬ 
fore  the  grand  jury  “for  profanely  swearing  two  oaths  in  two 
months.” 

George  first  patented  land  in  Amherst  county  in  1760.  This 
was  174  acres  on  the  north  side  of  Harris  Creek,  in  a  cove  of  the 
Tobacco  Row  Mountains.  His  grandson  Ambrose  Rucker  and 
his  wife,  Elizabeth  Parks  lived  there  later.  When  the  old  man¬ 
sion  house  was  torn  down,  a  few  years  ago,  by  a  stranger  who 
had  bought  the  farm,  one  of  the  corner  logs  had  a  large  “M” 
cut  in  the  end  of  it,  which  suggests  McDaniel. 

(D.  B.  B,  p.  36,  Amherst).  5  Aug.  1765,  George  McDaniel 
and  his  wife,  Margaret,  sold  136  acres  to  Baylor  Walker,  land  on 
the  south  side  of  Harris  Creek,  adjoining  the  Tobacco  Row  Mts. 
The  same  day  he  exchanged  500  acres  on  Stovell’s  Creek  for  153 
acres  on  Harris  Creek,  “as  per  agreement  with  John  Goff,  dec’d.” 

In  1767  George  bought  300  acres  on  south  side  of  Harris 
Cr.,  on  the  east  side  of  Tobacco  Row  Mts.  He  continues  to  pat¬ 
ent  land.  In  1771  he  sold  165  acres  on  Harris  Cr.  to  Abraham 
Penn. 

George  McDaniel  and  wife  according  to  agreement  with 
John  Goff  (now  dec’d.)  deeded  to  Leonard,  Joseph,  Ambrose 
Goff  and  Elizabeth  Moran,  a  tract  of  land  granted  to  Sarah 
Lynch  in  1759,  Amherst  Co.  The  home  place  reserved  for  the 
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life  of  Ann  Goff,  widow  of  John  Goff,  dec’d.  (D.  B.  D,  p.  36, 
1775,  Amherst  Co.). 

In  1775  Leonard  Goff,  son  and  heir  of  John  and  his  wife, 
Ann  Goff,  deeded  land  to  George  McDaniel,  as  per  agreement 
between  himself  and  the  late  John  Goff  (D.  B.  D,  p.  297,  Am¬ 
herst). 

14  July  1775  Ambrose  Goff  and  wife,  Ann,  deeded  to  Henry 
McDaniel  112  acres  of  land  in  Amherst  county  (D.  B.  D,  p.  297). 

Richard  Ellis  and  Martin  Parks  with  wife,  Nancy  Parks,  of 
Amherst  Co.  sold  to  George  McDaniel,  all  same,  265  acres  for 
$205.  Wits:  Ambrose  Rucker,  James  Ware  and  A.  Carter  (D. 
B.  M,  p.  355,  Amherst  Co.),  19  May  1813. 

The  Tax  Books  of  Amherst  Co.,  1783,  mentions:  Henry 
McDaniel;  George  McDaniel;  John  McDaniel;  George  McDaniel, 
Jr.;  Angus  McDaniel;  Daniel  McDaniel  and  Thomas  McDaniel. 
Written  McDonald  or  McDaniel. 

George2  McDaniel  served  as  a  Sergeant  in  the  Revolutionary 
War.  See  Eckenrode’s  List  of  Rev.  Soldiers:  War  5,  125,  State 
Arch.  Dept.  Also  Hardesty’s  H.  and  G.  History  of  Amherst  Co. 

In  his  will,  dated  1818;  probated  1821,  Amherst  Co.  (W.  B. 
6,  p.  270),  he  left  to  Ambrose  Rucker,  fourteen  shares  of  bank 
stock  for  the  support  of  an  old  negro  woman,  at  her  death  to  be 
divided  among  his  heirs.  Ex’ors.  Dabney  Ware,  James  Ware  and 
Nelson  Dawson.

From  an  article  filed  in  the  Arch.  Dept.,  Richmond,  Va., 
“John  McDaniel  was  born  in  Albemarle  Co.  He  had  hazel  eyes, 
dark  hair  and  swarthy  complexion”. 

He  was  in  Kentucky  during  the  Winter  of  1800,  when  his 
fourteen  year  old  daughter  Judith  married  David  Woodroof,  Jr. 

From  a  letter  written  by  John  McDaniel  to  the  clerk  of  Am¬ 
herst  county,  dated  3rd  Feb.  1799:  “I  give  my  free  consent  for 
my  daughter  Judy  McDaniel  to  marry  David  Woodroof,  Jr.” 
Signed,  John  McDaniel.  Yet  this  letter  does  not  seem  sufficient, 
for  her  grandfather  Ambrose  Rucker  wrote  another  note  to  the 
clerk :  “Sunday  Morning,  before  sunrise,  Jan.  19,  1800.  To  Mr. 
William  S.  Crawford,  clerk  of  Amherst  Co.,  Dear  Sir:  Mr.  John 
McDaniel  is  to  be  absent  from  this  county  longer  than  he  ex¬ 
pected  when  he  left  to  go  to  Ky.  I  can  undertake  that  you  may 
grant  a  marriage  license  for  Daniel  Woodroof,  Jr.  and  his”  (John 
McDaniel’s)  “daughter  Judy  McDaniel,  for  I  know  before  he 
left,  he  much  approved  of  Mr.  Woodroof’s  conduct  and  person”. 
Signed,  Ambrose  Rucker. 

Will  of  John  McDaniel  (W.  B.  10,  p.  77),  Amherst  Co.  “I 
desire  that  all  my  just  debts  be  paid  and  the  balance  of  my  estate 
to  be  equally  divided  between  my  children  as  hereafter  named, 
viz :  my  sons  Ambrose,  Sidney  and  Gideon ;  Betsy  Davies,  Peggy 
Ware  and  Sophia  Strange;  my  four  children  hereafter  named 
having  had  their  full  share  of  my  estate,  thirty  odd  years  ago,  viz : 
William,  George,  Mary  Jones  and  Judiete  Heiskill.”  Dated  3 
June  1835;  prob.  18  Feb.  1837.

In  1737  John  Gough,  Sr.,  bought  from  William  Watson 
200  acres  of  land  in  Orange  County  in  the  little  forks  of  the 
Rappahannock  River.  1  March,  1738,  John  Howard  sold  to 
John  Goff,  both  of  Orange  Co.,  100  acres  of  land  sold  by  James 
Taylor  to  Edward  Tinsley,  1722  (D.  B.  3,  p.  133,  Orange  Co.). 

John  was  paying  tithes  in  Orange  Co.  in  1739.  He  and  his 
wife,  Ann,  of  Orange  Co.,  sold  to  Jeremiah  Murdock  of  King 
George  Co.,  70  acres  of  land  adjoining  Murdock  and  Thomas 
Gough,  29  July  1740,  for  £36,  land  in  Washington  Par.,  West¬ 
moreland  (D.  B.  9,  p.  100,  Westmoreland  Co.).  In  the  Calen¬ 
dars  of  State  Papers,  July  30,  1742,  is  a  petition  from  Orange 
County  signed  by  John  Goffe,  requesting  better  defense  “from 
the  Indians”.  They  are  living  in  the  back  part  of  state. 

John  Goff  of  St.  Marks  Par.,  Orange  Co.,  sold  to  Peter 
Rucker  of  same,  215  acres  at  the  South  West  Mountains  ad¬ 
joining  the  land  of  Susanna  Rucker,  Wm.  Golding,  John  Baylor 
and  Timothy  Crosswaith,  in  exchange  for  a  tract  owned  by  Peter 
Rucker  in  Albemarle  Co.,  22  Nov.  1750  (D.  B.  2,  p.  217,  Or¬ 
ange). 

1751,  John  Gough  of  St.  Anne  Parish,  Albemarle  Co.,  bought 
from  Peter  Rucker  of  Orange,  463  acres  land  on  Harris  Creek, 
known  as  Peter  Rucker’s  lot,  for  i200,  adjoining  Robert  Rose, 
John  Rucker,  Wm.  Miller  and  David  Rosser  (D.  B.  I,  p.  382, 
Albemarle  Co.). 

A  petition  of  John  Goffe  praying  to  be  allowed  pay  for  a 
horse  taken  from  him  by  the  Cherokee  Indians  in  their  march 
through  the  county  of  Albemarle,  was  presented  to  the  house  and 
read  (House  of  Burgess,  Vol.  1759-61,  p.  213).  Resolved  that 
the  petition  of  John  Goffe  to  be  paid,  for  a  mare  taken  and  car-

ried  away  by  the  Catawba  Indians  is  reasonable  and  ought  to  be 
allowed  the  sum  of  10  pounds  Sterling  for  the  mare.  Tuesday 
17th  of  March,  1761  (p.  217). 

George  McDaniel  and  wife,  Margaret,  of  Amherst,  deeded 
to  “Leonard,  Joseph,  Ambrose,  John  Goffe  and  Elijah  Moran, 
500  acres  of  land  on  Stoney  Creek  as  per  agreement  between  him¬ 
self  and  John  Goff  dec’d,  in  exchange  for  153  acres  on  Harris 
Creek.  Signed — George  and  Margaret  McDaniel,  5  Aug.  1765 
(D.  B.  B,  p.  36,  Amherst  Co.). 

Another  deed  made  by  “Leonard  Goff,  son  and  heir  of  John 
Goff,  and  his  wife,  Ann,”  to  George  McDaniel  as  per  agreement, 
Leonard  Goff  (and  wife,  Ann)  son  and  heir  of  John,  deeded  to 
Peter,  John,  Ambrose,  Benjamin,  Isaac,  Anthony  Rucker,  Sarah 
Marr,  Winifred  Lee,  Mella  Ham  and  Phoebe  Rucker  of  Am¬ 
herst  100  acres  for  £50,  land  adjoining  Burford’s  and  Rucker’s, 
5  July  1769,  Amherst. 

Will  of  John  Goff  of  Amherst  dated  30  Nov.  1762,  probated 
2  Mch.  1763. 

To  my  wife,  Anne,  all  of  my  estate. 

To  my  sons,  Leonard  Goff,  Ambrose  Goff,  Joseph  Goff,  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Goff,  land  on  Stovell  and  Bowling  Creeks.  Execs. :  Sons, 
Leonard  and  Joseph  Goff. 

Anne  relinquished  her  right  as  administratrix  and  on  motion 
of  Ambrose  Rucker,  he  was  appointed  administrator  of  the  will 
of  John  Goff,  John  Rucker  and  George  McDaniel  security  (W. 
B.  1,  p.  25,  Amherst  Co.).  Inventory  returned  5  Sept.  1763,  by 
Richard  Shelton  and  Benjamin  Rucker.

Wm.  Gough  patented  1,000  acres  of  land  in  New  Kent  on

S.  S.  of  Whorecock  creek. 

Martha  Goffe  patented  650  acres  land  formerly  granted  to 
Wm.  Gough  by  patent  22  July  1659  and  by  Wm.  Assigned  to 
John  Maddison  and  assigned  by  Maddison  to  Martha  Goffe,  8 
Feb.  1663  (B.  5,  p.  297,  L.  Gr.). 

Wm.  Gough  patented  land  in  King  and  Queen  Co.  formerly 
New  Kent  adjoining  Capt.  Chamberlayne,  the  said  land  being 
formerly  granted  to  John  Goffe  by  patent  dated  15  May  1661 
and  by  him  granted  unto  the  aforesaid  Wm.  Gough  Ap.  28,  1694, 
for  transportation,  26  Oct.  1694  (B.  8,  p.  400,  L.  Gr.).

The  first  mention  of  Thomas  Parke  was  in  the  order  book 
of  Essex  County,  1692-95,  page  55,  when  a  suit  between  Thomas 
Parks  and  John  Decson  is  recorded,  1692. 

A  George  Parke  was  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Essex  during 
this  period,  died  there,  1698. 

Henry  Parke  was  living  in  Old  Rappahannock  Co.,  Sept. 
5,  1677  (B.  1677-82,  p,  137). 

Robert  Park  of  Old  Rappahannock  Co.  returned  an  inven¬ 
tory  of  the  estate  of  Robert  Henly,  with  William  Barber  security, 
1685  (W.  B.  6,  p.  65,  Old  Rappa.  Co.). 

Thomas  Parke  bought  a  life  interest  in  land  belonging  to 
Simon  Miller,  land  in  Richmond  County,  January  14,  1692  (D. 
B.  1692,  1693).

Alexander  Spotswood  sold  100  acres  of  land  in  St.  George

River,  and  Hunting  Run,  to  Thomas  Parks,  son  John  Parks,  son 
Thomas  Parks,  Jr.,  and  son  Samuel  Parks,  for  their  joint  lives, 
April  2,  1729  (D.  B.  A,  p.  377,  Spotsylvania  County). 

John  Graeme,  attorney  of  Alexander  Spotswood,  acknowl¬ 
edged  a  deed  of  conveyance  to  Thomas,  John,  Thomas,  Jr.,  and 
Samuel  Parks  (O.  B.,  Apr.  2,  1729). 

On  May  18,  1736,  Thomas  Parks  bought  380  acres  of  land 
on  Muddy  Creek  in  the  great  branch  of  the  Rappahannock  River, 
adjoining  John  Latham  and  Col.  Henry  Willis  from  John  Latham 
and  wife,  Elizabeth,  of  Caroline  County  (W.  B.  1,  p.  244,  Orange 
County). 

Thomas  Park  of  Orange  County  for  love  and  affection  deeded 
200  acres  of  land  to  “son,  Samuel  Parks  of  same  county”,  in  the 
great  forks  of  the  Rappahannock  River,  on  Muddy  Run,  adjoin¬ 
ing  John  Latham  and  Philemon  Kavenaugh  (D.  B.  4,  p.  355, 
Orange  County). 

July  7,  1741,  Thomas  Parks  of  Orange,  deeded  to 
Christopher  Hutchins  of  same,  147  acres  for  20  lbs.,  land  in  the 
forks  of  the  Rappahannock  River,  on  Muddy  Run,  adjoining 
Philemon  Kavenaugh.  Witness,  Philip  Clayton.  Signed  Thomas 
Park  (D.  B.  6,  p.  182,  Orange). 

Thomas  Park’s  name  does  not  appear  again  in  the  counties 
of  Orange  or  Culpeper,  but  in  1751  he  bought  in  Albemarle 
County  400  acres  of  land  in  St.  Anns  Parish,  Nov.  13,  1751,  from 
John  Graves  of  Caroline,  adjoining  Benjamin  Stinnet  (D.  B.  1, 
p.  395,  Albemarle). 

Will  of  Thomas  Parks  dated  Feb.  24,  1752,  probated  in 
Albemarle  on  March  12th,  1761  (W.  B.  2,  p.  101,  Albemarle 
County). 

Will  of  Thomas  Park  of  Ballingers  Mountains,  Albemarle 
County. 

To  son,  Thomas,  my  estate,  and  one  shilling  each  to  my  sons, 
John,  Samuel  and  Charles,  daughters  Martha  Russell,  Mary  Bond 
and  Elizabeth  Hutchins.

He  bought  190  acres  of  land  on  Muddy  Run  of  the  Rap¬ 
pahannock  River,  from  John  Chapman  of  Caroline,  in  St.  Marks 
Parrish,  adjoining  John  Lathan’s  line,  for  280  lbs.  of  tobacco, 
1737  (D.  B.  2,  p.  186,  Orange  County). 

The  same  year  he  sold  this  land  to  Edward  Dillard  of  King 
and  Queen  County,  190  acres,  land  in  the  great  forks  of  the  Rap¬ 
pahannock  River,  Mary,  wife  of  John  Park,  signed  the  deed.

In  1739,  October  20th,  he  bought  250  acres  of  land  from 
Francis  Kirthy  of  Orange  on  the  north  side  of  Mountain  Run, 
in  the  great  forks  of  the  Rappahannock  River. 

John  Parks  of  Culpeper  County  deeded  to  son,  John  Parks, 
Jr.,  300  acres  of  land  in  Culpeper,  adjoining  Philip  Clayton,  Feb. 
21,  1754  (D.  B.  B,  p.  51,  Culpeper). 

On  motion  of  Mary  Parks,  a  witness  for  Richard  Bridges 
and  Sarah,  his  wife,  in  a  suit  against  Christopher  Hoomes  (O.  B. 
1747-40,  p.  417,  Orange  County),  we  find  nothing  more  of  John, 
Sen.,  in  Orange  or  Culpeper,  but  in  1750  he  bought  land  for  his 
sons,  William  and  John,  Jr.,  in  Amherst  Co. 

John  Parks  bought  100  acres  of  land  from  Robert  Rose  on 
the  West  side  of  Piny  River,  during  the  natural  lives  of  William 
Parks  and  John  Parks,  Jr.  “John  Parks  to  plant  at  least  100 
apple  trees  and  keep  it  well  fenced,  and  not  to  work  over  four 
tithable  persons.”  1750,  Albemarle  County  (D.  B.  1,  p.  225).

Landrum.  Land  on  Pyna  River  purchased  in  1750  of  Robert 
Rose. 

John  Parks,  Sen.,  of  St.  Anne  Parish,  bought  390  acres  from 
Pierce  Wade,  on  Threshers  Creek,  Nov.  9,  1760  (D.  B.  2,  p.  342), 
Albemarle  County. 

6  July,  1767,  John  Parks  certified  to  having  raised  910  lbs. 
of  merchantable  hemp  (O.  B.  1766,  p.  159,  Amherst  Co. 

He  was  appointed  surveyor  of  a  road  from  below  Buffalo 
River  to  Puppies  Creek,  William  Parks,  John  Parks  and  others 
to  help  clear  the  same  (O.  B.  1766,  p.  160,  Amherst). 

John  Parks,  Sen.,  of  Amherst  Co.,  and  wife  Mary  sold  to 
Aaron  Higginbotham  for  40  lbs.  of  tobacco,  378  acres  of  land  in 
Amherst,  that  John  had  bought  of  Jeremiah  Wade,  Oct.  3,  1768 
(D.  B.  B,  p.  381,  Amherst  Co.). 

John  Parks  and  wife  Mary  sign  a  deed  in  Amherst  Co.  (sold 
land),  Oct.,  1768  (O.  B.  I,  p.  413,  Amherst  Co.). 

William  Parks  was  appointed  Surveyor  of  the  road  from 
Puppies  creek  to  Carters  Mill  in  the  room  of  John  Parks,  who 
has  removed  out  of  the  county,  Mch.  6,  1769  (O.  B.  1766-69, 
p.  451). 

In  1778  William  Terrell  and  wife  Sarah,  of  Wilkes  Co., 
N.  C.,  sold  land, in  Albemarle  Co.,  Va.,  and  acknowledged  the 
deed  before  John  Parks,  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Wilkes  Co.  (Re¬ 
corded  in  Albemarle).

2.  William3  Parks  (John2,  Thomas1),  b.  c.  1730,  was  killed 
by  the  Indians  in  Powell’s  valley,  Washington  Co.  (now  Lee  Co., 
Va.),  1776.  He  m.  first  Tabitha  (dau.  of  Edward  Ware,  of  Am¬ 
herst),  d.  before  1766;  m.  second  Mary  Dawson  (dau.  of  Mar¬ 
tin),  of  Amherst  Co.,  about  1766,  b.  about  1748,  d.  after  1808. 
William  was  in  Albemarle  (now  Amherst)  as  early  as  1748,  at 
which  time  William  brought  suit  against  Anthony  Gavin,  May, 
1748  (O.  B.  6,  p.  435,  Goochland  Co.). 

Aug.,  1749.  “John  Studivant  of  Prince  George  County,  a 
witness  for  William  Parks  against  Anthony  Gaving,  Parks  to 
pay  Studivant  for  coming  and  going  50  miles  13  times,  paying 
2,325  lbs.  of  tobacco  (O.  B.  6,  p.  541,  Albemarle  Co.). 

He  paid  50  lbs.  of  tobacco  to  Payne  for  attendance  as  a 
witness. 
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6  Oct.  1766,  William  Park’s  petition  against  John  Sandidge 
is  continued  (O.  B.  1766-69,  p.  159,  Amherst  County). 

3  August,  1767,  William  Parks  certified  that  he  raised  500 
lbs.  Hemp  (O.  B.  1766,  p.  191). 

6  March  1769,  William  Parks  was  appointed  Surveyor  of 
road  from  Puppies  Creek  to  Carters  Mill  in  room  of  John  Parks 
who  has  removed  out  of  the  County. 

April  10,  1750,  Robert  Rose,  Clerk,  to  John  Parks,  Planter, 
100  acres,  part  of  patent  to  R.  Rose  on  W.  side  of  Piney  River. 
A  tract  of  land  during  natural  lives  of  William  Parks  and  John 
Parks,  Jr.,  and  to  pay  said  R.  Rose  and  heirs  every  year  during 
the  term,  on  the  26th  of  December,  436  lbs.  of  tobacco  at  Rich¬ 
mond,  or  Warwock  Warehouses,  and  if  rent  lapses  for  60  days, 
from  appointed  time,  said  Rose  or  heirs  to  retain  land  as  former 
estate.  John  Parks  to  plant  at  least  100  apple  trees  and  keep  it 
well  fenced,  and  not  work  over  four  tithable  persons  (D.  and 
W.  B.  1,  p.  225,  Albemarle  Co.). 

William  executed  a  bond  to  Edward  Ware  to  the  amount  of 
500  lbs.  of  tobacco  for  the  use  of  his  son,  John  Parks,  Jr.,  “Son 
of  my  former  wife,  Tabitha,  daughter  of  Edward  Ware,  and  only 
child  of  that  marriage.”  Sept.  5,  1768  (D.  B.  B,  p.  368,  Am¬ 
herst. 

David  Ware  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  of  St.  Anne  Parish,  Albe¬ 
marle,  sold  to  William  Parks  of  same,  180  acres  for  75  lbs.  ster¬ 
ling,  which  was  formerly  granted  to  Howard,  12  July,  1750,  ad¬ 
joining  Pierce  Wade,  with  houses  (W.  B.  3,  p.  34,  Amherst). 
Witness:  Edmond  Powell,  Thomas  Parks,  Jonathan  Stampe. 

On  November  4th,  1771,  William  and  his  wife,  Mary,  sold 
180  acres  of  land  on  Threshers  Creek  to  John  Webb,  adjoining 
Pierce  Wade.  (Signed)  William  Parks  (D.  B.  C,  p.  244,  Am¬ 
herst  Co.). 

William  moved  with  others  to  Wilkes  County,  N.  C.,  but  did 
not  buy  land  there.  He  was  sent  with  a  company  from  North 
Carolina  against  the  Cherokee  Indians.  It  was  claimed  he  was 
an  officer,  but  we  cannot  find  any  evidence.  He  evidently  stayed 
in  Washington  County,  Virginia,  for  his  father  patented  a  tract 
of  land  there,  on  account  of  settlement.  The  patent  was  made 
out,  1783,  and  recorded,  1794,  to  the  heirs  of  William  Parks. 

In  reference  to  the  death  of  William  Parks  (Summers’  His¬ 
tory  of  Southwest  Virginia,  page  115),  states  that  in  1771  the 
Holston  settlement  received  a  large  number  of  emigrants  from 
North  Carolina,  on  account  of  trouble  with  the  Governor,  Tyron. 

Also,  page  285-6:  In  the  fall  of  the  year,  1777,  Gen.  George 
Rogers  Clark  travelling  from  Kentucky  over  the  wilderness  road, 
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on  his  way  to  Richmond,  reached  Mumps  Ford  in  Powell’s  Val¬ 
ley  about  ten  days  subsequent  to  the  killing  by  the  Indians  of  a 
settler  by  the  name  of  -  Parks. 

Virginia  Historical  Magazine,  Vol.  6,  p.  344,  gives  the  same 
statement  about  the  “killing  of  -  Parks,  in  Powell’s  Val¬ 

ley.” 

Mathew  Brooks  of  North  Carolina  wrote  a  letter  to  Maj. 
Anthony  Bledsoe  dated  May  30,  1776,  among  the  happenings,  he 
states,  “ -  Parks  had  been  killed  by  the  Indians  in  Pow¬ 

ell’s  Valley”  (copied  from  Lyman  Draper’s  4  qq.,  p.  46). 

The  following  is  the  patent  “In  right  of  settlement”  (L.  Gr., 
Vol.  30,  p.  504),  July,  1794,  Washington  County. 

“Henry  Lee,  Esq.,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  by  virtue  of  a  Land  office  Pre-emption  Warrant,  No.  2385, 
There  is  granted  by  the  said  Commonwealth  unto  Martin  Parks, 
William  Parks,  Sally  Parks,  who  intermarried  with  Samuel  Burks 
and  Eiizabeth  Parks,  children  of  William  Parks,  deceased,  as¬ 
signee  of  Samuel  Parks,  John  Parks,  Sen.,  George  Parks  and 
Benjamin  Parks,  the  heir  at  law  to  John  Parks,  Junior,  who  was 
heir  at  law  to  the  said  William  Parks,  deceased. 

A  certain  tract  of  land  containing  335  acres,  by  survey,  bear¬ 
ing  date,  the  20th  day  of  March,  1786,  lying  in  Washington 
County,  on  the  waters  of  Indian  Creek  and  Powell’s  Valley,  and 
bounded  as  followeth,  to-wit,  Beginning  at  the  foot  of  Cumber¬ 
land  Mountains  at  Gibson’s  land,  to  a  corner  to  his  own  settle¬ 
ment  right  and  with  the  line  thereof. 

Near  a  sink  hole,  to  Gray’s  line,  also  on  page  506,  23  July, 
1794,  by  virtue  of  a  certificate  in  Right  of  Settlement,  given  by 
the  Commonwealth,  for  adjusting  the  titles  of  unpatented  land, 
in  Washington  County,  and  in  consideration  of  the  ancient  com¬ 
pensation  of  two  pounds  sterling,  paid  by  John  Parks,  there  is 
granted  unto  Martin  Parks — a  certain  parcel  of  land,  containing 
400  acres  on  both  sides  of  Indian  Creek,  in  Powell’s  Valley 
(same  as  above)  to  Gray’s  line,  crossing  the  Kentucky  tract  near 
a  sink  hole  to  Gibson’s  line,  a  certain  parcel  of  land  containing 
400  acres,  by  survey  bearing  date  20  March,  1786.” 

“BE  IT  KNOWN  TO  ALL  PERSONS  BY  THESE 
PRESENTS  we  the  undersubscribers  of  the  State  of  North  Caro¬ 
lina  and  Wilks  County  for  and  in  consideration  of  five  shillings  in 
hand  paid  to  each  of  us  the  receipt  whereof  we  do  hereby  acknowl¬ 
edge,  we  have  Bargained,  Sold  and  Relinquished  unto  the  legally 
born  children  of  William  Parks  formally  residenter  in  the  State 
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of  Virginia  &  since  killed  by  the  Indians  in  Powell’s  Valley,  all 
right,  title  claim  and  interest  that  each  or  either  of  us  may  have 
by  descent  or  iby  any  other  way  of  means  whatever,  to  all  the 
estate  both  real  and  personal  of  John  Parks,  Jr.,  late  of  Amherst 
County,  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  but  since  deed. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands 
and  seals  this  9th  day  of  July  in  the  year  1787.

At  a  court  held  for  Amherst  County  the  third  day  of  Septem¬ 
ber,  1787.  This  bill  sale  was  proved  by  the  oath  of  Jessee  Daw¬ 
son  and  Edward  Tinsley,  witnesses  thereto,  and  ordered  to  be 
recorded.  (D.  B.  F.,  p.  198,  Amherst  Co.)

After  William’s  death,  Mary  and  her  children  moved  back 
to  Amherst,  her  father,  Martin  Dawson,  leaving  her  a  legacy  in 
his  will. 

On  3  Sept.,  1787,  Gabriel  Penn  was  appointed  Guardian  to 
Martin  Parks,  son  of  William  Parks,  deceased.  Samuel  Higgin¬ 
botham  security.  (W.  B.  2,  p.  250,  Amherst  County). 

William  Tinsley,  Jr.,  was  appointed  Guardian  to  William 
Parks,  orphan  of  W.  Parks,  deceased. 

Zacharia  Dawson  was  appointed  guardian  to  Elizabeth,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Wiliam  Parks,  deceased. 

The  will  of  William  Parks  was  proved  in  Amherst  County, 
in  1778  by  Martin  Dawson. 

The  Widow,  Mary,  qualified  as  executrix.  The  will  was 
“ordered  to  lie  for  further  proof”,  a  natural  doubt  when  fighting 
the  Indians. 

Mary  Dawson  Parks  was  living  in  Amherst  until  1802. 

Will  of  William  Parks  to  my  wife,  Mary,  to  my  son,  John 
Parks,  son  of  my  first  wife,  Tabatha,  a  negro  girl,  Nell,  when  he 
becomes  of  age,  should  he  die  before  he  comes  of  age,  to  my  son, 
Martin  Parks.  The  estate  to  be  unsold  until  the  youngest  child 
becomes  of  age.  To  son,  Martin,  by  my  second  wife,  Mary  .  .  . 
Sarah  ...  to  my  Children.  27  Sept.,  1769.  Probated  Dec.  7, 
1778.

leaving  no  will;  m.  1st - ,  leaving  one  son,  Benjamin 

Parks;  m.  2nd,  May  17,  1785,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Philip  Thur¬ 
man,  of  Amherst  County.  (See  Bill  of  Sale).  It  states,  “Ben¬ 
jamin,  the  eldest  son  of  John  Parks,  deceased,  the  eldest  son  of 
William  Parks,  deceased,  late  of  Amherst.” 

Philip  Thurman  left  a  will  in  Amherst,  dated  Sept.  3,  1803, 
probated  Dec.  19,  1803,  Amherst,  in  which  Elizabeth  Parks  was 
left  a  legacy. 

The  negro,  Nell,  left  to  John  Parks,  Jr.,  by  his  father,  Wil¬ 
liam,  by  will  dated  1769,  was  left  at  John’s  death  in  the  possession 
of  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth  (Thurman)  Parks.  John  only  lived 
one  year.  Elizabeth  was  the  administratrix  of  the  estate  of  John 
in  1786,  the  same  year  she  married  her  neighbor,  Moses4  Rucker 
(Isaac3,  John2,  Peter1)  and  took  the  slave  Nell  to  her  new  home 
to  Moses  Rucker’s  as  “Part  of  her  dower”  also  Nell’s  “Increase”. 
Ben.  Elizabeth  Rucker  died  in  1820,  leaving  the  negroes  in  the 
possession  of  Moses  Rucker,  Benjamin  Parks,  son  of  John,  Jr., 
deceased,  son  of  William,  deceased,  claimed  the  negroes  as  prop¬ 
erty  coming  to  him  from  the  estate  of  his  father,  John,  Jr.,  willed 
to  John  by  his  father,  William.  In  the  meantime  in  1791 
Benjamin  Parks  had  entered  suit  against  his  “uncles  and  aunts 
of  the  one-half  blood”,  Martin  Parks,  William  Parks,  Sally  Tins¬ 
ley,  Margaret  and  Elizabeth  Parks,  for  that  part  of  his  grand¬ 
father’s  estate  that  should  have  gone  to  his  father,  John,  Jr. 
(D.  B.  G,  p.  71,  Amherst  Co.) 

They  contracted  with  said  Benjamin  Parks  “To  give  to  him 
his  first  choice  of  any  of  slaves  that  may  fall  to  the  aforesaid 
orphans  lot,  out  of  the  estate  of  John  Parks,  Jr.,  deceased,  the  son 
of  William  Parks,  deceased,  and  five  pounds  Sterling,  for  which 
the  said  Benjamin  Parks  made  over  all  rights  that  he  may  have  in 
the  estate  of  John  Parks,  Jr.,  deceased,  to  Martin,  William,  Sarah 
and  other — Nov.  11,  1791.  Evidently  Moses  Rucker  continued  to 
keep  the  negroes  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  in  1820, 
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for  in  1834  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  “one-half  blood”  of 
John  Parks,  brought  suit  against  Moses  Rucker  to  recover  these 
negroes. 

(Court  of  Appeals,  Vol.  5,  p.  160,  March,  1834,  Richmond, 
Va.)  Martin  Parks  adm.  &  heir  against  Moses  Rucker.  That 
John  Parks  had  died  after  1785,  intestate,  a  female  slave  named 
Nelly  had  been  left  to  Elizabeth,  widow  of  John  Parks.  Nelly 
had  a  son,  Ben. 

Elizabeth  died  in  1820  (having  already  married  Moses 
Rucker)  leaving  the  two  negroes  in  the  possession  of  Rucker,  her 
second  husband,  the  plaintiffs  were  “uncles  and  aunts  of  the  one- 
half  blood”  of  Benjamin,  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  John  Parks, 
Jr.,  deceased,  their  eldest  brother,  and  that  they  had  purchased 
the  rights  of  Benjamin  in  the  property  of  John  Parks,  Jr.,  de¬ 
ceased.  The  plaintiff  failed  in  proof  and  Rucker  showed  he  was 
entitled  to  the  slaves,  even  if  his  wife  had  held  them  as  dower  of 
her  first  husband’s  estate.  By  a  compromise  between  Benjamin 
Parks  and  Moses  Rucker  the  suit  was  dismissed.

one-half  to  go  to  his  niece,  Mary  Colice  Parks,  and  her  heirs.

Nov.  5,  1802,  Martin  Parks  and  Richard  Ellis  patented  195 
acres  of  land  on  Pedler  River  and  Harris  Creek,  adjoining  George 
MacDaniel,  Joshua  Ellis’s  heirs,  Nelson  Crawford,  John  Duncan 
and  Clark’s  Creek.  (L.  Gr.  B.  51,  p.  65). 

Martin’s  family  Bible  is  now  in  the  possession  of  his  grand¬ 
son,  Frank  A.  Parks,  of  Big  Island,  Va.  Martin  lived  near 
Agricola,  in  Amherst,  Va.,  and  is  buried  on  the  old  homestead 
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burying  ground,  this  place  was  later  owned  by  D.  H.  Rucker, 

and  now  owned  by  -  Watts.  The  following  is  copied

It  is  my  will  and  desire  that  all  my  Just 
debts  be  fully  paid  and  Satisfied :  Itum,  my  will  and  desire  is 
that  my  son  John  Parks  be  paid  eight  pounds  Virginia  Money 
Out  of  my  Estate  for  One  Hoghead  of  Tobacco  I  borrowed  of 
him.  Itum,  I  give  unto  my  daughter  Sary  Sale  five  Shillings 
Sterling  for  her  full  part  of  Estate.  Itum,  I  give  unto  my  son 
Samuel  Parks  the  land  and  plantation  where  I  now  live  also  my 
wagon  for  his  full  part  of  my  estate  to  be  delivered  to  them  by  my 
executors  before  the  day  of  Sale  of  my  estate.  Itum,  my  will  and 
desire  is  that  my  son  Samuel  Parks  should  have  the  care  and 
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Management  of  my  Daughter  Milley  Parks  and  her  part  of  my 
estate.  Itum,  my  will  and  desire  is  that  all  my  Negroes  be  sold 
at  the  Highest  bidder  Amongst  my  children  as  its  my  Desire  that 
they  be  kept  among  my  children.  Itum,  Publick  Sale  after  my 
death  and  all  the  Money  arising  from  my  whole  estate  to  be 
equally  divided  among  the  rest  of  my  Children  and  I  constitute 
and  Appoint  my  son  Benjamin  Parks,  William  Carrel  and  Samuel 
Parks  Executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  Testament  revoking  and 
disannulling  all  other  wills  by  me  heretofore  made  allowing  this 
only  to  be  my  last  will  and  Testament  as  witness

Martin1  Dawson,  possibly  born  1715,  died  1812,  married  possi¬ 
bly  1735,  may  have  come  from  Isle  of  Wight  County,  but  this 
has  not  been  proven.  One  Martin  M.  Dawson  lived  in  Isle  of 
Wight.  He  patented  land  in  1713 ;  died  in  said  county  1745,  leav¬ 
ing  a  will,  but  does  not  mention  a  Martin.  (See  later  page).  He 
signed  his  name  with  an  M.  as  did  the  Martin  of  Amherst  Co. 

Martin  married  first,  Priscilla  Sorrell,  of  James  City,  Gooch¬ 
land  and  Amherst.  She  was  a  daughter  of  John  Sorrell  and  was  a 
witness,  with  her  husband,  Martin,  to  a  deed  of  her  father,  John, 
in  Goochland,  1741. 

Martin  married  secondly,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Job  Carter, 
in  Amherst  Co.  (Mentioned,  1782,  in  her  father’s  will).  She 
named  her  son,  Nelson  Carter  Dawson.  (Job  Carter’s  will  in 
Amherst  Co.,  W.  B.  2,  p.  88,  1779-1782). 

At  the  first  court  of  Albemarle  County,  1744,  Martin  Dawson 
was  appointed  with  John  Sorrell  and  Charles  Bond  to  appraise 
the  estate  of  Charles  Blaine.  (O.  Bk.  1744,  p.  9). 

In  1742,  Dec.  15,  Anthony  Pouncy,  late  of  Goochland  County, 
sold  to  Martin  Dawson,  of  the  same,  for  31  pounds,  300  acres  on 
the  north  side  of  Rivanna  River,  adjoining  Stiff’s  land,  whereon 
Quisingberry  now  lives,  which  said  Pouncey  bought  from  Charles 
Lynch.  Witnesses,  James  Taylor  and  John  Morris.  (D.  Bk.  4, 
p.  115,  Goochland  Co.) 

At  the  following  court,  1742  (O.  B.  5,  p.  191,  Goochland). 
A  deed  from  Anthony  Pouncey  to  Martin  Dawson  was  proved  by 
oath  of  John  Sorrell  and  John  Morris,  and  ordered  to  be  recorded. 
At  the  November  court  of  1742,  an  attachment  was  made  by 
Martin  Dawson  against  Anthony  Pouncey  for  54  pounds  Ster¬ 
ling.  The  Sheriff  was  ordered  to  sell  Pouncey’s  tobacco  and  pay 
Martin  Dawson  (O.  B.  5,  p.  173,  Goochland). 

March  7,  1740,  Anthony  Pouncey  and  Martin  Dawson,  of 
Goochland,  sold  300  acres  of  land  to  Mathew  Graves  for  £53, 
the  land  beginning  at  Charles  Moorman’s,  near  Carrall’s  Creek, 
to  the  Mountain  Fall  Creek,  to  William  Randolph’s.  (This  land 
was  granted  to  Charles  Lynch,  Aug.,  1735).  (D.  B.  14,  p.  187, 

Goochland).  Signed,  Anthony  Pouncy  and  Martin  M.  Dawson. 

Martin  Dawson  patented  400  acres  on  Hardware  River,  1st 
Oct.,  1747.  (Land  Gr.  Bk.  26,  p.  119).  He  patented  300  more 
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acres  on  south  side  of  Rivanna  River  on  a  branch  of  Buck  Island, 
20  Aug.,  1747.

Item,  I  bequeath  unto  my  sons  and  daughters  had  by  my  first 
wife,  Priscilla  Dawson,  as  follows:  To  John  Dawson  and  Nancy 
Cox,  I  give  five  shillings  current  money  to  them  and  their  heirs 
forever.  I  give  to  Thomas  Dawson,  Mildred  Hancock,  Martin 
Dawson,  Mary  Parks,  Margaret  Franklin  and  William  Dawson 
the  sum  of  Five  pounds  Current  money,  to  each  of  them  and 
their  heirs  forever,  which  several  sums  is  my  desire  shall  be  paid 
to  my  son,  Nelson  Carter  Dawson,  or  his  heirs,  executors,  and 
within  nine  months  after  my  death. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  sons  and  daughters  by  my  last 
wife,  Elizabeth  Dawson,  as  follows,  to-wit:  I  bequeath  to  my 
son,  Nelson  Carter  Dawson,  the  tract  of  land  whereon  I  lately 
resided,  containing  356  acres  of  land  be  the  same  more  or  less, 
also  one  negro  man  named  Will,  one  negro  woman  named  Silby, 
and  her  two  children  by  name  of  Pleasant  and  Stephen,  to  him 
and  his  heirs  forever.  It  is  my  desire  that  Nan,  a  negro  woman, 
and  Celia,  her  youngest  child,  shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder, 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  be  divided  as  follow eth  to  my  son, 
Jesse,  I  give  three-  fourth  of  the  produce  of  said  sale  to  him  and 
his  heirs  forever,  the  remaining  one-fourth  of  the  produce  of  the 
sale  I  give  to  my  granddaughter,  Mahala  Read,  to  her  and  her 
heirs  forever.  I  give  to  my  daughter,  Milly  Read,  five  shillings 
current  money  of  Virginia. 

I  give  to  Elizabeth  Rucker  one  negro  girl  named  Nancy,  to 
her  and  her  heirs  forever.  I  give  to  my  daughter,  Susanna  Tins¬ 
ley,  a  negro  woman  named  Cinthia,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever. 
The  residue  of  my  estate  consisting  of  horses,  household  and 
kitchen  furniture,  and  all  moneys  that  may  be  owing  to  me  at 
my  decease,  and  everything  else  that  I  now  or  may  hereafter 
possess  not  particularly  disposed  of  and  specified  above,  it  is  my 
will  and  desire  shall  be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  and  the  money 
arising  from  such  a  sale  to  be  divided  in  three  shares,  one  share 
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to  be  equally  divided  between  the  children  of  my  son,  Zacharia 
Dawson,  deceased ;  one  share  to  Elizabeth  Rucker,  and  the  re¬ 
maining  share  to  Susanna  Tinsley,  to  them  and  their  heirs  for¬ 
ever.

Wood’s  History  of  Albemarle  states  that  John  Dawson  and 
his  wife,  Sarah  Carroll,  were  living  on  Carroll  Creek  in  1759; 
that  John  Dawson  was  appointed  Surveyor  in  place  of  Col. 
Joshua  Fry. 

He  was  a  witness  to  a  deed  of  John  Harvie  to  Philip  Smith, 
in  Albemarle  Co.,  29  Nov.,  1757.

Benjamin  Moore,  of  Amherst,  sold  to  John  Dawson,  of  said 
Amherst  County,  land  on  the  forks  of  the  Cove  and  Hickory

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John  Dawson  and  his  family  lived  near  Faber’s  Mill.  The 
personal  tax  lists,  1793,  Lexington  Parish,  Amherst  Co.,  gives:

Morris.  From  the  land  tax  books  of  1782,  “Capt.  John  Daw¬ 
son”  paying  tax  “on  494,  171  and  146  acres.”

He  provided  for  the  freedom  of  about  sixty  of  his  slaves, 
and  for  their  removal  to  Liberia.  He  bequeathed  about  $40,000 
to  the  University  of  Virginia.  One  of  the  buildings  on  the 
campus  at  the  University  was  named  for  him.  (See  W.  Bk.  12, 
p.  40,  Albemarle).

Sorrell 

1.  John1  Sorrell  may  have  been  a  grandson  of  Robert  and 
Rebecca  Sorrell  of  James  City  and  Surrey.  We  cannot  find  a 
will,  the  records  of  James  City  having  been  destroyed.  John  first 
appears  in  Prince  George,  then  Goochland  and  Albemarle,  and 
died  in  Amherst  in  1783.  John  Sorrell  was  born  about  1690,  m. 
about  1715.  He  was  paid  36  lbs.  of  tobacco  in  Prince  George 
County  out  of  the  estate  of  Thomas  Jackson  (Great  Vol.,  p.  25, 
Prince  George),  13  Sept.  1714.  He  m.  twice,  1st  wife  Mary 
signed  many  deeds,  b.  c.  1700,  d.  before  1770.  Early  in  1770  he 
m.  again,  Mary  Coleman  Ellis,  a  widow  who  survived  him. 

John’s  will  refers  to  his  great  grandchildren  who  were  grown 
when  he  wrote  his  will  in  1780,  from  this  we  know  he  was  a  very 
old  man  when  he  died.  Tradition  says  he  lived  to  be  more  than 
a  hundred  and  his  son-in-law  Martin  Dawson  lived  to  be  one 
hundred  and  fifteen. 

Robert  Adams  sold  to  John  Sorrell  for  £10,  100  acres  of 
land  “On  ye  upper  fork  of  Broad  branch  of  Tuckahoe  Creek. 
Mourning,  wife  of  Robert  Adams,  acknowledges  the  deed,  all 
houses,  orchards,  gardens,  etc.  Nov.  16,  1728.  Witness:  George 
Payne,  Joseph  Ashlin  (Goochland  D.  B.  1,  p.  40). 

George  Alves  brought  suit  against  John  Sorrell,  Dec.  18, 
1728,  Goochland. 
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John  Sorrell  sold  to  Sylvanus  Pumfree,  Margaret  Pumfree 
and  Sylvanus  Pumfree,  Jr.,  of  Tuckahoe  Creek,  Dec.  16,  1729, 
for  £10,  100  acres  land  on  broad  branch  of  Tuckahoe  Creek. 
Witness:  Robert  Adams,  John  Bowie  (D.  B.  I,  p.  156,  Gooch¬ 
land). 

Sylvanus  Pumphry  of  Goochland  sold  to  John  Sorrell  of 
same,  100  acres  of  land  adjoining  Wadloe  and  Collins,  on  the 
Broad  branch  of  Tuckahoe  Creek,  adjoining  land  purchased  by 
Pumphry  of  said  Sorrell,  Dec.  13,  1731  (D.  B.  1,  p.  337,  Gooch¬ 
land). 

Charles  Johnson  of  St.  James  Parish  sold  to  John  Sorrell 
of  same  for  5900  lbs.  of  tobacco  150  acres  of  land  on  the  north 
side  of  James  River.

John  Sorrell  and  wife  Mary  of  Goochland  sold  land  to 
Thomas  Owen,  of  Hanover,  150  acres  on  the  north  side  of  James 
River  for  150  bushels  of  wheat.  17  Sept.  1734.  Witness:  J. 
Williams,  Thomas  Anderson,  Charles  Allen  (Goochland  D.  B.  2, 
p.  42). 

A  suit  between  John  Sorrell  and  Nathan  Pumfree  for  300 
lbs.  of  tobacco  due  for  the  rent  of  a  plantation  leased  by  said 
Sorrell  to  William  Fennell,  upon  whose  private  removal  out  of 
the  county,  the  said  Pumphry  attached  the  estate  remaining  on 
the  said  plantation,  carry  the  same  away  without  leaving  sufficient 
to  pay  the  rent. 

It  is  considered  by  the  court  that  the  Sorrell  do  recover 
against  Pumphree  the  said  tobacco  with  cost  by  him.  Jan.  1734

to  said  Sorrell  Apr.  6,  1734,  on  Webber’s  line,  to  Adams’  line. 
Signed:  John  Sorrell  (O.  B.  2,  p.  135,  Goochland,  July  14,  1735). 
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Mch.  21,  1734,  Mary,  wife  of  John  Sorrell,  signed  a  deed. 

William  Perry  sold  220  acres  of  land  to  John  Sorrell  in  St. 
James  Parish,  on  the  S.  S.  of  the  Rivaina  River,  adjoining  Charles 
Lewis.  Jan.  21,  1741.  Witness:  Pricilla  Dawson,  Martin  Daw¬ 
son  (D.  B.  4,  Goochland). 

(The  Pricilla  Dawson,  wife  of  Martin,  was  a  daughter  of 
John  Sorrell.  From  this  deed  she  is  adready  married  in  1741.)

James  Mahunney  left  to  Margaret  Sorrell  land  in  Louisa 
Co.  whereon  James  Francis  did  live  when  she  is  of  age  or  mar¬ 
ries.  May  16,  1753  (W.  B.  2,  p.  9,  Albemarle  Co.). 

Francis  Wright  was  in  a  suit  against  Richard  Sorrell,  case 
dismissed.  27  Sept.  1745  (O.  B.  1744-48,  p.  74,  Albemarle  Co.). 

John  Sorrell  in  a  suit  against  Thomas  Fitzpatrick,  adminis¬ 
trator  of  Charles  Blany,  for  25  shillings,  which  he  is  to  recover 
and  94 J4  lbs.  of  tobacco  for  his  cost.  27  Sept.  1745  (O.  B.  1745- 
48,  p.  75). 

John  Sorrell  was  ordered  to  be  surveyor  of  the  Three  Notch¬ 
ed  Road  from  No.  12,  in  the  room  of  James  Defer.

Alexander  Patten  was  appointed  Constable  in  the  room  of 
John  Sorrell.

95  acres  of  land  on  the  south  branch  of 
Cove  and  the  north  branch  of  Hickory  Creeks.  July  20,  1769

miage  agreement.  “He  to  provide  maintenance  according  to  abil¬ 
ity  and  station  in  life  and  at  my  death,  my  heirs  to  pay  her  £60 
or  £10  yearly  during  her  life  and  she  to  claim  no  more.”  Mary 
agrees  to  the  contract.

IN  THE  NAME  OF  GOD,  AMEN,  I,  John  Sorrell,  of 
Amherst  County  being  ancient  and  not  knowing  how  soon  I  may 
die,  yet  of  perfect  sence  and  memory  do  make  and  appoint  this 
my  last  Will  and  Testament  My  body  being  entered  according  to 
the  discretion  of  my  Executors  and  my  debts  paid,  I  dispose  of 
what  worldly  goods  may  then  remain  in  my  estate  as  followeth, 
viz:  Item.  I  lend  to  my  wife,  Molly  Coleman  Sorrell  during  her 
widowhood  the  Dwelling  House  I  now  live  in  with  as  much  ground 
convenient  thereto  as  she  may  want  to  tend,  with  all  convenient 
barn  and  outhouses  excepted,  with  one  negro  woman,  Sail,  and  if 
the  said  negro  should  die  she  may  at  her  discretion  choose  another 
about  eight  years  old,  and  if  the  orchard  on  said  plantation  shall 
bear  fruit,  she  shall  have  ten  gallons  of  brandy,  with  as  much  of 
the  said  fruit  as  she  may  want  for  her  own  use  each  year  the  said 
orchard  may  hit.  I  also  lend  her  during  her  widowhood  one 
horse  and  side  saddle,  with  as  much  of  the  household  and  kitchen 
furniture  as  she  shall  think  proper  (two  stills  excepted),  with 
the  use  of  the  milch  cows  to  said  family.  I  also  will  that  the  taxes 
on  said  negroe  be  paid  by  my  Executors,  and  further  if  the  said 
negroe  should  have  children  the  expense  of  them  shall  be  paid  as 
above.  I  also  give  my  wife  six  hundred  pounds  of  gross  pork, 
with  one  hundred  weight  of  beef,  one  bushel  of  salt,  five  barrels 
of  corn,  one  barrell  of  wheat,  six  pounds  of  sugar,  ten  pounds 
of  tallow,  and  two  pair  of  shoes  which  she  is  to  have  each  year 
she  lives  my  widow.  I  also  will  that  the  house  be  kept  in  repair 
with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  firewood  for  said  family,  the  whole 
to  be  done  by  my  Executors  at  the  expense  of  my  estate.  Item. 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter,  Katy  Howard,  and  her  heirs 
forever,  thirty  pounds  currency  to  be  paid  at  two  payments,  one 
half  to  be  paid  one  year  after  my  death,  the  other  half  the  follow¬ 
ing  year.  Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  gran-daughter  Mary 
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Ann  Sneed  and  her  two  oldest  children  Frances  and  John  Sneed 
ten  pounds  currency  each  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever  to  be 
paid  three  years  after  my  death.  Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
my  grandson  Martin  Dawson  the  sum  of  one  hundred  pounds 
currency,  to  be  paid  in  four  years  after  my  death  to  him  and  his 
heirs  forever,  and  likewise  twenty  shillings  each  year  he  continues 
a  preacher  of  the  Gospel,  which  is  to  be  paid  yearly.  Item.  I 
give  and  bequeath  to  my  grandsons,  Thomas  and  William  Dawson 
each  ten  pounds  currency  to  them  and  their  heirs  forever  to  be 
paid  five  years  after  my  death.  Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
my  great  grand  son,  John  Sorrell  Dawson,  son  of  my  grandson, 
John  Dawson  and  Sally,  his  wife,  that  part  of  my  land  I  now 
live  on  lying  on  the  north  side  of  Hickory  Creek  provided  he  the 
said  John  Sorrell  Dawson  pay  his  brother  Pleasant  Dawson  One 
Hundred  Pounds  currency  within  one  year  after  he  the  said 
Pleasant  Dawson  comes  of  age,  and  to  his  brother  Benjamin  Daw¬ 
son  the  like  sum  to  be  paid  within  two  years  after  the  said  Ben¬ 
jamin  Dawson  comes  of  age.  I  say  that  if  the  said  John  Sorrell 
Dawson  should  refuse  to  pay  his  brothers  the  above  sums  of 
money,  then  the  said  land  to  be  publickly  sold  and  the  money 
arising  from  the  sale  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  the  three 
brothers  above  mentioned,  their  heirs,  etc.  Note  that  no  one  has 
or  shall  have  any  the  least  wright  to  claim  or  dispose  of  the 
Houses  and  as  much  ground  convenient  thereto  as  I  have  lent 
to  my  wife,  that  is  to  say,  during  her  widowhool.  I  likewise 
give  to  my  great  grandson  John  Sorrell  Dawson,  son  of  John 
Dawson  and  Sally  his  wife,  my  negro  woman  Dinah  with  her 
increase  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever  to  be  by  him  possessed 
when  he  comes  of  lawful  age.  Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
Pleasant  Dawson,  my  great  grandson,  son  of  my  grandson  John 
Dawson  and  Sally  his  wife,  my  negro  boy,  Ben,  to  him  and  his 
heirs  forever,  to  be  by  him  possessed  when  comes  of  lawful  age. 
Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  great  grandson,  Benjamin  Daw¬ 
son,  son  of  my  grandson,  John  Dawson  and  Sally,  his  wife,  my 
negro  boy  Goliath,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever,  to  be  by  him  pos¬ 
sessed  when  he  comes  of  lawful  age.  Item.  I  give  and  bequeath 
to  my  great  grandson,  Martin  Dawson,  son  of  my  grandson  John 
Dawson  and  Sally  his  wife,  my  negro  boy  Squire,  to  him  and  his 
heirs  forever  to  be  by  him  possessed  when  he  comes  of  lawful 
age.  Item ;  I  give  to  my  great  grand  daughter  Susanna  Dawson, 
daughter  of  my  grand  son  John  Dawson  and  his  wife  Sally,  my 
negro  girl  named  Fanny  and  her  increase  to  her  and  her  heirs 
forever,  to  be  by  her  possessed  when  of  lawful  age  or  day  of 
marriage.  Item ;  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  great  grand  daughter 
Mary  Dawson  daughter  of  my  grand  son  John  Dawson  and  his 
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wife  Sally,  a  negro  girl  Rachel,  to  her  and  her  heirs  forever  to  be 
possessed  by  her  when  of  lawful  age  or  day  of  marriage.  Item ; 
I  give  to  my  great  grand  daughter  Prysilla  Dawson,  dau.  of  my 
grand  son  John  Dawson  and  wife  Sally,  my  negro  girl  Dicy  to 
her  and  her  heirs  forever  to  be  by  her  possessed  when  of  lawful 
age  or  day  of  marriage.  Item;  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  great 
grand  daughter  Nancy  Dawson  dau.  of  my  grand  son  John  Daw¬ 
son  and  Sally  his  wife,  my  negro  girl  Winney  to  her  and  her  heirs 
forever  to  be  by  her  possessed  when  of  age  or  day  of  marriage.

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He  patented  700  acres  of  land  on  the  southmost  branch  of 
Warrany  Cr.  adjoining  Mr.  Soane.  Nov.  20,  1653  (L.  Gr.,  b.  3,

(York  Co.,  D.  B.  4,  p.  338).  Robert  Sorrell  of  Chicka- 
hominy  in  James  City  Co.  sold  to  Martin  Collier  of  York  Co. 
497  acres  of  land  purchased  of  John  Holmwood,  who  purchased 
it  of  John  Hamlett,  who  acquired  it  of  Richard  Hamlett,  who 
patented  the  land  Dec.  22,  1669. 

Daniel  Parke  patented  528  acres  of  land  in  James  City  Co., 
on  the  west  side  of  Rickahock  path  on  the  cart  path  that  goes 
from  Mr.  Sorrell’s  to  Mr.  Baker’s,  adjoining  Col.  Pettus,  and 
part  that  goes  to  Chickahominy  Gate,  adjoining  Mr.  Sorrell’s, 
the  said  land  was  assigned  to  said  Parke  by  Christopher  Harris, 
and  the  residue  sold  and  assigned  to  him  by  Mr.  Robert  Sorrell 
Mch.

1.  James4  Sorrell  (Tho.3,  Jno.2,  Robert1),  was  living  when 
his  father  made  his  will  in  1725  but  was  dead  before  1733  when 
his  brother  John  sold  his  (James’)  land,  the  land  James  had  in¬ 
herited  from  his  father,  Thomas,  but  now  being  deceased  John 
had  inherited,  on  Nominy  River.

do  desire  that  at  the  death  of  my  wife  that  all  my  estate  that  is 
not  given  to  my  three  daughters,  Susannah  B.  Christian,  Frances 
B.  Christian  and  Martha  P.  Christian  shall  be  equally  divided 
between  all  my  children  and  I  do  appoint  William  B.  Christian 
of  Hanover  County,  state  of  Virginia  and  Isaac  Rucker  of  Am¬ 
herst  County  and  state  of  Virginia  my  executors  to  this  my  last 
will  and  testament  hereby  revoking  all  former  wills  by  me  made.
